ije Mans, . France, Aug. S.— Wilbur 
Wright, of Dayton, Olilo, made a lliglit 
variously computed at from ^Vi to 3 '/a 
kilometres wltli bis aeroplane here 
this afternoon in llirce minutes and 
live seconds. Tliroughout the llight Mr. 
Wright had perfect control of the 
machine. 

No attempt was made for a dis- 
tance record, the only object of the 
llight being to try out the aeroplane 
while Hying through the air; Wright 
demonstrated, or so it appeared to the 
spectators, that ,ho was absolute 
master of tho airship, llrst soaring, 
then shooting downward, and then 
mounting again at will, until finally, 
after completing two circles, he came 
down easily tQ earth. 

The performance was greeted with 
a burst of cheers from a small num- 
ber of people Invited to view the ex- 
periment. Wright was warmly con- 
gratulated by all tho spectators, in- 
cluding a few French aeronauts, two 
Russian army ofllcera and a number 
of other experts, who styled it as a 
wonderful exhibition. 

AVeatiier conditions for the test 
were splendid, '.he sky was blue and 
without a cloud, and a gentle north- 
west breeze was blowing. The aero- 
plane was mounted on a small single- 
wheeled chariot, which, in turn, was 
resting on a single rail on the ground. 
By n'cans of a falling weight rigged 
on a beam erected in tho ground and 
connecting with cords running to it, 
tho chariot was started running over 
the rail, and the aeroplane thus hav- 
ing been given a forward motion, 
suddenly loft the charibt and ascend- 
ed like a bird to tho height oC about 
A feet, then swerved and turned on 
Its course and sailed up tho field. It 
dipped gracefully up and down, at- 
taining a height of CO feet, and then 
coming down.' to between 30 and 40 
feet. Mr. Wright thus twice cirdled 
the field and then stopped the motor, 
bringing tlio aeroplane directly in 
front of tho improvised grand, stand, 
which was fllled' with' wildly cheering 
spectators. 

The descent was sure and easy and 
was carried' out with great nicety 
without causing shock to eitlier the 
machine or its operator. Afterwards 
Mr. AVright said to the Associated 
Press: "I am perfectly satisfied with 
my hrst flight. I made one or two 
little mistakes, but I am conlidont I 
will be able to do all I hoped for in 
later trials, probably next week." 
^Capt, Baldwin's Efforts. 

Washington, Aug. 8.— Capt. Baldwin 
has succeeded In fulfilling the first 
requirement of his contract with the 
United States government for supply- 
ing a dirigible balloon for the signal 
corps, of tlio army. Tho board of of- 
flcers who Inspected the big airship 
today at Port Meyer accepted it as 
far as the construction of the machine 
is concerned. The other requirements 
re'malning to be fulfilled are in regard 
to speed and endurance. There was 
no ofliclal speed test today, but after 
the inspection of the balloon Captain 
Baldw.iii made a preliminary endur- 
ance trial. A total distance of about 
six miles was made at an average 
Sliced of 12 miles an hour. No effort 
was made at fast time today. Tlio 
airship was under perfect control. If 
20 miles an hour is made at tho speed 
trial and the airship makes a success- 
ful endurance trial, Capt. Baldwin 
will receive $0,500 for his balloon. Col. 
Baron DeGode, Russian military at- 
tache, was one of those most Interest- 
ed in today's flight. He made a close 
inspection of Capt. Baldwin's airship 
with a ylow to submitting a report to 
his government.

New York, Aug. S. — That a doter-< 
mined effort will be made by some at 
least of Harry K. Thaw's creditors to 
resist his effort to have himself ad- 
Judged a bankrupt, wa.s indicated to- 
day after liis creditors liad recovered 
from the confusion into which tho 
lirst announcement of the beginning 
of the bankruptcy proceedings in Pitts-* 
burg threw them. 

The attempt to hold off the bank-i 
ru])tey proceedings, Indeed, is already, 
under way, according to Daniel O'Reil- 
ly, of Thaw's counsel in tho murder 
trial, wlio late today announced that 
he had decided upon the institution o£ 
proceedings through which he hoped 
to collect-tho amount of his claim for, 
legal expenses. Mr. O'Reilly announced 
that he was preparing an application 
to bo presented to the United States 
court on Monday for a committee On 
Mr. Thaw's estate and person on the 
ground that Thaw has been legally, 
adjudged a lunatic, and as such has 
no right to go bankrupt. On obtaining 
the committee :Mr^;?0!Keilly- says he 
will sue tho committee T lor- the re-^ 
mainder of his clainj. ' According. -Lto; -,: 
his statement this Is a matter; of jis;"^';/ 
700 over the $11,000 stated in; Tha\v'a ' ' 
bankruptcy schedule. He asserts that 
the $11,000 and more that Thaw paid 
him during the trial was largely ex-: 
pended for. Thaw's benefit and under,,.: 
his orders. ' 

Others of Thaw's creditors, although ■ 
expressing surprise, .that he had dis- 
puted their . claims; ^■yy.ere less definite 
than Mr. O'RelllyVaaVtO 'thelr probable 
procedurei - D^ -Brlttqn Evans, one of 
the allienlsts, ; commenting on the be- 
ginning of .the bankruptcy proceedings, 
said: "It is a surprise to us. We had 
no intimation that he would dispute 
the bills or contemplated such a step. 
All I can say at tho present tlmo is 
that all the bills put In by mo were 
just and moderate for the services 
rendered. From my knowledge of tho 
case I can say none of the allenistg 
who appeared at the defence over- 
charged Thaw, and that tho bills wero 
only fair compensation for the ser^ 
vices they proffered for him." 

A. Russell Pcabody, who is still 
Thaw's personal counsel, was one of 
the creditors who looked at Thaw's 
move In a different light. Mr. Poa-i/ 
body gave it as his opinion that Thaw's 
act was a proper one and that all of 
the claims against tho young man 
would be paid when they had been 
"pared down to proper proportions."

Hlx of the pus- 
scngtrs and two of the crew failed 
to make their escaije, and were burned 
to dcatli. 

The ducks, freezers and several 
bulldiiiKH in the Imniedlate vicinity 
were also hurned. Tho"^ lire started 
In the hold of the boat, near the on- 
glne room, i>nd gained such rapid 
lieadivay that escape was cut off for 
many of those aboard. The loss Is 
roughly cstlnuited at $51,000, . only 
partially insured.

The Premier left Selkirk for tlic 
north on Monday at 11 p.m. with a 
crow and passenger list of 48. She 
reached Warren's Landing on Wed- 
ne.sday evening and unloaded her car- 
go (luring the mornlnB- In the after- 
noon Capt. Stevens took on the return 
cargo, which included $50,000 worth 
of fur.s. » 

All was In readiness to sail on 
Thursday morning. At 1 o'clock Arc 
broke out In the hold near the boilers, 
and before an alarm could be sounded 
had cut. off escape by the main com- 
panionway. There were about 3D 
slceplngr on board, and these were cut 
off before they had time to dregs. A 
few got away liy the gang plank, but 
others were forced to juinp into the 
tug Idell, alongside. 

Little is known as to how the vic- 
tims of the tragedy met their .deaths. 
It d.s supposed. however, that they 
wore cut olT in the cabin and were 
either liurned to deatli or smothered 
before tlic (lames readied them. B 
fore the .steamer could be cut adrift 
and shoved Int^j the lake, the llaniet 
driven by a heavy wind caught in th 
dock. In the absence of lire-lighting 
appliances it was but a few minutes 
boforo the boat was completely des 
troyed. The trading post and houses 
of the ,'ic'ttleiiient were saved and the 
tug: IdcII had a narrow escape. 

"The first word of Die tragedy reach- 
ed Selkirk la.=it night by the "steamer 
AVolverino, which brought down the 
surviving passengers and crew of the 
burned steamer. 

The Premier was the property of the 
Domlidon Fl.sh company, of Selkirk, 
jilying on Lake Wlnlpeg between Sel- 
kirk and Warren'.s Landing, which is 
at the extreme northerly end of the 
lake. 

The throe little boy, Elmer Jone."?, 
Osier Overton and Leonard Fryer, of 
Selkirk, who Avere lost, had been j)lay- 
ig about the ship the evening before 
and had retired to their stateroom 
early in the evening. They were never 
seen again. Tliclr stateroom was 
nearest to llui funnel of the. Steamship 
where the lire originated, and it is 
thought likely that they were suffo- 
cated before the flrc; was well started 
in other portions of the vessel. Tho 
boys were on a holiday trl]), as was 
also JUss Povah, 'of Winnipeg. 

Looting by the Indians was one of 
tho Incidents following the catastro- 
phe. Tho Indians, although every 
man's help was needed, fled to the 
woods at the llrst cry of lire for the 
nio.'it iiart. Later, when the stock 
from the little store owned by the 
I'ish comjiany was freely placed at the 
(ll-=pos;il of the passengers who had 
lost everything, the Indians returned 
aiKl corralled everything In sight. 

The escape of Miss Isblster, a urse, 
of Selkirk, who was bringing two 
niocos home, was one of the nio.'it 
thrilling. Miss Isbister was on tho 
out-sea side of the vessel, and in try- 
ing to a.ssist her Mleees .she was de- 
layed in getting away, .She Anally 
rushed to the rail only to (Ind that the 
tug ^vhlell had taken off as many of 
the ii.issengers as possible had been 
forced to back away from tho staain- 
i:'r'.s side to escape catching tire. Men 
onlluitug calli'd f ranlica lly to the wo- 
man !n jump Inlo the water, and fater 
some bisltation she climbed the rail 
and .'^piving out. Her feet slipped, 
iKiwrv. r, ajid she struck the side of 
tlie boat. Rebounding she again .struck 
the rail of tile tug and w.as picked up 
iineoiiseiou.s. Careful work on the 
part of local i)ln-;-;iclans, however, re- 
alored her and .she will soon bo as 
well as ever. 

Mrs. Messer, matron of the mission 
at Norway jlou.se, who also was one of 
the passenger.-;, narrowly escaped as 
the result of her frantic attempts to 
:-,Lve her clothing. Sho had lo bo re- 
moved from tho .statorooin practically 
by force, and she was severely burned. 

Among those who lost everything 
was a young missionary named Mc- 
Kersic, who was on his way to Tor- 
onto, after having .spent four years In 
the north. Air. McKcrslo had all hf.s 
clothes, effects and inoiioy with hini, 
as he nec[lod It to take a course In 
medicine at Toronto to lit him for 
medical missionary work. Ho saved 
nothing but hl.s coat. 

The survivors are loud In their 
praise oi the heroic worli of thp offi- 
cers of the vessel and the crew. (.'apt.

Those who passed through the dl.s- 
aster are thankful that the lire dhl 
ncU break out .«omn hours later while 
the Ftcamer wa.s out on the lake. Tha 
lifeboats wore located In the Imniedl- 
iUo vicinity ef the funnel and were 
among the llrst fixtures to bo con- 
sumed.

Ottawa, Aug. 8.-^An order-ln-councll 
has been passed 'approving the re- 
commendation of the minister ,of*tho 
Interior that^a neutral strip 60 feet 
wide be established on each ylde of 
tho Canadian-Alaskan boundary, .=.iml- 
lar to that recently laldj'out along tho 
Mexican boundary by proclamation of 
the president of tho United States. It 
Is considered that; such a' strlp would 
be of great service In protecting ro- 
v<Muies and In the enforcement of the 
hiw generally. It is thought advls- 
;ible, therefore, at- once to reseri-c the 
land necessary and prev^enf entry upe-i 
it or the erection Of structures upon 
it, except railways, aqueducts, canals 
and other works of a public character. 
Part of the rights to the strip men- 
tioned are vested In BrltlKh Columbia, 
but it is considered that tho province 
will be willing to co-operate with the 
Dominion. 

In connection with the foregoing, 
cotislileratlon Is brought forward of 
tlie advlHablllty of making a smaller 
reservation along the 1,000 miles of 
boundary between Canada and the 
United States. Along the British Col- 
umbia sldo of the International boun- 
dary the province has already reserv- 
ed a strip i;o feet wide. East of the 
Rockies the Dominion government has 
reserved road allowances In some 
places, but these have now p.asscd Into 
the control of tho provinces Ihoy ad-

"The new port at Salina Cruz Is, 
however, wholly artificial, being formed 
by moans of an immense and massive 
breakwater, while at Coatzaeoalcos the 
channel has been sufficiently narrowed 
to create a current quite strong enough 
to keep a perpetual channel of thirty 
toot open. Previously, In order to fa- 
llitato the undertaking, the channel 
was dredgred to that depth, and the 
rivor Is how llriod with steel wharves, 
seven In number, and tho harbor is 
illuminated with electric light, while 
each port.

throats of thousands of men, only end- 
ed when tho Victoria and Albert liad 
cost anchor. It was not unpleasant; 
In fact, it was far the moat Impressive 
part of the whole proceedings, and, 
probably, despite nil his experiences, 
the King of England had never b<!ard 
anything like it in his life i^efore.

NEW BRITISH COLUMBIA 

The i)rocesK of (llscovcriiipr British 
Columbia goes on apace. When It was 
proposed that .the Grand Trunk raciiic 
s|iouId be extended across this pros - 
ihce to the sea, It was contended on 
behalf of the cortipany that extonsivo 
and exceptional aid would have to bo 
given, and I'or two reasons. It was 
claimed, and rightly, that the road 
from the Rockies to the Coast would 
ba costly, and It was alleged, although 
improperly, that there would be very 
little bu.slness alon.g'tho railway lino 
to contributo to its trallic. A few peo- 
ple in tho province, and we are Klad to 
bo able to say that Jlr. iMacpher.son, 
if; P. for Vancouver, was one of them, 
lisformed the House of Commons that 
Central British Columbia was a re- 
gion of great potential wcaltli. As its 
readers well know, this has always 
been a favorite theme with the Colon- 
ist. We have never lost an opportunity 
tbipoint out that there Is a gro.at area 
lying north of the Canadian PaciHc's 

■ sphere of Influence that is fit for sot- 
tlemont and possesses resources suf 
flclont to form the basis of great pros 
perlty.

The city of Victoria Is' far-fanied as 
tlie city of homes, and the paradise of 
tile man who desires to' live in peace 
amid ■surroundings of surpassing lovo- 
llno.is. But even Victoria has Us dog 
uroblem, exhausting tho vocabulary 
and taxing tho resources of the city 
father;;. At a recent meeting of the 
city council a bylaw to amend the by- 
law re!atin(T to the tax on dogs was 
made tho .subject of a long and sad de- 
bate, and was Anally held over for an- 
other week, ^e read with breathiosa 
Interest the report of' Us proceedings. 

Then follows a reproduction of a 
part of the Colonist's report of the pro- 
ceedings of tho city council, wherein 
the observations of Alderman Hall are 
quoted at length. Tho views of the 
otlier Aldermen aro summarized, and 
then tho Times goes on to sa.v; 

At this stage tlio debate wound up, 
and it was found necessary to move an 
adjournment, which was agreed to. >>'o 
doul)t there luive been otlier discus- 
sions since, for tlie dog problem pos- 
sesses a peculiar fascination at this 
season. It was only the other day a 
man in Now Jersey or somewhere died 
of liydrophobla, and last night a dog 
u-itli e.vory indication of madness was 
killed/ near tho suspension bridge, in 
this city. 

Till! St. John Aldermen do not right- 
ly apiiroelate the liot weather pos- 
sllillities of a debate on dogs. It 
would be vaKtl.\- more (nitcrtaining than 
a disijuto as to wliich Alderman hiis 
the pull, and far less exciting than a 
elialleiige to the board of trade. The 
e.Niiniple of the civic rulers of Vic- 
toria is tempting. St. John has more 
d(j,Lrs and less by-law. The Times will 
undertalio to send its dog expert to re- 
port the meetings, and, if the result 
in the case of any Alderman should be 
hydrophobia, the obituary notice will 
be a jierfect model of sympathetic ap- 
preciation. 

After due consideration, we have 
concluded that' this Is too serious a 
matter to be dealt with by a more 
newspaper. AVo have discharged our 
duty to the city and the Aldermen, 
when we have placed them In posses- 
sion of the observations made by the 
St. John Journal.

:'AN EXAMPLE TO THE WORLD 

/The 'United States and Canada are 
cotermincius' ^ across . a whole contini- 
ent, but there is nothing to prevent a 
forcei from one Invading the other. We 

have no elabor.ate system of defence 
against our neighbors; they have no 
elaborate system of defence against us. 
The people of both countries move 
freely backwards and forwards, yet, 
although we are In many respects one, 
the two countries aro, and will doubt- 
less remain, distinct nationalities. We 
Iiave our differences, but wo settle 
them amicably. Little frictions arise, 
but the oil of common sense ,soon 
makes everything run smoothly 'again. 
ThI-s is a very remarkable thing, and 
It is all the more so because it is a 
condition of things that has grown 
up notwithstanding inlluenc('S that 
mlglit have had a very different ten- 
dency. At the close of the war of the 
Revolution some forty thousand peo- 
ple camo Into what is now Canada 
from the revolted colonies. Their 
feelings towards the country, whose 
Independence had Just? been acknowl- 
edged by England, were Intensely ho-s- 
tile. They had stood for what they 
thought was right, and they had sacri- 
ficed much. Very many of them were 
forced to abandon homes of comfort 
for a life of privation, and had the 
chagrin of seeing what they and their 
fathers before them had labored to 
create given to people, whom they re- 
garded as only successful rebi-ls. On 
the otlier hand the iioople of tlie new 
Republlc eiitertaiiK.-d bitter feelings to- 
wards tho Loyalist emigrants. They 
hated them with an intensity not ex- 
tended to the people of the Mother 
Country. They could understand why 
Kiigland sliouUl fight to jirescrvo her 
thirteen colonies, but not how any of 
the colonists themselves could take 
part against ' what they claimed was 
a iiiovoineht for freedom. Ijess tlian 
thirty years after the exodus of the 
Loyalists, tho war of 1812 was precipi- 
tated. Its vei-y inconclusiveness, from 
a military and naval point of view, 
accentuated the feelings of bitterness, 
which the descendants of the' Loyalists 
had inlierited from their fathers and 
niotlK-rs, and by no moans contributed i 
towards the softening of the feeling of 
the peo|)lo of tin- United HIates to- 
wards the iiiliabllants of British North 
America. 

During the war of Secession many 
things occurred to create ,-in nnfrioml- 
ly feelliiB In the United States towards 
Canada. To a limited extent, tlio Con- 
federate States made use of Canadian 
soil as a basis of intrigue, and the ef- 
fect of this upon tho jiopular mind of 
the North was not at that time offset 
liy the fact that thousand.-! of young 
Canadian!; .bore arms in defence of 
tlie Unjon. The i)OHltlon taken by an 
Influential 'section in I^ngland towards 
the North during the war created groat 
blltorne.ss In the, T/nited States. It 
iiiceiiKed Ww North because It recog- 
nized and extended symjiathy to tlio 
South; it did not please the South be- 
cause it did not go far enough to lead 
to a recognition of Southern independ- 
ence. Other cauBos might have con- 



tributed to drive the two v?nplcs apart, 
but It Is not necessary n.>w to go into 
particulars, for what we are concerned 
with now is tho fact that the rolatioiw 
between tho people of the United 
States . and those of .Canada tiro 
'i?Ie4dl'y',fo'-a degre^^^ .w.ouia:hardly 
'ha-ve" seemed pos/ible a harf-centiu-y 
ago. , And it Is gratifying to Ijc able 
to add that this friendliness extends to 
the whole British nation. \A'hat nro 
the reasons of this? It is not because 
"blood is thicker than water,'' .for wu 
have seen In tho-past 'how'lthe.'bjtter.- 
est~ animosity may^'arlse ■an(i''ije per- 
petuated between nations of the .same 
r;unll.\-, and, moreover, tho United 
Slates today can hardly bo called 
Anglo-Saxon so far a8.'the origin. of Its 
pedpio is concerned. Tho Anglo-Saxons 
i-nay be In tho majority, but the de- 
scendants of other races form a very 
large minority. AVo incline to the idea 
that tiiis (growing friendliness i.s duo 
to the operation In the two i)!ilion.s of 
the same institutions,., for i^laiiiissing 
all questions of form', the institutions 
of the British Empire ;ind tlio.'io of tlio 
United States are the same. AVo call 
things by somewhat different names, 
we reach results by somewhat dlifer- 
ent method.9, but the basic principle In 
each Is tho same, and it may -bo said 
in a few words to consist in personal 
liberty. AN'hIlo it Is not fiulle true that 
the inhal)itants of tlie two great Eng- 
llsh-spealcing nations are tho only pco- 
jilo who possess the right of self-gov- 
ornment, it Is true that nowhere else 
is that right so fully developed. In 
which of the two n.-itlons tlie host re- 
sults have been attained Is a matter 
that need not be discussed here. Wc 
are both working in tho same direction. 

That there is a growing understand- 
ing between the two English-speaking 
nations I.s one of tho .surest and most 
satisfactory aspects of the iirogress of 
current events. AVhether the dream. 
In which some people indulge, that a 
Canadian nation may become a bond of 
union between the United States and 
all British lands, will ever conio true, 
it Is premature to discuss. We differ 
from our neighbors in one respect. 
They, In the exuberance of their pa- 
triotism, are inclined to think that 
Avhat they 'have" doni^ 'and- arc doing Js 
tho consummation of things political. 
On our side of the boundary line we 
are more Inclined to recognize that the 
process of political growth, If It Is fo 
be permanent, must be slow. Hence 
we look to the future for the solution 
of national problems, and aro le.ss free 
with our opinions as to the final out- 
come of j things than our Southern 
friends. But of this we feel very cer- 
tain: the English-speaking - race has 
a great work before i't.'aruf.^'all tilings 
point to the probability tliat by and 
bye there will bo a closing up of the 
ranks to meet a common enemy.

ROAD: MAKING 

The problem of road-maklnisf Is re- 
ceiving much attention in many parts 
of tho world. The use of motor ve- 
hicles has created a fresh Interest in 
It, and all information upon the sub- 
ject is eagerly scanned by those in 
charge of such matters. AVo commend 
to the attention of tho Victoria Alder- 
men an editorial In tho Scientific Am- 
orlcan>of NovL'inber !)th, 1907, and an 
article In t«e same paper by Mr. 
George Ktbolbert AA'alsh. The paper 
can bo found in the Public Library. A\'e 
find a description of California roads 
In tho construction of which oil is 
used, and we learn that the roadbed 
is prepared by plowing, harrowing 
and rolling until there is a layer nf 
linoly pulverized soil from 10 to 12 
Inches thick all over the surface. On 
top of this a thin layer of 'sand Is 
spread, and when the road Is dried and 
settled, crude jjetroieum Is spread over 
the sand. The oil is first heated to 
from 175 to :!00 degrees. Fi-om 100 to 
300 barrels of oil are needed for a mile 
of -such road, 18 feet wide, and the cost 
Is said to average between 515 to ?20 
a irille, Coarse sand or gravel is 
spread on the oil, and sometimes a 
s<;eorid coating of oil is given. This 
kind of road costs one and a lialf 
cents per square foot, and a.s 1,500 
miles have been laid in California, lit 
seem-s safe to conclude that the method 
is successful. In some towns in Al- 
geria, ^-egetab^e oils arc used with 
great success. In France, a mixture 
of tar and oil Is used with very satis- 
factory results. The tar is applied at 
a temperature of 210, and only during 
dry weather. A .sprinkling of sand is 
laid on the tar to keo]) the surface 
from being slippery. From such roacls 
dust and mud aro eliminated. In Eng- 
land, tar Is freely used, and the en- 
gineer of Bristol has adopted the prac- 
tice of sprinkling ro.ads with tar as a 
remedy for the dust nuisance, and with 
eompU.'te success. The tar Is forced 
ag;iin.st the surface In tlio form of a 
fine spray, and it makes a water-tight 
skin, which preserves the ri>adbed, and 
renders watering needless. Roads so 
treated last much longer than ordin- 
ary macadam. In a New .Torsoy city, 
!L mixture of tar, cracked stone and 
screenings bar. been tried exteiislvi-ly, 
and after a year's trial the road .show- 
eel no signs of \y'ear. • The use of tar 
is recommen^led '^In prefdrenco to oil 
In countflea where there Is consider- 
able rain, for tlie reason that tho oil 
and rain form an emulsion which is 
damaging' ^to. vehicles/ and ^clothing. 

It lA'" obvldus 'that there ■ are many 
places In Avhich neither tar nor o/l 
can be advantageo-usly employed. 
Cllniato and cost have to bo taken In- 
to consideration. But an Kngllsli en- 
gineer, Who has tour hundred ni'los of 
macadam road under his Jurisdiction, 
informed the recent Engineering Con-

The Prime Minister 
said that gcnulni! progress has been 
made in recent years towards the pro- 
motion of peace, but he added the sig- 
iliacant statement -that he did not-be- 
Ileve in otiensive and defensive alli- 
ances, "which were sometimes hin- 
drances to peacci ratlier than helps." 
There are some pcoiile w-ho will con- 
strue tills statement of Mr. .Asqulth's 
as Indicating that, if he is in power 
when the Japanese treaty expires, he 
will not be favorable to Its renewal on 
existing terms. 



TIic lianiiltoa Spectator deals at 
length with tlio lessons of tlie Ter- 
centenary, with special reference to tho 
vied's expressed by the Colonist, with 
which It seems to be not unfavorably 
Imjircssod, nlthough it rcgrels that 
then- in.iy Ije a little danger of this 
province becomiiijj "absorbingly Brit- 
ish and only faintly Canadian." We do 
not think there is any ground for such 
a fear. We aro ..grradually becoming 
more Canadian. The new generation 
of British Columbians do not look i 
upon tilings In cmlto tiie same light as | 
their fathers did; the -new-comers i 
from England are not by any means 
averse to being Canadianlzed, and 
there Is .-'.n over- increasing element of ■ 
the population, wlilcli eanie from the I 
Eastern Provinces. British Columbia j 
will yet be one of the greatest strong- j 
holds of true Canadian sentiment, and 
our Eastern co.ntemporarles 'would 
contribute to the growth of -that sen- 
timent. If Ihe.v Would give a little more 
ntteiition to tlie .subjects wiilch chlefiy 
occupy our attention in this part of 
Canada.

It is a by- 
product in the manufacture of wood 
pulp, and the Inventor is Mr. J. C. W. 
Stanley, of Vancouver. The gas is 
made from tho liquid In ' which wood 
chips hi!ve boon boiled." It Is said to 
be eciuai to coal gas in boat, light 
and piiwei proi)erlies. The writer in 
the Timber tnan says that as nearly as 
can be estlniated, this ga8.,;canybo de- 
livered to th? public for less than 10 
cents per thousand foot, and ho looks 
forward to the limi! wlien "every ham- 
let and town, where thorn is a sawmill, 
u-ill Iji- aljlc to have a gas system and 
gas supply at a ver.v moderate cost." 
This Is certaialy/very Interesting. It 
la stated that a pia'nt Is to" bd'eBtabllsli- 
ed In connection witli one of tho Van- 
couver .sawmills for the industrial ap- 
plication of this invention. That gas 
could bo jnad^ from wood Is not a now 
discovery, but that- It can bo made of 
quality,. In- auahtjty.i.and at a price that 
-will ehabl'e'it'-to^'b'o'used commercially 
had not been domonstr;ited, as far as 
wc are aware, until iMr. .Staiikiy took 
the niattor up. If what Is claimed for 
the, new process is true, It Is a dis- 
covery of far-reachlnB value.

^patc — was sometimes like a spa'rkllnir 
shower-bath of sliort sentences. But 
that turn was a matter of temperament 
and In Its nature inimitable. Pitt, 
talent as unapproachal)le, but with an 
orderoLl Intellectual mctliod I'aat mlsht 
be copied, pursued Ills shining and for- 
midable niarcii. Mr. iirlRlu, in ills way, 
despite iho beauty ot' ills oratory, was 
bosit in cxin-csKinij tliosc lirst iirlnciples 
with wliicli tiic ordinary routine of tlu; 
House of Commons and tho usual exi- 
gencies of oloctor.-il canipalgiis are 
very little conccrni'd. .Mr. Glmiston.'

Th;ro was no wastasi' ot words. Asain. 
lie liad tiie same conuiiand over tln^ 
latr.ictablo matter out of wlilcli Imd 
speociies arc made. The most iniiior- 
tant element in a good address per- 
haps the order in which the various 
heads of the argument are taken. Mr. 
Chamberlain was unexcelled in tills 
respect; Ji.s a consequence, It was not 
only that his utterances, Itlco some oth- 
ers, wPro full of clear points; they 
were tran.sparent as a whole, and every 
listener could comprejjend each point 
as it came, and grasp tlie whole argu- 
ment In i;s entirety. .Above all, per- 
haps, was .Mr. ('hamborlaln's power as 

■a phrase-niakor. I lis words M-crc l)at- 
tlf.s, because of bi.s exact mastery of 
plain iSnglish. No one approached hini 
in Ills ability to reduce an idea, to its 
simplest form.», and to pad; it into tlic 
fewest and most forcible words. We 
liave dwelt upon those inspiring rccol- 
leetions because the more Mr. Cham- 
berlain's vitalizing energy and direct- 
ness in all his political proceedings is 
iiiiitated by tho leaders of nil parties, 
the better will It be for the nation."

"I do not think that there is a coun- 
try quite the equal of this great pro 
vinco of Brlthili Columbia In the wholo 
wide world ior thu hunting o£ big 
game," said Pliillpp Oberlander, 
noted .sport.-5man who Is stopping 
the lOmprosH hotel. 

"I le£t Vienna on the 21st of last 
July," remarked Mr. Oberlander, who 
l3.a Bohemian and whoso specialty Is 
big game hunting. "I came straight 
through to tlie coast by way of Now 
York, ■ stopping off, .-however, for 
f ew ■ days at Banff .• I crossed tho At- 
lantic On the' SS. Crown Princess Ce 
cilia, and we made a record trip, 
achieving the passage from Cherbourg 
to Mew I'ork, a matter o£ 3100 knots, 
In five days fll'tecn hours and twenty 
tliree miimtcs, and the fine average 
of 2?. 33 knots an hour. 1 come .Crom 
Ifronow, in the northern part of Bo 
hernia, and expect to remain here for 
at least two month's, In search of big 
game. - / ' ' ' 

. "About, twifl. years ago^Jthe fancy 
solied 'ine'^to • takie iip' the -hiintlug of 
big game as a pastime, and It has 
proved so fascinating that I have very 
assiduously pursued It ever since 
go north on the 21st to tho Stililno 
river, and will confine my attention 
on tho present expedition principally 
to mountain sheep, moo3e and caribou. 

"In tlio meantime I will call 
tlic jirovincial .secretary, with the view 
of securing a .siiccial permit, as I am 
In search of notable specimens for tho 
Imperial .museum ut Vienna and be- 
sides I have traveled far and the trip 
is expensive. I will likely bo away 
for sixty days, and as tlie daily cost 
will average $10, this expedition alone 
will cost me at least $2100 or $2500 
must get out of tliat northern region 
by the 20tli.of October, or else tal 
tho risk of not being able to leave it 
until spring. I have already sent to 
our Imperial nmseuni seven fine spoci 
mens of mountain sheep, bcoides an 
lelope, mountain goats, three different 
kinds of deer ,and elk and wild cats, 

"Tho winter before last I was in 
British East Africa, a splendid coun- 
try for the .enthusiastic sportsman, 
and that was my f Irsf trip of the kind. 
I v^hot rhiriocerusea' and all^ kinds of 
other big game. And at one, time, on 
the Ctli of January, 1907, I was in con- 
.siderabio i)eril witli two immense 
rhinoceruses charging upon mc from 
different directions, but luckily for me 
I managed to stop and kill them both 
in their mad ru.shr-s, with one bullet 
each. I was in Kast Afrlfca for fdUr 
and a half monthti, but tliroug}lUllnes^ 
I lost about six weelts. 

V-'^fter leaving Kostern 1 Africa, I bo 
took' myself to the state of '^Wyoming, 
in the United States, and slnco then 
and alway.s in search of big game, I 
liave visited Britisli Columbia ami 
Mexico, returning again to this pro- 
vince, whence I went liome by way of 
Japan and the traiis-Sibcriun railway, 
and now I am hero once more. 1 have 
already twice hunted upon Vancouver 
Island, and with, very good success, 
having bagged three black bear and 
four cougar, be.=ildei martens, raccoons, 
eagles and "other specimens of animal 
life. ■ I made my last trip to tliis pro- 
vince in. December, 1907, and on the 
1st of March of the present year. v. I 
went down to lower : California 'aftpr 
mountain sheep, getting thirteen of 
these animals, and other desirable 
. largo game. Lower eialifornia is a 
very pood country for tho sportsman. 
The Jiexlcans are poor hunters, and 
as very few wlilte men go there, the 
wild game have liardly seen any one 
at iiil, and consequently are very easily 
stalked. Now, in this country the 
mountain sheep is one of tiio shyest 
of animal.s, but when you come across 
them down there they simply stand 
'and otare at you. 

"I did not travel extensively in that 
quarter owing to the great lack of 
water. 

Tho visitor; In point of fact, must 
regulato his loumeys by the springs 
and water holes and as they are by 
no means luunerous, this fact must 

s.^rlously hamper his movements. 
While In addition I was forced for 
many days to drink brackish water al- 
together. I wa.-. down there In the 
montli.s of Januajy and February, and 
although It was hot during tho day It 
was, at night, below the freezing point, 
at a comparatively moderate eleva- 
tion. 

"One curious circumstance about 
tliat region, which is not generally 
known, Is this: that jiart of it Is sev- 
eral hundred feet beneath the level of 
tlie sea — some two or three liun- 
dred feet ;it least. Its mountains are 
exceedingly rougii ,'uid rugged, and 
owing to the lack of nioistun-, the ve- 
getation is very scanty; and all this 
makes the work of climbing awfully 
dlllicult and hazardou.s. I don't think 
that at any timo I was up over r,,000 
feet. Besides the mountain sheep I 
got a number of anteloi)es and nuile 
deer, but the latter are rather scarce. 
There are, however, any number of 
tho tame, domestic pigs, which have 
run wild; ami can be got only with tlie 
aid Of thi; rifle. 

"That country Is not now as thickly 
populated as It v.-as lOU years ago. 
Some disease lias killed oft the In- 
habitants, wim are known ;is the Ku- 
copu Indians. They are very peaceful, 
and, like all Indians, very laxy. 

"I had tho sati.sfaction of "sliooting 
two bilffaloes in Yellowstone park, two 
old bulls, who had become cranky and 
rather dangerous to the park warden, 
and consequently, as the government 
was inclined to dispose of them, I jinld 
$775 for them, and shot- them; and in 
due course I had them mounted. One 
of these old bulls,- an exceedlnly line 
specimen, was called 'Te^dy RoosB' 
velt, while the otlier> animal Oboi-e, the 
name of William'' Jennings , Brj'ftri'. 

"There is "very little game ,lh Japan ; 
nothing worth while gQing after; and 



I flnaliv went homn vip, tho trans- 
Siberian railway, staying over for a 
few days successively in that most in- 
teresting city of Omenta! typo, Mos- 
cow, and then in AVnrsaw. But v.;hat !s 
rather Interesting, I. had 'stroiigly de- 
sired to see Port* Arthur. ' The Japa.n- 
ese, however, placed alf sorts 'of dlfii- 
culties in the ,w?ay In order to^ prevent 
my going th^fe; representing that I 
■could go, lE-^1 went at all, only in the 
rude box cars,; ivhictti. jwere in use dur- 
ing' thoj-wu^y^tndlV.ho'^'alns could be 
run 'durlrig the'^'''nlght time; that no re- 
sponsibility. Dither for my , personal 
saftity or for tho safety of my luggage 
could bo taken, and so finally I thought 
it better to give tho project up alto- 
gether and went on the Vladivostock. 
Tho cars used on the trains which pass 
between Vla(llvo.stook and Harbin had 
a very queer appearance, being hcavUy 
armored, being covered with stool 
plates about three-quarters of an inch 
in thickness, clear to tho top of tho 
windows; in order effectually to pro- 
tect the passengers and tho train 
crews from tho attacks of Iilanchurlan 
robbers. Whllo at every station in 
Manchuria tho Husslans maintain gar- 
risons in order to prevent constant In- 
terruption in the tralllc. Harbin was 
reported to bo -at that, timo very un- 
safe and very unsettled In consequence 
of the strong feellrigjof'jeiloiisy which 
exists between tha^'ltusslahB,' ariR t,ho 
Japanese. I, • however, look, .- for a 
marked Improvements at; no • fllstant 
date; as Siberia, and that section of 
territory Is ■ being,:\aftd ''quite ■ rapidly, 
settled by Russian"; Immigrants, who 
come from the" wcstiern parts of the 
empire; and wo met immigrant trains 
In dOKcns. Each Immigrant is given 
free passage and $100, and in addi- 
tion some agricultural implem.cnts, as 
well as a few head of stock," which, 
liowever, is of very ordinary descrip- 
tion. 

"But although the Russians are go- 
ing into that region in such numbur.s, 
I cannot really .'^ay that it is being 
rapidly settled; inasmucli as it is of 
such enoimbus extent, Siberia being 
bigger than Hie whole of North Am- 
erica; and while nuicli of it may be 
dlllicult for human habitation a good 
deal of It must Ijo eminently IHted for 
tho farmer an'd for the stock-ralscr. 
I went through Siberia in tho month 
of April when tlio grcjimd was still 
partly frozen. If that gl'cat land were 
In the . po.ssesslon of the lOrigllsh I 
suppose that tiiere would be an ex- 
traordinary rush Into it; but being; un- 
der Russian control, no one outside, 
has any wish to come into clo.se con- 
tact with such people as the Russian 
authorities are. Aftbr .1 come down 
from. the north 1 Intend'maklns a trip 
over' to Australia, when .1 will take in 
Now Zealand as welh ' I have never 
been in" Australia, and I expect to take 
passage from here Some time" next-De- 
cember. ' ""^' 

"I do not,' however, think that there 
Is a country qillte the equal of this 
great province of British Columbia In 
the whole Wide world for the shooting 
of big game.

S. T. Bastedo, of Ottawa, and Dr. 
David Starr Jordan are expected in 
Vri-ncouver on the IBth of this month 
to start their inv;estl^a.tions into tho 
international •fishery'. "'situation. On 
April 11 of thi-3 year a convention was 
signed by Ambassador Bryce on behalf 
of Great Britain and Eliliu Root on 
behalf of the United States providing 
for a commission to agree upon a set- 
tlement o£ ail matters relating to 
llslierlos, a settlement which the high 
contracting powers agree to forthwith 
embody in legislation. 

One pliaso of this question which is 
causing some bewilderment to those 
interested. Is how tho United States 
pro])oses to cari-y out Its sliaro of the 
bargain. Fisheries la America are 
under the jurisdiction of tho various 
states, and it seems dlCllcult to Imagine 
tho legislature of tho state of Washing- 
ton,' for Instance, passing locally un- 
popular legislation on a matter within 
its exclusive jurisdiction. On the other 
hand Mr. Root, who is an extremely 
able mfin, may be trusted to know 
what he is about, and it has been 
suggested that he may intend to cm- 
body tho findings of the commission 
in a now treaty; and treaties, under 
tho constitution of tlie United States, 
are part of tlm supremo law of the 
land. However this may be the com- 
inivsioners mentioned have been ap- 
pointod and are .about to start work 
oil the Pticlfic coast. 

Article 1 of tile treaty, which de- 
fines tlio mission of the comniission- 
ors, roads: The times, seasons, and 
methods of fishing in the waters con- 
tiguous"^o Canada and the United 
States are specified In article 4 of this 
convention, and tho nets, gear, ap- 
paratus, and appliances which may be 
used therein, shall be. flxed and deter- 
mined by uniform and common inter- 
national regulations, restrictions, and 
provisions; and to that end tlio high 
contracting parties agree to appoint, 
within three months after tliis con- 
vention Is proclaimed, a commission 
to be known as tho international Ilsh- 
eries commission, consisting of ono 
person named by each government. 
. Article 2. — It shall be tho duty of 
the; international llsheries commission, 
'Within six moiiths after being named, 
'to prepare a 'systbrn ot uniform and 
common interriatlonal regulations for 
the preservation of the food fl-shes in 
each of the 'Waters prescribed in arti- 
cle 4 of , this, Convention, with regula- 
tion, shall. /embrace ..close seasons, 
limitations:' as ..to -the 'character, size 
ana" manner of use of "nets,' engines, 
gear, apparattis,; and other appliances; 
a uniform, system of .'registry by each 
government iniWaC^rs' where.-requlred 
for the more.'cbnveriient- regulation of 
commerclar,«Bhlhs by.-its owH' citizens 
or subjects within its own territorial 
waters or any part'of^Buch waters; an 
Arrangement, for concurrent measures 
•for thaiCtdpagatlori of flsh; and such 
■othe"jP:'||p|tylsl6ns;' ar'd measures as' the 
.'?ominl#ron'.; 'shall . dftem necessary; 

Artjcle 'a.r^The , two governments 
engage to , put" Into operation and to 
enforce by legislation and executive 
actlorj', with,. as little. delay as possible, 
th^ regtilatI6ns,',jrestrlotlons, and pro- 
,vislon'9 .with apprdpriatevpenalUes for 
all -rhreaches ..thereof,, and-,, . the date 
when they shall be put into'operation 
shall be fixed by the concurrent pro- 
clamation of the- governor-general of 
Canada in. council and of tho presi- 
dent of th« United; States^ 
•■ ' And. it la further agreed thaf Juris 
diction shall' be "^xercised" by either 
governn3ent,,..'aSj well, over, citizens or 
subjects of either pajty .-isipprehended 
fqr violation of; .the regiilatic^ns In any 
of Its. own watefs to.whlcli.'satd regu- 
Ittilops, apply, a,s over l£s, own citizens 
or Bubje,cts found within Its own juris 
diction who shall have violated said 
regulations within the waters of the 
other party.- 

Article 4 provides that the- .regula- 
tions -shall apply, among other waters, 
to the Strait of Ban 'Juan do Fuca, 
tliosQ parts of Washington Sound, tho 
Gulf of Georgia, Puget Sound, lying 
between the parallels -of 48 degrees, 10 
minutes and 49 degrees, 20 minutes, 
and such other' contiguous waters as 
may be recommended by the inter- 
national fisheries', comnil&sldh. and ap- 
proved by the two governmenfs, and 
continue's: 

It Is agreed on-tfic part of Great 
Britain that the Cataadian government 
will protect by adequate regulations 
the food fishes' frequenting the Fraser 
river. The two governments'' engage 
to have prepared as soon as practic- 
able, charts of the wat.ers described 
in this article, with the international 
boundary lino Indicated thereon; and 
to establish such additional boundary 
monuments, buoys and marks as may 
bo recommended by the commission. 

Article 6. — The regulations, restric- 
tions and provisions provided for in 
this convention shall remain in force 
for a period of four years from the 
date, of their executive promulgation, 
and thereafter until one year from the 
date when either the govermcnt of 
Great Britain or the United States 
shall give notice to the other of its 
desire for their- revision; and Imme- 
diately upon such notice being given 
the commission shall proceed io make 
a revision thereof, which revised re- 
gulations, if adopted and. promulgated 
by tbe governor-general of -Canada in 
{K>uncil and by the president of the 
United States, shall remain In force 
for another period of four years, and 
thereafter until one , year from tiio 
date when a further notice of revi- 
sion la given as above provided in this 
articlB. It shall, howeyer, 'be In the 
power of the two. governments by 
joint or concurrent action upon the 
recommendatlo.h of the -commission, to 
make mbdlflcationa at any ti'meJn the 
xegulationsl^.; ' 

Such axe '-the 'powers and mission 
of -the commissioners,, who are coming 
to the coast In the hope of formulating 
an arrangement ' whereby the. deple- 
tion of tho food "fishes ot the Fraser 
may cease.

Anti -Suffrage League 

Tho arguments on which tho Wo- 
men's National Aiitl-SufCi-age L,eatiuti 
rest their cause are given below. It 
will be remembered tliat Mrs. Hump- 
hrey Ward Is the leader of tlie women 
in England who oppose tlie mownient 
which would give to women the fran- 
chise. 

"(a) Because the spheres of men and 
women,' owing to natural causes, are 
essentially alfferent, and, therefore, 
■their share in the jjublic numagement 
•of the State should be different. 

"(b) Because the complex modL'rii 
state depends for its very e.xlstenee on 
naval and military iiower, diplomacy, 
finance, and the great mining, con- 
structive, slilpping, and transjiort In- 
dustrie:;, in none of which can women 
■take any practical pan. Vet it Is upon 
tl'.fcso matters, and the va.st inicrest.-i 
Involved in them, thuL the v.urk of 
jiarliament largely turns. 

"(c) Because by the concession of 
the local government vote and the ail- 
anlsslon of woiiien to county and 
horough councils the I'.atloa has open- 
*.d a wiili: splKfc of public ^^•orlt and 
Influence to women, which is \\itliln 
their jiowers, To make proiier use of 
jt, howe\-cr, will ta.K all the energies 
aliat women liave to spare, apart from 
'the care of tlie lionio and the develop- 
jnent of tlie indlvidutil life, 

"(d) BeCiiuse the Influence of women 
In social causes will be diminished 
rather than incieaseil by tlie pos.ses- 
ksion of the parliaineiittiry vote. At pre- 
eont they stand, in matters of social 
reform, apart troin and beyond party 
jjoUtlcs, and are listened to accord ing- 
iy. Tho legitimate inl'luenco of women 
In polities — in all classes, rich and 
poor — v/lll aluays be Jn )>roportion to 
their educ:itlon and coiniiion-sense. 
31ut the deciding power of tlie Parlla- 
nnentary vote should be left to ini'n,

"(0) BvVeauae all the I'elorins 
nre put for\vard ;is reason.s for the 
can bo obtained by other nietms thtm 
the vote, as is pruved by the general 
Qilstory of th.r; i;iws relating to women 
land children during tho past century.

what is the Ideal that they have con- 
sciously or uiiconscknisly funned'.' For 
what goal are tiiey striving'.' is it 
not to be feared that in far too many 
case.s their minds are far more occu- 
pied with the idea of the compensation 
to ho received than of the work to be 
done? Too many set (nit In life with 
the hope of attaining riches rather 
than of doing the best work they aro 
capable of doing in tiie very best way. 
It is this feeling that the money to be 
gained Is more important to the in- 
dividual tlian the service to be ren- 
dered that is at the bottom of many 
of the crimes against society. Tho at- 
tempt to get something for nothing 
is by no means conilned to the wretch 
who .stands with pistol to yquf head 
and bids you hold up your hands. In 
all the many forms of gamblitig, which 
have come to be a. -part of the life of 
.society the fruits of labor are gained 
by those who t)ave given nothing in 
return. Men are hot ashamed to'takc 
the money that ishould clothe and. feed 
the wives and children of the losers 
and appropriate it. to their own'' use. 

There .are men In high social posi- 
tions who are known to have gained 
their wealth by promoting fraudulent 
schemes in which men and women 
have lijvested their savings and re- 
ceived no return. Such things are 
done by those who either had the 
sanction of tho laws .or who' manage 
to evade them. .■ . >'■ . 

'i'here are other -occupatlgns ' Which, 
are profitable to the in'divliffu'cil'-^liut 
dangerous to society.- What'*-)*}!!!.!!; we^ 
say of the traffic which makes "'of'se'veh 
out of every thousand men In our own 
Iirovlnce physical and moral wrecks'.' 

If the women of the country real- 
ized that the desire to gi>t rich wasf 
at the bottom of so nuich that is evil 
in our social system the succeeding 
genoratlon.s would be more hpnorable 
and upright than the present , and ,tho 
work of the nation's' upbuilding would 
be better done. 

But If this Is to be done Canadian 
women must learn to live mere simply. 
Children aro keen observers and It 
would be useless to try to convince 
them that they should iinl put money 
first when we siiow In every action of 
our lives tluit we value comfort and 
lu.KUry above everything else. .\s long 
as we try to live beyond, or even up 
to the limit, of our means, as long as 
we show that the mere jiossesslon of 
wealth Kives men and women a title to 
our respe(-t. If not to our , reverence, 
our children will believe that tho ac- 
quisition of money is the most Im- 
portant thing in life, and If In trying 
to gain it they use dishonorable means 
tJie fault will be ours. 

In Issuing instructions to the schools, 
the board of health have admitted a 
conscience chiuse. No one who be- 
lieves that v;icclnation will perman- 
ently injure the health of a child, and 
who takes the trouble to sa.\- so, will be 
compelled to have lilin or her vaccin- 
ated. AV'hIle this provision nia.\- be 
wise. It Is to bo hoped that too large 
a proportion of the fathers and moth- 
ers of tho school children will not take 
advantage of it. 

There Is always a danger of small- 
pox In a seaport town, or Indeed In 
any other city. Tlie disease, if not In 
tills climate, likely to be fatal, is a 
loathsome one. It has been proved 
beyond the possibility of reasonable 
doubt tliat vaccination is a preventive 
of smallpox. It may be granted that 
vaccination when performed in time 
of panic has sometimes fi. bad effect 
But In tho great majority of cases the 
operation results only In temporary 
dl,';conifort. 

.Since there was any general vac- 
cination 111 Victoria a generation of 
school children has grown uj) and it l.s 
safe to say that below the High school 
very few of the pupl's have been vac- 
cinated. It can easily |jo seen that If 
sraallpo.'c were to gain an entry into 
liny homo in Victoria all the younger 
mombora of tho family would contract 
the disease. If this happens whilo tho 
.schools are In session there would 
jirobably bi! an eiddemic with all tho 
resultant iiaxli-ty and loss. 

It is true that there Is not now a 
casi- of smallpox In or m-ar the city, 
iior so far as Is know, an.vwhere on 
\'M,iicouver island. But in various 
lilaces on tho mainland both In our 
own provincu and in tho neighboring 
States, cases have from time to timu 
been reported, h'or the sake; of others 
ns well as of their own children it In 
to be liujieil thut the heads of families 
will comiily U'lth the regulation of Iho 
board of lieallli before' the scb'oola 
ojicn. No one who lias e\-er lived In 
a city where the gri>at iii.-ijorlty of 
peojilo were iinvaccliiated and where 
smallpox has broken out will over for- 
get the terrible fatality ;ind the panic 
that prevailed. How slight a thing the 
trouhh^ of vaccination would have ap- 
peared and what security It would 
have Hi veil Is only too keenly reallzi-'d 
by those who have seen tin- eiildemlo 
checked by comiuilsory vaccination.

-'•The 'real reason why women ought 
not to have the political franchise is 
the -very simple reason that they are 
not men, and that, according to a 
well-known dictum, even an act of 
parliament cannot make, them men. 
Men govern the world, and, so far as 
It Is possible to fopeseo, they must 
always gov.ern It. That necessity 
arises from .the fact of sex. The 'state 
depends for its existence, as Mrs. 
Ward says, on tho physical power of 
its citizens to defend it by force of 
arms, and next upon the "trained and 
"speclaliaed knowledge,* whicli men 
alone are able to acquire. Women 
cannot flglit for their country or ;ic- 
fiulro this kind of knowledge, bfecaust' 
they iiave to. bear children and to rear 
them. . That fa m necessary to the 
•state as that men should meet its 
enemies In battle. But' it Axes, by the 
act of nature a gr^at and Impassable 
gulf between the activities of men 
and the activities of vt'Oiiiien. ■Women 
now possess a wide sphere for the ex- 
ercise of those activities in the de- 
partments of public life for which they 
are particularly qualifled. Thoy not 
only have the vote In municipal elec- 
tions, but they aro themselves quali- 
fled to act as poor law guardians and 
school managers. The only com- 
plaint made by men who nil. these of- 
llces Is that they cannot get 'enough 
women of the rcaulslte attainments 
and gift.s to act with them. The' In- 
lluence of women even in the larger 
(luestlons of politics la Immense, but 
it is immense largely bccacse It Is 
Indirect. If It were to become direct, 
the country would, .soon dl'scover that 
.public, life wa'a_be/ng organized on ai 
IviibU}^ 'artlAcialv;' .basis. A reaction 
iWOUld^.,inevltably..foll6w, and In the emi 
women,;'. iwo'/feel-^assurcd, would ilm 
that' they hadvlOB.t. far more» than the;, 
had gained." . ■ ' ' '

A Walk With Carlylo 
Perhapi^ the most striking memory 
In the whole book is that which des- 
cribes what passed between Carlyle 
and Masson one night In Hyde Park 
of all places. 

'One .summer night, about ]] 
o'clock," says Masson, "we bad passed 
our usual parting-point tit Hydo I'ark 
Corner,, and, had strolled Into tho P.-.rk 
itself, lured by the beauty of a specially 
soft and star-brllllarit sky overhead.

In speak- 
ing of the over-preval'Mlce of the habit 
of lron.^', sarcasm, tind Jesting, he used 
a sudden phrase of self-liuiiiillatlun 
AVlileh I have never forgotten. 

" 'All! and I liai'e given far Inn much 
in to that myself — ,';nlggerlng at 
things.' These jire his e.xact words. 
Though they are the onl.v exact words 
I can now recall out of tliat (luarter of 
an hour of )ils varied talk, all in tlie 
same vein 'of deeply-niovi-d niedltatlnii, 
it is the solemn eliarni of the whole of 
the little collof|Uy that remains In my 
memory If ever one man .spiko to 
another absolutely spirit to .spirit, it 
was Carlyle to me In that quarter of an 
hour. Of , our. walk to.- and fro in that 
HtarTBlIvered and tre'#^n'klrted solitudi^ 
In the'- middle of " ' ,\Lio'nd6n'."-— -Public

Unless the Dominion government l.s 
willing to go as far as to debar ve.<scls 
registered in Great Britain from par- 
ticipation In the coasting trade of 
Canada the ordcr-in-council effective 
..on January 1, 1909, i whiah says that 
certain foreign vessels, among them 
Norwegian, shall not enjoy coasting 
.privileges, will not accomplish the pur- 
.'Vpose aimed at — the jiresorvatlon of 
Canadian trade for Canadian vessels, 
says tho \'ancouver Province. 

Tho reason for the federal ordcr- 
in-council In (lue.stion is that many 
Norwegian irauii) ste.-imcrs are Britisli 
built and though tliey now fiy tlie 
Norwegian flag they may bo placinl 
under Britisli register witliout the pay- 
ment of duty. Once granted lirltl.sli 
register tlie.se ves.sels are perfectly 
free to enter the coasting trade of 
Canada. . 

Recognizing, this, loophole- in the 
Canadian ' order-in-counbll a number 
of ship brokers are xtavr advertising 
In the shlpplnif papers Norwegian ves- 
sels which' are open to "charter/' It is 
pointed out in the advertisements that 
the regi.ster of tin; sleaniera may be 
changed In Biiti.'-h on or betoro Janu- 
ar.v 1 next at very little expense, a 
nier<'iy nominal eiiurge in faet.

ada to another. The effect of the min- 
ister of finance's r&solatlon, and tho 
act founded on it, will be that tho 
government may again extend Cana- 
dian coasting prlvllego.s to Norwegian 
and otlier Vessel."? among others, and 
is an entire reversal of tlie policy put 
into effect in .Tamiary last. In spcalc- 
ing in the Coinmoiis nn Jul.v 10, the 
minister of fin.ancn said tli;it the 
amendment was intended only to pro- 
vi(i(! for allowing, certain chw.ses of 
Norwegian vessels to continue their 
Iiresent opemtlons In tho carriage of 
coal down oast and for a limited time.

rnute. At pri'senl grain i.s permitted 
to be lirnuglit in IJ. S. vessels from 
I'^irt "William. Out,, to Sarnia, Onl,, 
via Port Huron, lit loll., the pah-.iago of 
the river being made in cars, Other 
violations of a similar nature, which 
occur '.in other lines as/ well, were 
pointed out', and^ th'e -minister promised 
to have the law amended' to conform 
to the' U. S. statute.'- • - 



WILL MEET TO 

ARRANGE RATES 



Under the circumstances It' Is not 
surprising that tho government of the 
Dominion of New Zealand has declined 
to contriliute Jointly with tho Can- 
adian and Austrailan governments to 
a mail subsidy for the Canadian -Aus- 
tralian steamship service, says llie 
Vancouver Nows-Advertlser. The e.-ill 
mad(^ by tlie steainer:^ at the Qinicns- 
lanil jiort renders the mail sorvieo too 
slow (o make it coiniiaro favf/rahly 
with the service via Suez. It is , not 
Improbable, liowcvcr, that were the 
pas.sagc as greatly '.ihorteneil as tlie 
Union Steamship company offered to 
make It if it was guaranteed a subsidy 
for a term of five years, the New 
Zealand government -might- reconsider 
Its decision. The matter of this" Can^ 
adIan-AuHtrallan steamship service Is 
one that tl|c Dominion trade and com- 
merce department sli'buld 't'tike up in 
an energetic and intelligent maimer 
with the vjow ot reaching some rir- 
rangemont lha t will both etisurc the 
continuance of ' the service, and its im- 
provement so as to attr.\ct a larger 
share of tho passenger traffic than It 
has had In tho past. The re.-iuUs, both 
direct and Indirect, that would acrue 
from that would amply justify . the 
comparatively, small cliargiv that would 
be entailed on Canada, 



Trans-Pacific Sliipping Lines 
to iVlai<e Arrangemsnts for 
.. Future Business - 



steamship agents engaged in the 
transpacific trade will meet shortly to 
discuss the situatfon whlc)j has arisen 
aa af result .of the propospd enitorce- 
meht of the interstate commerce' com- 
mission's ruling on November 1 next, 
and it is probable that some of the 
steamers will be withdrawn. The^ C. 
P. R. system will feel the effect of the 
change least, and the new 1-^reiich line, 
owing ,to its traffic arrangement with 
tlio C. P. R., will also have an advan- 
tage over those lines whose traffic ar- 
rangements are with United States 
railroads. Some of the steamship serv- 
ices operating from Pacific coast, ptir- 
tioularly those with freightei-.s under 
long-time charters, will be likely to 
lose heavily if the United States rail- 
roads persist In their announced deci- 
sion of nbandonlng the .Oriental trade. 
The steamship coiniiaiiles, as a result 
of the new ruling, will probably Insist 
'u.pon delivery of goods at their ter- 
minals and Instead of a through rate 
the slilpiier will he called upon to ])ay 
two freiglits, for tlie railway and for 
tho steamship liaul. A conference -will 
be held to decide on tho action to be 
taken. A number of the steanisliip 
companies, particularly the Portland 
and Asiatic lino, have freighters under 
tiiiio charter some of which will not 
expire for a year or more, and - these 
will have to be kept in regular service 
regardless of the; decision of tlie- trans-', 
continental railroad' companies to cut' 
out export and Import freight .after 
November 1. With this as tho situa- 
tion the navigation concerns liaving 
chartered steamers on their hands are 
desirous of reaching sonu,' sort of un- 
derstanding witli the railroad interests 
before they jnit their new order Into 
execution. 

Should the rallro.ad pecple carry out 
tlieir threat to the letter of having 
nothing more to do with the export 
and Import traffic, it Is argued by the 
steamsip agents o£ tho Pacific coast 
that it ,will entail ,unnecessa,ry hard- 
ships' dii' them. It. i'sMexplaincd that 
they will bo obliged to - l<cep their 
freighters In service .whether any tnif- 
flc Is picked up for tlioni or not, unless 
it should be be decided to jiay the un- 
expired charter price for the carriers 
outright, and' turn them back to the 
owners. This Last course Is out of the 
cpiestlon, as It would entail an unnecc-s- 
sary loss, it Is held. , 

In the event that the steamsliip men 
fall to reach an agreement .with the 
railroad Interests, it will necessitate^ 
their depending altogether upon ob-' 
tabling freight along the Pacifc coast 
for movenie.nt to., the, far Bast, . It Is' 
claimed there woul(fnot be •iBnough of: 
this traffic ito k^ep the s.teamet^ ori" 
anything like a paying basis. . Hence 
a dcterm^natipn '.t.d/come to" some un- 
dorstanding .with tho- transcontinental 
railroad lines. •

dale, which has been In tho stream

The 
vessel l.i expected to sail about August 

The Lonsdale carries a crew of West 
Indian negroes on deck, as they are 
good seamen and do not give any 
trouble. ' . 

Originally both the Lonsdale and 
Georgia carried 'Chinese crews on deck 
and In the stokehold, but 'the experi- 
ence of the Georgia, which lost four 
Chinamen within, a,.week ,i^nd.. had to 
pay .$2000 a.s a rcsiilt, led' thoimanngo- 
ment .to repl.ace the Celestial.'^ on tho 
JjOnsdiile with the Jamale;i men. Chi- 
nese are carried ■ in , the .stokehold. 

Chief Officer Llnd'grcn will probably 
take the Lonsdale out next voyage, as 
Caiitaia llcCalmont has gone on the 
Georgia. 



DELAYS TO SHIPPING 

.ON SOUTHERN COAST 



Capt. Olson ot Steamer Cecil Writes of 
the Detention at South Ameri- 
can ■ Ports 



Delays on the West coast -if Snulli 
AiiierlcL are- dealt with in a ri porl 
made by i'a|it. Olseii of llu.- .\urweglan 
steamer Ci-eil, wbieli recently dis- 
charged nitrate at tin- outer wharf 
to his owners. Captain Olsen states 
that at nearly all porta that he visit- 
ed along the 'West coast ships are sub- 
jected to annoying and costly delays. 
These are due largely to the lack o£ 
facilities for liandlliig cargo. At Mol- 
lendo the stovedorc-j dons smart work 
as at any uthi^r port, Init the wharves 
ai'(^ too small t'or the tralllc. 'I'ln; docks 
are capable of being enlarged to ae- 
comniodate the business. Tin; \vharves 
at Callao are In ;i conslant stat,- ot* 
congi^stloii, he says, the doelis also 
b(-lng too small. Jlany vessel.s \v<:ro 
In all the port^ and nearly all had the 
same delays and detentions. 

Willie the Cecil ' was, at Mollendo a 
small strike took place but It was 
speedily ended. The dock laborers 
were dissatisfied regarding pay for 
overtime and tlioy (xuit work. How- 
ever, tho soldiora were on hand witli- 
out delay to prevent violence. Cajit. 
Olsen learned that an attempt had 
been made to blow up the house of 
a boss with dynamite but the plot 
failed. 

At Callao the Insurgents wore Imsy 
and during the night tlic-re was :i con- 
stant rattle of mu.iketry. The fusllado 
was evidently started hy rebels, who 
' were Intent on' .' intlmldatlh^' ithose 
loyal to the government. However, no 
one was killed and tlK; affair passed 
off as an ordinary IncidiMiL in lliat 
country. 

The Cecil's charter to W. R. Grace 
(t (,'o. has expired, bi:t-Capt. Olson has 
written at length to his liriu e.xjilaln- 
Ing conditions as ho found them In 
liome ot tho ports, the same being an 
extract from tho vessel's log. This Is 
ot considerable Interest as showing the 
dlfllcuitlos which masters and char- 
tbrers''have to'-m'cef along' |ho 'West 
-' coast,

In part Cfipt. Olstin says: "Wo ar-. 
rived at Payta, Peru, March 25 with a 
cargo of lumber. Hour, etc. ^Vhen we 
called at Punta Arenas, Costa Rico, we 
took on uOO toii.s of cedar logs. Then 
we visited another port where the 
doctor and port captain visited tho 
ship and all the holds were fuiulgatea 
with the exception of NQl 4, .Which was 
entirely covered with'. lumber from 
Tacoma. We hud cargo '.for Yayta and, 
after discharging, the ship wa.s given 
a clean bill of health for ports be-, 
twpen Payta and Callao. 
, , "The ship then proctedcd to Sechura 
and discharged a parcel of cargo for 
that port. Ne.xt %vo called at I'a4.ca- 
mayo and Salaverry iind on April 7 
arrived at Huacho. Tho authorities 
visited us and about forty minutes 
later tho port doctor came aboard. 
He went through the papers, examined 
the crew ami found all w"ll and 
hearty. He allowed pcoiilc from tho 
shore selling fruit to come aboard and 
niJ.de no objection to two of the crew 
going ashore with him and the cap- 
tain ol' the port, 

"At 5:15 p.m., before tho doctor left,, 
a lighter camo alongside to receive 
cargo and ho also allowed this to bo 
moored. As- it was lato In the even- 
ing and nothing could bo gained by 
starting at. that time It was consldor- 
ed best to start dis-iharging early next 
morning. 

"In the mornlnBincIthcr lighters nor 
laborers camo out, but at 7:30 o'clock 
tho sanio jiort doctor camo aboard and 
said ho coulil not allow tlie Huacho 
cargo to be landed or put In the 
lighters betoic he had communicated 
with Ills superiors. He also gave a 
written certllicate that tlie Cecil had 
boon duly examined by him and all 
found well, but as his Instructions 
were not to allow cargd tssm ' San 
Franclfco to be discharged^ ho Would 
not allow this to bo done until he had 
received Instructions. 

"This cargo consisted entirely of 
lumber loaded on Piigct Soiind and 
carried on deck. At San^J-'rancIsco 
the ship did not touch a wharf or pier 
but lay in tho stream twenty -two 
hpurs. The result 'was a delay oT 
tlilrty hours." 

The ])ort doctor communicated with 
the autlinrities at Lima and pernils- 
sioii was gi\'eii to diseliarge the cargo 
after a detention of nearly a day and 
a half. Cap,tain Olson is of the opin- 
ion tliat the (loctof- was entirely too 
technical In his construction of tho 
port regulations and he cannot under- 
stand'why the- surgeon did not think 
of these rules when ho first visited 
tho Cecil. . The ' captain has fils own 
opinion regarding the dbctor's queer 
action." ■ • • '

Thus tlie ship 
can proceed directly to her jiort. Steam 
equipment is uiisuited for auxiliary 
purposes, owing to the weight, the 
valuable spaci- it occupies and tho 
time that is required to get up steanl. 
'Tlu^ inlenial comlnistion engine Is vir- 
tually as (lulcic as an electric motor. 
It requires but a small aniount or 
space, weighs a mere fraction . of a 
steam' outfit of' '-111^6'' pp'wer arid the 
fuel is '30 conqentMitea that It weighs 
little and the spiicc^bccuplo'd amounts 
to prabtlc'ally ndtHJiig. ' - 

With the develop'mont of motors for 
the uMe of the coargerj loSver priced 
liipild fuels, and with the perfection 
of the gas jiroducer, which latter has 
now been tried out pretty thoroughly 
In stationary engine practice, suction 
gas will likely become a practical fuel 
for the internal combustion motor of 
tlie marine' type. .-Vs things stand 
now, with gasoline or kerosene .as 
fuel, the owners ol' commercial sailing 
craft can make use of gas engines wltii 
profit. This Is not suppo.'-rition, but a 
faet th.-it can lie borne nut by owners 
of many .sucii vessels. I'rolits are in- 
(-reased in several wa.vs: tlirougli I'co- 
nniny in handling the ve.ssi-1 wit'a a 
smaller crew, and the addltion;il earn- 
ings from the added niiiiiber oC trljis 
the slilji can malce In a year's time, 
i-'urtlier tlinn this, sliiiijiers will be 
free to intrust more valuable cargoes 
to a \-i-ssel that has certain means of 
reaehlu.i; her destination on time — 
more profitable cargoes of perishable 
goods, etc, ; .

WRECKERS LOOTED-THE 
STEAM ER NOR MA'N ISLES 

Somali Natives, Assisted by Italian 
--..Coastal Police, Pirated Stranded 
Norwegian Freighter 



Further advices have been received 
regarding the dis<aster to. the Norwe- 
gian steamer Norman Isles, well known 
here, off Capo Guardaful on the Somali 
coast. Coming from Bangkok with a 
cargo of 6,000 tons of rice for Ham- 
burg the vessel' was thrown by a vio- 
lent storm on to a sandbank, but did 
not sustain any damage. Tho captain 
thought, therefore, that he would be 
able to refloat his vessel next morning; 
but a number of boats and Somali 
canoes .appeared on the scene, the com- 
mander of which carried on his cap a 
ribbon with tho words, "Pollzia della 
Costa," while the Italian flag was 
hoisted over his boat. This Individual 
ordered the eaptiiln to allow tho So- 
malLs to carry away whatever thov 
wanted, under pain of death. All "he 
arms that wero on board tho "Norman 
Isles" comprised a revolvar and 
sporting gun, so tho crow were unable 
to f)ffer any resistance. The Soinnlls 
therefore began to carry away all tlie 
navigating Instruments, and to break 
up the cabins, out of which they con- 
structed rafts. Upon the latter they 
loaded tho 6,000 tons of rice, taking two 
days in the operation. They left the 
machinery Intact, and as steam was in 
the boilers the captain, by sounding 
his syren, was able to attract the atten- 
tion of a Swedish steamer which was 
passing, and all hands were taken to 
Aden on this .steamer, abandonlns tho 
Norman Isles. 

The natives of this coast are under a 
vague sort of Italian protection. 'It 
seems that under aa ancient agreement 
concluded between England arid Italy 
the tribes are permitted to take pos- 
session of all wrecks on the condition 
that all lives* are saved. On reaching 
Aden the captain lodged a protest with 
the British authorities.

Brains of Great Men. 

The "Umschau," a German review, 
has an article which gives a detailed 
account of the latest scientific investl- 
f;ations made with regard to the brains 
of cNceptlonally Intellectual people. 
Results have shown, writes Dr. Mehler, 
the author, that evuii the most careljul 
oxamlnatluns made by Prof, von Ilan- 
semann of the brains of such great 
men as Moniniseji, fiunsen an<l Muiizel 
fall to reveal anything to distinguish 
theni from the ordinary. In tlie cases 
of both .Mommsen and Bunson there 
was found a distinct shriidtago caused 
by advunced age, notwithstanding 
which, !is everyone; knows, tho keen- 
ness of tlK'lr Intellect remained unim- 
paired imtll the last. In Momtiisen'.", 
ease certain parts, notably In tho 
frontal and occlplttjl regions, were 
strongly developed, while Bunsen's 
brain was remarkable for the deep 
markings on tho left frontal lobe. 
.Mruizel'-s head, like that of the famo\is 
pln-siologlst Helniholtz , was slightly 
hyil rucepiialou.'-;. In the former's case 
aiso tho .symmetry of the brain homl- 
sijheros was remarkable. Dr. SteUla 
cxanilned the brain of an extraordin- 
arily gifted linguist, recently deceased, 
Dr. GeorKO Sauorwein, of Grcncn, 
Ila!U3Ver, v.dio wrote and siiokc In 
llfty-four huiguiigi.'s and composed 
poetry of no mean order In most ol 
them. Strange to say, his .btain shoAV-' 
ed no abnormel deyelppmont any- 
where, not even in •the so-called lang- 
uages' section. Prof. Stelda conse- 
quently takes the view that the entire 
surface of the brain mass must bo 
taken as the seat of Intellectuality, 
and ho strongly doubts the. existence 
of any centres for distinct' abilities or 
special mental (iualltic.<!.

Me de- 
clared that an event of this kind was 
interesting to them, not only on per- 
sonal grounds, but because it Indicat- 
ed the position which tho Bar of Eng- 
land hold In the public life. lie n- 
ferri<l to tho promise which Mr. As- 
rpilth had given In school life of gifts 
of stntosnianshlp. The Bar had got 
hlin, and It was his supreme claim to 
their admiration that he had never al- 
lowed Ids great personal success to 
ovarcoma or obscure his nobler antbi- 
tlons. Tho Prime Minister, born a pol- 
itical, leformor, had not degoneratcjil In- 
to B. ^large ' practitioner' :^ at ■ tho Bar, 
ugalnst which Frof . ^eelcy' had warned 
them. When the historian camo . to 
deal with political personages ho would 
bo ablo to point not only to Jlr. As- 
qulth, but to other barristers wdio had 
hold public service above professional 
gain. (Cheers.) Ho referred to tho ub- 
seiico of political resentment In tho 
chp.racter of the Prime Minister, but 
was not sure that they wcro not giv- 
ing him tills banquet in tho nick of 
time. Sncli mni nonce as the Prime 
Jllnlster iiosse.ssed attracted the Ilfiht- 
iilntr. Ills uindow.s were being broken. 
Even thu gentler sex were regarding 
him .as cold and callous. (Laughter.) 
.It' was to be hoped that ho would ..havo 
nothing mbri$ serious to face than tho 
wrath of the ladles. Ho could rest as- 
.sured that ho possessed the pDrson.al 
good win of his old friends and col- 
leagues at tho English liar. (Cheers.) 

Sir E. Clark, in proposing tho health 
of tho Prime Jllnlster, declared that 
for the second time in- thO history of 
the country, and after the lapse of 
nearly a hundred years, a practising 
biirrlster had come to the lilgliest po- 
sition that an Engllshmnn could be 
called on to fill (chei'rs)— after 30 
years of keen, but not ungcneroiia ri- 
valry at the Bar. Through all the 
conflict tho right hon. gentleman had 
carried an unstained shield, hnvinf,' 
been one of a notable company, • which 
Included Reld, Grey, and Adlnor, all 
Ilalllol men. Ho referred to two Im- 
portant occnslons in tho career of tho 
I'rime Minlst.U', llrst when Sir C, Rns- 
sell ealii'd on lilni to cross-examine 
one of the most difficult witnesses In 
the ParnoU Commission,, and the second 
in 1892, whe'ii Mr. Gladstono chose hini 
to move the amendment to tho addre.s.=! 
which expelled from office tho last of 
the Tory Governments (laughter and 
cheers). He described Mr. Asquith iis 
a stout ally, a fair and generous op- 
ponent, and one free from tho petty 
tricks of dialectics. His old colleagues 
recognized his fitness, and ro.loiced in 
his success. And there were other 
cnuRcs for rejoicing, for there never 
was a cabinet with more lawyers In 
It than the present. They had four 
King's Counsel — tho Lord Chancellor. 
Mr. Blrrell. Mr. Haldnne. and the 
Prime Minister — whilst the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, was a lawyer, and 
another member of the Cabinet was a 
gentleman "whom 'Webster and 1 
prosecuted at the Old Ballcy" (laugh- 
ter) — a thing which marked the pro- 
gress of dcinocracy. They wcro safe 
under such democratic rule ns th.at ot 
his right hon. friend, and the country 
might rejoice that there would always 
be a supply of ministers to defend civ- 
ilization against the twin danger of 
socialism and Huffrnglst.'i (laughter 
and cheers). The Prime Minister ha<l 
enriched tho record of n great profes- 
sion, and had set to every member ol 
tho Bar an inspiring example. 

The toast was drunk with immense 
enthusiasm. 

Mr. Asquith, upon rising to reply, 
said that no compliment could be 
moro grateful to him, who ha<l been 
for thirty years a member of tho Eng- 
lish Dar, than such a welcome from 
the members of such a great profes- 
sion. It had boon his fortune in polit- 
ical and professional life to be more 
often agiiinst than with .Sir l^dward 
Clarke, but ho was the man whom ho 
would set before young men as a mod- 
el. This, ho continued,, was a g.xthering 
of the Bar alone. (Applause). Not for 
tho first time they were, able to talk 
without turning their attention to the 
bench above or the "well' below (laug- 
ter and applause). To meet anywhere 
In the region of the Temple wdthout a 
tribunal, without a brief, and, he nius- 
add, without a fee (laughter), was nr 
unfamiliar, and In some ways, a nerve 
shaking experience. Recalling, some 
of the illustrious names to. which 
felt under a- special obligation, Mr. As- 
quith said that he htid had the pood 
fortune of securing the help of a great 
man, his dear and revered friend Lord 
James of Hereford. (Cheors.) To him 
be owed, a debt .which could never be 
repaid. . He would add the name of one 
who took highest rank among the- ad- 
vocates of our own, pr of any other 
times — Charles Russoll,,,^ with whom h( 
was privileged to be asHpoiated as Jun 
lor counsel la the greatest trial of tho 
Victorian, era. (Hear, hear.) Sir Ed- 
ward Clarke had referred to the fact 
that It was just about 100 yoears ago 
since a practising member of tho Par 
was last prime minister. He was kind 
enough not to give tho reminder that 
he camo to a sudden and untimely end. 
(Laughter.) It was natural, perhaps, 
on an occasion like that, one should 
attempt to redect upon tho relations 
In our history between politics and 
the law. Ho would boldly make this 
claim: That there was no class or pro- 
fession that had done more — he would 
KO further and say there was no otlior 
had done so mucli — to define, to devel- 
op, and defend the libertloB of Eng- 
l.ind. (Cheers.) Seldon, Somors, Rom- 
11 ly — these were a .few names selected 
at r.aiidom from an IllustrlouB roll. 
They were all bred In tho common law 
of ICnghand, which was not a conipon- 
dlum of mfcbanlcal rubs wrlttrn In 
hooks in indelible characters, but a 
living organlsrii which had grown and 
moved i In response to the larger and 
fuller development of tho nation. The 
common law of England had been, still 
was, and would continue to bo, both 
here a)id wherever English communi- 
ties were found, the organ and safe- 
guard of English Justice and EnglLsh 
freedom. There was another aspect of 
the meeting that night — a domestic ra-. 
thor than a public aspect. While ho 
was much touched ami (grateful fm- 
their frati'rn.-il hospitality, ho wars not 
v;ilu enough to tal;e It merely a.'i a poi- 
sonai tribute to himself. He thought 
it bad a much wider slffnldcanco. Their 
lite, by tho very necessity of their pro- 
fession, was full of constant and Inc(?s- 
Siint conflict. They found every li.iy 
an .atmosphere of eager, and unsparing 
controversy. Tho gathering tli.-it nlglii 
was surely characteristic of the tempei 
and traditions of the English IJai 
Arinuid those tables in friendship anC 
brotherhood they luui united In doinj/ 
honor to their common profession, tc 
whom fortune had been kind Thriso o^ 
them who knew tho real spirit of tbt. 
Par, the ardour of the struggle, blow.- 
given and received, the exaltation of 
Victory, ard the sting of defeat wlilcli 
were their daily experience could testi- 
fy that far from breeding dlvialon nnt' 
Ill-will these things bound them but 
tho moro closely together liy tics of 
comradeship, for which they would 
look In vain, amongst, any other of . the 
rivalries and ambitions of - man.

Escapes From Russian Prisons 
No other country has witnessed so 
many daring escapes from prison as 
has Russia, says Jaakoff Prolooker in 
an article In the "Wide World IMaga- 
zlno. Prob;d:ily the simplest escape 
ever effected by a political prisoner 
was that of tine famous Mile, Sophie 
Perovskaya. Belonging to tlie highest 
Russian aristocracy, she Joined the re- 
volutionary movement, and at the age 
of 17 was arrested, but was liberated. 
In 1S73 she was a.gain seized, and was 
sent to the Arctic regions. On the 
Journey Sophie had several opportuni- 
ties to escape, but the guards were so 
kind to her that she would not risk the 
punishment they would suffer. Pinally 
two guards were put over her who. were 
so brutal that she was freed from con-' 
sclentlous scruples. One night the 
party had to stay at a railway 'station, 
the two gendarmes slept in the- same 
room as th6iprlspaeri.^ajie at tho. win- 
dow, the other onutfitT --or before the 
door. ■ .-I ■ 

Sophie appearlnjr I to bo fast asleep, 
tho guards soon 'feJl i asleep, too. The 
pri.sonor then l-osn, ^tried the door, 
which she found' to' open outward, 
stopped across the slumbering guard 
and was free. She managed to slip 
Into a train for St. Petersburg, while 
the genarmcs snored on. 

Sophie took part in the plot for the 
assa.ssinatlon of Alexander II, and was 
hanged In 1881. 

1.00 Deutsch. the revolutionist, has a 
record tor repeated arrests and escapes 
which Is probably without ptiraliel. 
Once ho escaped hrough the medium 
of a bath. The Russian bath Ik n na- 
tional Institution. The authority 
^vhicll thinks nothing of freezing, 
knoutinjf and starying its prisoners, 
never refuses a demand for a bath. 
All Russian prisons have, their bathing, 
estabUshmejits. .-^l>ere the . prisoners 
are sent under the. escort of Buards/. 

Deutsch demanded' to he taken to a 
public bath, saying he did not wish to 
mingle with the criminals, and was al- 
lowed to go with three soldiers as es- 
cort. On arriving, two of the soldiers 
took stand before the two windows, 
and the third at the door. Deutsch 
undressed, and handed his clothing 
and pur.se to one 0/ the soldiers. The 
soldier Celt ciulte safe, thus holding 
the prisoner's clothing, for tho cold was 
so severe there was no tiuestion of any- 
one leaving the bath naked. Hov,'- 
ever, \vheri Deutscli entered tho hot 
room ho found a comrade, who by 
previous jilan brought him a bundle of 
onllnary, civilian clothins, which 
Deutsch put on at once, and with an 
assured air inarched out of the prem- 
ises without any challenge,^ 

None of the guards paid 'any atten- 
tion to' the private gentleman Icavin'g 
the baths and Deutsch easily escaped. 
The soldiers waited long for the bather, 
and on llndlnff that he had escaped, 
could not explain how h'e got away. 
Only long aftcrw.'ird did It dawn on 
the odlcials that thi- jjrisoncr must 
have passed the guard.-) In disguise. 

In 190G an audacious hoax was per- 
petrated In lius.-iian Poland, wliich re-' 
suited in the- libenitiou of tt-u iiolltl- 
cal [irisoiicrs who were condcmncul to 
di-;ith, The friends who assisted them 
knew that fnllure in the sUghest dt - 
tail t^f ihi.'ir plan meant death to theni- 
si-lves as well .-ls to the- •'pnlillcals." 

Tbe prison administration ri-ccivcd 
a telephone inussagc iiur])orting to 
come from the chief of the city police, 
,'ing that tlie Governor of "Warsaw 
desired tho transfer of the ten prldon- 
era from the Pavlah to the citadel. They 
were to he conveyed by an officer, 
who would bring his own guard. 

Tho meas'age was taken In good 
faith; ,6na evening, a man In the uni- 
form of a gendarme ofllccr appeared 
at the prison and presented iin olllclal 
document ordering the transfer. In 
the whple proceeding there was noth- 
ing to arouse suspicion. The ofllcer 
had brought six pollccnioii witii him 
and no other escort was ."ir-iit. The 
gendarme cortilled that the prisoners 
had been delivered to Ills charge. Tho 
prisoners wore placed In the carriage. 
The only jirl.son servant with the 
party was tlie coachman. As tho 
prison van being driven down a desert- 
ed street tho ooaohman was chloro- 
formed, and the next morning was 
found Inside tho van, while around 
were lying prison clothes, uniforms 
and swords, all. that .was loft ol the 
ten prisoners' aiia.'thelr;'. escort..;, All 
offorts to dlsodvcr the culprits were 
unsucceasfUl. ■ f-''^.^ • :. . ' .'< •

Vancouver, Aug. 8.— With the object 
of personally interesting the business 
men of all the churches In the work of 
both tho home and foreign misslon.s 
of th« various churches, associ.'UUm.s 
are being formed throughout Canada 
and the United States. Already or- 
ganized In many of the leading cities 
in the cast, the movement lias now 
reached Vaitcouver with sucii encour- 
aging indications of ■success that an 
executive committee is at work. It 
\'.ill elect officers at a meeting to be 
hold at the Y.M.C.A. , tomorrow after- 
noon at 4 o'clock, when preliminary 
steps, will also -likely bo taken to ar- 
range for a local campaign. 

'fills movement, to rejuvenate the 
business man In a missionary sense, 
for the young people and tho wonn^n 
were always interested in tliat brancli 
of church endeavor, had its beginning 
in New Tork two years ago at tli.;

Tho water Is understood to 
bo rc(iulred for the development of 
some mining claims and also for do- 
mestic purposes.

Spokane, Aug. 8;— Contraband opium, 
132% pounds in wolght and worth 
from $1,500 to $1,800, unearthed from 
under a pile of tloa in tho UiUyard 
yai'ds, is now under loclc and key In 
the federal olflces In tho lIutLon block 
and the man wiio amuggicd tiic "dop 
from Canada is in jail waiting to be 
taken to l^ortland for trial on a similar 
charge. Tho discovery of the opium, 
which was made yesterday afternoon 
tlie trailing and arrest oi; tlio man 
who goes under a number of aliases 
but refuses to tell:*hls real'.riame, gn to 
make up as excitihg'a sto'ry as'ls often 
found In. fiction., t ' , 

Directly concerned In. tlie detobtlon 
and capture of tho smuggler are W. 
Stuart Nutter, inspector of customs at 
Uanvillo, Wash., and Cluu-lcs I'ray and 
R. D. McCuily of the United States 
marshal's ollice in this city. Siiict 
more than a week ago, wljen first ho 
heard tiiat tiie snniggior was trying 
to run a load of opium over tlie line 
Mt. Nutter lias been cliriKing his man 
following lilm by devious trails 
through Alberta, British Columbia, 
Washington, Idaho and O.cAgon, llnal 
ly locating hini ''here': and securing from 
liim a confession that led "to the dis- 
covery of the packages of "dopo" In 
the nillyard yards. Tho jnari was put 
under arrest by llie deputy inar.shals 
as ho stojiiied from n II illyard street 
car last Sunday afternoon and since 
then tlio elVorts of tho governineut of- 
ficials have lieen to Find tlie o|)him he 
liad smuggled and obtain evidence tliat 
would conn"Cl him with it. 

lie refuses to give his real name, but 
has gone at difl^eront times under tlie 
cognomens of .wKawlanoe, J". "Williams, 
,T. Brown and J. Jones. He is known 
to loe an old hapd .^t the business, be.- 
ing wanted at-'PoFtliha-/:bn-.B;'Blmllar 
charge. Jle was ' arrested at Portland 
after having smuggled a' cargo of 
opium down tho ,Co!umbla rlvtr nnif 
was held for trial undel- a bond of 
$1,500. lie forfeltea . the bond aiid a 
bench warrant was Issued for him. He 
will be taken to the Oregon city at 
once. 

Rawlanco, alias Williams, etc., is an 
old railroad man and It was through 
railroad men that iMr. Nutter first 
heard of tho siiiug.gh-r's iiroposed 
scheme. Following Ills man througli, 
difCerent Canadian cities, he found tliat 
a consignment of opium bad been sent 
from the Tal "\'ucn coiniiany of Vic- 
toria to J. Jones at Ttos-sianJ. Jones, 
or Brown, or, .Willl^mp, called at Ross- 
lari'd for. -the, t^packages l and had them 
fbrwa-rded' to'':^ap^!;^prks. :^ / 

From this . point j . it' : 1b ' not certain 
over what lines t Kb cargo was brought 
to Hlliyard, tho purfiulng customs of- 
liclal having lost track Of tlio pack- 
ages. It has since been found that 
they traveled most of the way in hop- 
per-bottom freight cars, which had 
been tampered with .so that the seals 
sliowed unlsroken and wlilcli \vent 
without suspicion until the contraband 
cargo was unloaded at Hlliyard kist 
Saturday. Rawlanco made friends 
with .a number of yard employees at 
the railroad town . and while living 
in this- olty managed to make trips' to 
the suburb often 'cnbugli to keep track 
of his cache undep' tho ties, his old 
clothes being alsp., bidd.en under an- 
other, pile nearby. :| 

'There are 26 'pack6.ges of the opium 
and one-half package, each package 
containing 10 tins bf five Chinese taols 
in weight, or about lialf a pound each. 
These cans bear the trademark ot tho 
company that shipped them from Vic- 
toria, but no government stamp. Raw- 
lance s.iys lie i)aid ?I,0(17 for them ;ind 
tho dut.v on opium added tn this 
amount brings the value of tho load 
past the $],riOO mark. 

When arrested, It.awlanco w;is in- 
clined if) deny lii.s guilt, hut when ho 
w.-is confronlod by Sir. Nutter witli an 
account of his actions every day sini'e 
ho left Rossland he linally broke down 
and confessed, owing also to the 
charge preferred against him at Port- 
land. No complaint will bo made 
against him in tho local courts. 

The man, whatever his name may 
be, has boon concerned in' smuggling, 
according to the ofI1cer.s, from Mexico 
to Victoria, his operations extending 
as far inland as North Dakota and 
Montana. 

Ills most roroiit d;isli across the line 
was l.ast spri;i,g, tli;it being preceded by 
one in Decemlior, boDi tiiiioH tlie opium 
boin;^ l)ri>ught aeross witliout detec- 
tion. Hinoo then llin ofik-ials all alnng 
tlio l5order have bnen on ,a con.stant 
lool<out for lli(> iiinii, anil the cliahK! 
made b.v In.si)eotor Nutter, lasting day 
and night for eiglit days with scarcely 
a period of rest, was tho only exi)edl- 
tion that has resulted successfully. 

Rawlanco was carefully guarded 
ag.alnst betraying hinisolf, liiiving not 
.a .sera]) of paper or iinything on Ills 
person th.-it cnuUl l>o m;i.do incrimina- 
ting. Books wore rouni.l In his li.'igga '.:e, 
however, with entries iiidiea t liiK l:iri;o 
slilpmeuts of coiitniliand opium ,'il dif- 
fiTont points aloiip the Coast. Nothing 
In ;uiy of his offeet.s show his re;il 
name. 

It is believed that lie kept accurate 
track of his opium all along tho line, 
although he was himself Eonurated 
from it most of tho time. l-Io l\niPd it 
to reach Hlliyard Just a day ahead of 
him, and his knowledge oCrnllroading 
stood him In good stead when It came 
to removing the '•dope" from tho cars 
and <'imcealiiig it. I')uring a good iiart 
of till' trij) some oni! was with liini 
and he w.is unal)lo to got the opium 
off his hands. It was probably, his in- 
tention to dl.'^'poso of It m tfils"clty or 
farther east. 

The consignment of opium is ono of 
the largest that has boon taken by 
nny northwestern customs ofllcer for a 
long time, and Is the only contraband 
"dfipn" that the 'io^'cali. offlce lias had 
for many years. i ' '

Arraigns the Russian Government — 
—Count is III From Bathing in. 
River After Walk 



Londbn(.t;Aug; . 8.---Count Leo Tolstoi 
sends to 'the 'iSngllsh newspapers a 
strong protest whhdi Is printed this 
morning against what ho terms the 
revolting lii,Justlco, cruelty, and amax- 
Ing .stupidity oi: the\Russ1an govern- 
ment, which has prosecuted and puir- 
i.'-'liod the distributors of his books, in- 
stead ot prosecutln.g him, tlie author. 
Count Tolstoi decluros hi; never will 
cease writing, that In fact ho cannot 
ceaso, because ho l.s fulfilling tho will 
of God as ho understands it. 

Count Tolstoi la again indisposed 
because of his habitual disregard of 
tho elementary rules of health. .\t 
tho conclusion of a long walk through 
tho country ho took a bath in the 
river, which caused an -enlargement of 
the veins in one of his feet. 

lie has suffered considerable pain, 
but ho now a little bettor. 




PRIESTS WHO WORK 

Interesting Development of Enforc 
ing French Law of Associations 

,At the time when tho separation 
between Cliurch and aiato liad bu- 
como'completej.^l^nentioned tne casefe 
q£ one'iOr two .'priests Who had taken 
up some .Industry - or' otlier In order 
to eko out theliv small'" income, wJiicii 
liad been niudu striayer still by tuo 
separation, writes the' Paris correa- 
punaent of the London 'Standjird. Al- 
though tt great deal was written ut 
tho tline in the Conaervacivu and., the 
Clerical newspapers about tlie ihdu.s- 
tries lit tor iiriests to develop, it was 
not generally thuuglit thai many 
wuLila Koelc to increase tlielr stipuiiu, 
sumll though liiat mlglU be, by man- 
ual labor. It was, tliereiore, some 
surprise to read louay tliat sonio ijUU 
or liUU of tile clei'gi' iiavo iiioro or 
less soriously atteiuiited to uo ■ so. 
Tlirce hundred or more of Ihese in- 
austrious priests have founded an as- 
sociation ' called the > "Allianqe des 
Petres Ouyrlers." -. The ■ .association 
owes itst origin 'to :A.bbe Ballu; §ind Is. 
presidea ,over byj^he head- priest ot 
an important parish Ih the Deux- 
Sevres. The association prints and 
publishes its own periodical, tiie title 
of which, "Lo Trait d' Union," mighc 
suggest an attenipi'at a calembour a 
renionte eoidlale. 

I To celebrate llie aiintvcrsary of its 
'foundalluii, the association has just 
opened an e.Miibition of priests' Indu.s- 

trips in one of the feudal chateaux 
thai are so numerous In tlie valley of 
the Loire — tlio Chateau de Candes, 
near .Sauniur. A visit to the chateau 
may be reconunonded to any English- 
man wlio is touring the valley of the 
Loire.,; for though, lie may, not find 
such, historic rcml^iiscences, such nobli;; 
at-chltectuire,' or„,.su<ih.,-lnsplrlng ,topo-, 
graph'icbli ' sltuatlofi'Si-'^at -'as'. vChinon, 
Ambols'e, or Blois, the" visitor will ae'e 
one of the most curious exhibitions. 

In the old days the priests made cor- 
dials and elixir.s, improved the wine. 
Invented and supplied different balms 
and such medicaments, and manufac- 
tured a luxury or two — the barley su- 
gar manufactured by tho SlstiTs at 
Morel and the clioculate by tlie Trap- 
pists in tho deparlment of the Manic 
are survivaLs of those industries. Wlioii 
the priests were compelled to turn 
llieir wits and industry to account by 
tlie revolution of 17SU lliese industries 
mentioned were neglected; the prlest.s 
followed other callings; Mgr. de Vin- 
limiile gave lessons in dancing and 
deportment; Mgr. de Clermont-Ton- 
nerro, who was -connected, with tho 
royal bouses of Austria and of I^'ranco, 
gave lessons in elocution; the Arcli- 
blshop. ot Paris opened business as 
a commission agent at tho central ve- 
getable market; .Mgr. dc Noyon paint- | 
ed iiiiiilalures, and the Abbe d'ljJpinay j 
fans; and tlio Abbe de Maussac estab- I 
ii.shed liimsulf as a lodging housekeop- j 
or. A few of these old-time occupa- 
lions have been followed by the priests | 
of today, hut the o.xhibition at tho | 
Ciialoau do Candes is proof positive 
that the clergy has uuite as varied j 
cqiabilltios in the- lioUl of manual la- 
bor as it over had. At tlie exhibition 
Olio may lind alnio.st anytlilng tiiat the 
handy man niiglit turn out — from 
cliolco victuals to motor car accessor- 
ies. 

Different members of the priests' as- 
sociation have engaged' in wheat farm- 
ing. In growing strawberries and vines 
breeding of rabbits .arid poultry, bee- 
keeping, in sculpture, clockmaking, 
bookbinding, pastry-niaklng, tapestry- | 
making, locksinitlis' work, in prlntii'.g, i 
icnltting, painting, and in wine grow- I 
Inj;. Without insiill, one may say that I 
many of tiie worki'rs aiipoar as aina- | 
lour ralhi'r than profes.sional, only one 
artist. Abbe Van llolleliocko — whose 
pieturcs, by tlio \va\', have several 
times been lionor.-ilily plaec-d ;it the 
Salon — can show u good picture, and 
si'iil|itnri; in wood and stone i.i only 
of a secondary iiuality. Some others 
aro, not at all what they might be, I'or 
instaiieo, tho "Trait d'Uuion" has men- 
tioned tho case of a bookbinder who 
failed to bind tho books entrusted to 
liim, and of a printer who lost a great 
jiart of tho'"copy" with which ho was 
entrusted. But thero are others wlio 
show themselves exceedingly ciipalilo— 
some of them evidently hardlioaded 
business men. .Such a one has made 
a small fortune selling the skin.H of a 
.special kind of rabbit wliieh h.- breeds. 
Anotlier has iiu'oiilnd a. siieclal Idnd of 
beelilve; a third lias invented an iii- 
cnbalor; :i I'.iurlli Is n-iiowned for his 
elixir. Tlie cure oC the little village 
of I'eyroir/.et in the Upper Garoniio, 
like a favorite elinracl or in the work 
of lOrobmaiin-Chatrlan, has employed 
his spare luomonts in knitting. 

If apiieaiances mean anything, his 
stockings may ho recommended;, they 
iiro made in five qualities,^ and cost 
from half tt crown to threoTandt.slx- 
penco halfpenny. Another priest hns 
made a pate do fols gras; the Cure of 
JJabOUrgade has mailo hnusehold .1ani. 
Abbe Puvol, of liibayn.'ie .reminds one 
of thn famous llom rerignon, the au- 
thor of the proee.ss of ma.klng cliani- 
))ar,'iio, for he b.'i.s perfected a iiiftlioil 
of "working" sparkling wine wliliji 
produces a most ilflicloils drinlc.

"AN'ith a strange, almost p.athotlc, re- 
senibUiiice to the .scene enacted when 
the hero Plieidlpi>ldefl carried the news 
of tho (Ireclan victory, the Marathon 
race of yesterday irum Windsor to the 
Stiidiiim ended in n misfortune to tho 
floelest-footed. After a race memorable 
for Ithi tliiilll:i.i,' Incident.!, IJorando. the 
yining Italian runiiiT, reached llie .Sta- 
dium well ahead of .ill the other com- 
petitors. On eiiteilng the great arena, 
whlcli was crowded with an Immense 
throng of more than 100,000 people, 
Doraiido suddenly fell, exhausted, rose, 
iiml fell again.

ed to Hayes, the American — a native of 
Irehind— who is the first runner of 
Kin^llsli-speakhi.g origin to win tlu; 

The I'rlneess of Wales 
wiliieKsed the start of tlie rae.> t'l oni 
tlie lOast Teniice at Windsor Castle, and 
along the whole length of the twenty- 
six miles of tho courao dense crowds of 
people lined tho roadway.

tion. The crop is likely to be a record 
one. Weather conditions have been 
ideal. Transportation fafllltios will bu 
taxed to the utmost, but tlie rnllroiiU 
companies will doubtless do till within 
their jiower to move the crop its rapid- 
ly as possible. With every available 
ear, the last of a crop of, say, one hun- 
dred mil lion bushels can scarcely be 
moved until next spring. 

Thi^ situation presents two pos.';lbill- 
ties. I'"lrstly, a high state oC prosperity 
a plunging into reckless speculation, a 
polley ot increasing manufacturing and 
bii.slncss capital generally. Secondly, 
the same satisfactory condition of 
prosperity, with a prevailing wisdom, 
a curtailment of bad speculation, and 
a suggestion to the caiStaln of indus- 
try not to lay out more commercial 
sail, but rather to trim his business 
vessel for calm waters, and to have 
surplus monetary energy in reserve 
Cor future storms. The banks have 
had an excellent example of what 
might have been. l^argely to them 
is due the credit of not only prevent- 
ing real bad times but of elieeUlng the 
disastrous results of the comp;i.i"it-lve- 
ly trifling wave of depression which 
has swept the country. Two influ- 
eiiecH will help to counteract the spirit 
which follows unusual prosperity — the 
banks and the commonsense of the In- 
du.-ilrlal world. 

Tile most powerful Influence is ad- 
mittedly found In the banks. They 
will probably insist upon the payment 
of debts, some of which have been 
16ng-standing, Not that the rack ot 
extortion will be applied; tar from It; 
but a man with credit usually llki^s 
more credit. It is time now for thC 
proper amount ot credit; it Is time 
also for a settling day. Tlio banks 
will jirobably make the most of a good 
harve.st to even up the balance sheet. 
Despite the many walls which will 
arise, they wifl be acting wisely. A 
record harvest just now is no occasion 
for an unusual lengthening of credit 
or for drum -beating. It Is the best 
possllilc occasion to make things riglit, 
to balance economics, to try and wipe 
oft the evila following a depression. 

Two years ago the country generally 
might have been antagonistic to sucli 
a policv. Now it may safely bo as- 
serted that it is almost unanimous In 
the adoption ot such a cour.se. The 
individual as well as the nation has 
experienced the results of running the 
national machinery a little too fast 
without reckoning for contingencies. 
This is good both for the Individual 
and the nation. If the warning is 
heeded — and it will be. 

The situation generaUx .W Plpaslng. 
The chief factor In coming prosperity 
Is the crop. The chief factor in neces- 
sary future caution is the banks' fu- 
ture policy. The next few months will 
be a critical period. During that time, 
man.v masterpiece's of commerce, fi- 
nance, and trnn.^portation work will 
have to bo accomplished. In the men 
who will guide the country through 
commercial vicissitudes, the country 
itself has faith. Little more can be 
desired than a realization of the best 
anticipations. This In turn looks to 
be but a matter for time and care.

Speculators on. Bull Side, Play 
for an Advance More"'- 
Soberly 



New, York, Aug. 8.— Operations for 
an advance in prices of stocks were 
resumed today In a- soberer spirit. 
Yesterday's sharp setback had a 
cha^tentni^ Influence on speculation. 

The sensational gyrations of one or 
two stocks in yesterday's market came 
In for a good deal ot criticism and' the 
likelihood of discriminating against 
stocks as collateral In loans beihg.ex- 
erclsed by bankers was talked of.

Remarkable llgures relating to tho 
hours worked by railway men are can- 
talned In a return Issued by the rail- 
way department of the Board of Trade, 
showing the number of railway ser- 
vants of certain classes, who, during 
one month recently were on duty on 
one or more occasions for more than 
twelve hours at n. time, or wlio, after 
being on duty more tliaii twelve hours 
\ver(,' .allowed to resume work witli 
less than nine hours' rest. The re- 
turn shows that of 113,-!!)U englne-ineii, 
■guards, bral<emen, signalmen, and ex- 
aminers — ID.fiOl wcvo on duly 12 hours 
in a day; ,'eS,;i!)l were on duty 14 hours 
in a day; 11,201 were on duty I'l iKnirs 
In a day; 1,037 were on duty IS hours 
in a day. During the month there 
were 5,204 instances of men rosumliig 
work with eight hours' rest, after hav- 
ing been on duty for more than 12 
hours. A separate table shows, that 
out of a total of l,C43,2SO days work - 
ed by 05,358 englnemen and guiirds 
during October tho number of work- 
ing days which exceeded twelve hours 
by one hour or more dfter deducting 
the time spent In travelling home af- 
ter ndlef from responsible work was 
!iO,LSO. 

Trade Unionism in Europe 

In 1K71, after the downfall of the 
i'arls Coiiiiiuiiie, the I'-rench govern- 
ment tried to wijie out the trade un- 
ion inovemeiil. It was not until near- 
]y ten year later th.at tiio unlon.s were 
again iiermltted to exist. 

In 1S7S the almighty Prince Bis- 
marck, by means of oxceiitioiial laws 
made to order, attempted to annihilate 
trade unions. 'i'lie' organizations of 
labor wi/re dissolved, tludr treasuries 
conilseateil, tludr leaders arrested, im- 
prisoned or driven into e.-clle. 

l'"or over ten ye.ars the BIsma rcl\i;in 
reign of terror eimtlnued, until in LSIKI 
the groat Iron Chaiice'llor was burled 
miller one million voles.

O-wirig td^lho Inexperiehde of Jaoan- 
ose with foreign trade In the early 
history of the opening of .the ni.arketa 
of the Fniidre, and tlie limited knowl- 
edge of foreign languages ami condi- 
tions by the Japanese, the (uitiro im- 
port and exiiort trade of Japtin was 
taken possession of by foreign /nier- 
chants who established their (/litres 
of business here, says W. T. R; Pres- 
ton, (.'.aii.idlan trade coinniissionei' in 
Japan. In 1877, 04 per cent of the 
o^-ports and 95 per cent of the. imports 
were done ,by .thfi foreign comnjerjel^il 
houses at the several ocean ports of 
the ICmpIre. 'the halfmce of the 
trilling percentages was in the hands 
of .laiianeso who ivere ai>iiarently 
struggling to transact tlu.i business of 
tludr own country. 

Until about twelve years ago very 
little change was elfecled lu'tweeii tiie 
foreigners and the local traders in the 
control of tlie foreign trade of J;iiian, 
but duritig the last few years very 
'great changes have taken place. The 
percentage of business transacted by 
the foreign firms has been slowly but 
surely deeliiilng. and the Japanese in- 
terests liavu been increasing in a 
similar ratio.

Brlt.-iin and the United States. j 
Absolutely authentic llgures for tho' 
last four or live years tuv not avail- i 
able, hut a cursory glance, .at tlu' I 
situation leads to the conclusion that 
the .lajiuiiese share ot the Impoi't and j 
export trade is increasing rapidly, and | 
that the time is not far olT that the I 
llgures of 1877 will be absolutely re- 
versed. . I 

Flour trade In Japan is in a rather ■ 
depressed condition at present. For j 
some reason or another, tho importa- 
tions from the western of the United 
.States liave been very large. Several 
large consignments liave heen received 
hy Hour dealers bi're, which had not 
been ordered by them, and these con- 
signments liave been placed on their 
hands to lie disjiosed of as soon ;ui 
the marlict is ;it all favorable. This 
Hour Is auoteil at a slightly lower 
price than usual, in coiiseipieiice of 
the very low freight wliicli has been 
tidopted by the liners running from 
tho United States ports. 

Prior to tho war with Russia, there 
was only one flour milling company in 
Japan, namely the Nibon Selfun 
ICaidha, witli a capital of 1,000.000 yen. 
'This comiiaiiy continues to be fairly 
prosperous, but after the war three 
new coniiiaiiles wa'rc organized in aii- 
ticipiilion of tile clieaimess of new Ja- 
pan whe.it ns v>a-ll a:; an expected liro- 
duct from Korea and Manchuria, as ,a 
result of the kactlvlty of wlieat de- 
velopment In both of these countries. 
Their expectations .have not material- 
ized, as they had. W Import a consider- 
able quantity of wheat from other 
countries. The mills have not proved 
as prolituble as was expected. 

These Inlluenoes, together ■»vlth the 
present depression in the Hour trade, 
ami tlie natur;il decline in the prices 
of the various grades of. Hour that 
heen iilaeeil on the Jajianese market, 
has resulted in the sloclc of two or 
tliree comjianies being somewhat de- 
pressed. One of tho most popular 
brands of Hour whieli ;l few months 
ago held a market here at 2. SO yen 
jier baij of 50 pounds, is ppw tiuoteii at 
2.42 yen. A very largo llour hnporter 
Informed an ofllcfal connected . Wjth 
this ollice a day or two ago, that lie 
is now selling foreign flours' at a loss 
from twenty to tlilrty sen .a bag. Un- 
der these circumstances it c:in lie 
readily seen that it will not be ad- 
visable for Canadian flour to lie plac- 
ed upon the inarkel until Ihere is .a 
recovery In prices, which It Is e.\peetet| 
will take place-, .as the result of im- 
proved condiliniis In llnaiiclal circles 
towards the end of this year. Thirty- 
two thousand bags of flour were, un- 
loaded here last week from tho United 
.Slates, upon which a freight rate ot 
only $2 per ton was paid. Tho rate 
on Canadian llour from Vancouver at 
the siiiiie d.ate was 53.50 per ton.

It is almost impossible for a 
mercantile house to make u greater 
mistake In opening trade with tho Far 
I'jast than by allowing any c-ireless- 
iiess in the details of an order. 'I'iiere 
ne\-er was a more iiiistaNeii idea tli.-il 
aiiylliliig will do lor the Hast, or any- 
thing will do tor the Japanese. 'I'iie 
.lapann.se are .as slin-wd, sharp, clear- 
headed business men as exist any- 
wliero. iOvei-y Japanese tradia- tlmr. 
oughly understands the diirereiice he- 
tweeii commodities reiiuired in his 
business and those that may be fur- 
nished that do not comply with tho 
orders that he has given. When a 
.lapaiiese orders from abroad articles 
or a certain kind, lie Is not going la 
havi' pahiieil olf another character or 
another qmality or goods. lie niaki 
his own choice, .and whin hi' gi\-es :ia 
order lie exiieets his directions com- 
plied to the letter. Therefore, in deal- 
In;.; with Jaiianese, or with Chinese, 
so I'ar as tiie .subject matter is cnn- 
ceriied, Canadians of every class might 
better make up their minds to inllow 
Implicitly the directions and speeiiiea- 
tions that are given when lliey are 
tilling orders for tho East. If they 
.are not able to comply with the specl- 
licatlona pnd conditions. It wlH bo bet- 
ter, to. refu.se tlie . oriU>rs . a Itogetlier. 
Otherwise they put tliemselves in a 
position of creating an unfavorable 
inipre.ssioii In the lirst plaei' In regard 
to '.heir biislnesK c;ip.aclt,\-, iiml sec- 
imdly, they are certain to meet witii 
liiianeial losses by falling to till the 
orders iis the.\' have been gls'eii.

■looking for virgin hunting ground. But the 
occasional visitor who came and saw, what- 
ever miglu be his or her ideas concerning the 
remoteness or otherwise of Albcrni s futuie 
greatness as a commercial and agnculUiral 
:ce.ntre, invariably ^ye^t away from it impress- 
,ed with its natural loveliness and infected with 
its peculiar charm, which has ev^r given it a 
• character and individuality different from the 
other settlements on the island. 

Getting into Albenn until rcccntlv meant 
a long stage drive behind indittereiit llorse^-, 
or a (lay's sea voyage in not the most com- 
fortable and rapid of ocean-going vessels. It 
was somewhat of an adventure to the ordin- 
ary traveler ; he might find himself compelled 
against his will to spend long hours in the 
silent woods trying to keep himself warm while 
the driver of His iNlajesty's Mail tried various 
expedients to induce a baulky horse to rcsuine 
its progress over "the mountain" or walked in- 
to the town a few miles more or less to:get re- 
lays to help pull the slage through the snow

tural possibilities, the situation was one of 
great geographical importance, the commerce 
of the whole country with the Orient was 
■growing by leaps and bounds, and the ad- 
vantages of Alberni as a sea port were apnar- 
, ent to everyone who studied them 5 the rail- 
-way had to come, and will soon now be an 
accomplished fact. Albcrni the old will lose 
something of its old-time romantic charackT 
but it had to be, "the old order changeth and 
giveth place to the new," the march of prog- 
ress cannot be stayed, and the little commun- 
ity of struggling pioneers, who originally 
looked upon the country and saw that it was 
good, and had the courage of their convictions, 
are coming into their own, and a city is in 
the making that is speedily going to develop 
into one of the big cities of the Pacific coast. 

Optimists ever, even in the days when 
"they could not give their land away," the 
Aibe'rni folk have seen their optimism justi- 
fied and can afford to .smile now as they look 
back on days of early struggle and hardship, 
lightened as they were by the good-fcllow- 
siiip and social ties of their little clan. Such 
is the magic of the steel rail. Shrewd busi- 
ness men have been getting in "on the ground 
floor," for, with the coming of the iron horse, 
the future of this region is assured. The 
friendly rivalry of the "Old" and the "X>-.'." 
town will soon be a thing of the ]):isl. The 
Old town, situated on the bank of the river a 
mile or two above the navigable hea 1 of Al- 
berni canal, and the New town on the salt 
water where the railway will have its terminus 
and the largest steamers can berth, will soon 
be linked by a chain of buildings stretching 
along the waterfront for more than a mere 
mile or so. The motor car has made the tri]) 
through some <if the pick of Island scenery 
and also some of the pick of Island timber, — 
the finest left on the Pacific coast, — a quick 
and pleasurable undertaking for the most 
delicate, and the place offers new attractions 
to everyone, the business man and the investor 
. no less than the sportsman, wlio lierc will fiiul 
a perfect Eldorado, and the tourist and artist 
, and in fine every lover of majestic and varied 
.' scenery on land and water. 

It is easy to I)c enthusiastic about the fut- 
ure of this place for those who know it, and 
who have h^ng realized that all it needed was 
transportation facilities, and liic ncAvconier is 
(|uitc easily convinced for reasons that must 
be obvious to those on the spot. 

Before many years are over our heads tiu re 
is going to be itiore than one town on the v,'tst 
coast, Dut Alberni . will be the first aiid prob- 
ably always the biggest, being as it is so con- 
trally situated and within such 'easj*^^ distance 



of the east coast also. Financial panic in the 
world's big markets may cause a temporary 
set-back, but the world is progres.sivc and the 
world is smaller than it used to he and the 
parts (jf it arc becommt^ bcltci known to each 
otlT'r Capital is l)ei,anning to realize the 
great attractions that Vancouver island has to 
offer; it wants its timber, it wants its agri- 
cultural produce, it wants its minerals and it 
wants them now |ust as soon as it can gel 
them opened up. The trade with the awakened 
east IS growing m unporlanee every day, time 
IS getting more and more an object to the trav- 
eler and the merchant, the AU-F-Jed route grows 
nearer and nearer to the goal ol realization, 
and less and less to be a dream 01 grcat-thmk- 
ing, patriotic minds, and the shortening 01 
that route by a dav or even a few hours wil! 
make a mighty difference. 

Natural wealth, geographical iitua).ion, un- 
rivalled harbourage for any .sized vessels, 
proximity to abundance of coal, apuit from 
other minor commercial advantages and the 
niagnificcnt attractions it ofter^ to the touri 
and the sportsman cannot fail 10 make Albcrni 
one of the great coast cities e)fthc near future. 

That Albcrm has a peculiar charm of its 
ov. n, none, who have i vcr been there m the 
good old summer time, would ever be likely u 
c'spute. Its situation at th^^jiead of »hf long 
arm of the sea, which windi^ through steep 
wooded mountains into the licart of the Island, 
until it gives jdacc u> a wide fertile, valley, 
where good soil and a genial climate combine 
to yield a liberal rewar(l to the industrous far- 
mer, who is not afraid to juit his own hand to 
the axe and i)lough, bordered on the one side 
by the IScaufort range, and branching off into 
smaller valleys on the other, enclosing great 
lakes of surjKissing loveiiiiels, tempting places 
to the ^ortsman and the artist, and surround- 
ed by vast tracts of giant timber, foreground of 
blue waters and green herbage, background of 
great suow-capi)ed mountains, guarding the 
secret treasures of their mistress Nature, no 
wonder that the pioneers of Alberni lookctl-.'up(^;. 
on the country and saw tliat it was good.' Np 
wonder they could see-b^ifco'^ ^Ij*^ year§ of toil, 
inseparable from the'tcmq'ucst^ of the vir'gin 
forest and the want for atime of modern means 
of quick transportation to afford a market for 
the result of their labors and the natural 
wealth of their chosen land of pronifse;--. 

The scenery of Alberni district is unique, 
even for this province, and as undoubtedly the 
physical characteristics of a country, as much 
as its climate, have a great influence in mould- 
ing the character of its inhabitants, so it comes 
about that the settlenKJit has long been famous 
for its bon camaraderie and its cheerful optim- 
ism. 

The charm and romance of the old world 
and the charm and ropianced of the new world 
are very different. !^ach has much to offer in 
its own' way but the ways are very different. 
It is not the l.iay of Naples of which they say 
"See the Hay of Naples and die." I have seen 
the I'.av (if .\'a])les, and can be thankful that I 
still liv'cd to see Albcrni, its harbor, its moun- 
tains, its wide luxuriant valley and its .cool 
transparent lakes. Naples is magnificent, and 
the sight of Vesuvius with the recollection of 
its terrible history is awe-inspiring; but the av- 
erage Neapolitan is dirty, and his bay when 1 
saw it was none too clean; the boatload .of 
seed}- musicians, t^vanging guitars aiul mando- 
lins, 'not forgetting: at frequent intervals to hold 
out the inverted umbrella for the coppers of 
some ocean liner's passengers, loses pictur- 
cs(|ueness by comparison with the silent canoe- 
load of British Columbia's aborigines, and Ml. 
Arrowsmith, magnificent as Vesuvius, has none 
of the latter's cruel horrors to its discredit. 

Commercialism is to the fore in these days, 
"We cannot live on scenery," is the common 
remark nl the business man "who is not here 
for his lieallli." 'i'riie enough as far as it goes 
but labnr is lightened by beautiful and healih- 
fill surroundings, and the business man who lo- 
cates in .Mbcriii, and there will be many of 
them in the near future, will find there abun- 
dant recreation ready to his hand, side by side 
with abundant opportunity for the exercise of 
his business capacity, for .Alberni, from being 
a peaceful little hamlet is going to become a 
mighty city. Commercial depression, which 
has disturbed the money centres of the world 
is passing, the wise men are coming out of the 
cast, wise because they are leaving the east to 
bring their capital and energies to the ,west, 
where opportunity is knocking at the door. 



There are no less tljan five or six ship 
yards in X'ictoria and this is becoming our most 
important industry. Jt is only natural consid- 
ering the large extent of sea coast Canada has 
on the Pacific and tlie ever increasing carrying 
trade to ah partS' of the world, particularly 
to the Orient, the more and larger ships must

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X a scries of arliclcs tlic I.oikIoii 
Slaiulartl is reviewing Uic official 
reports of the British officers iti 
the field during the Russo-Japan- 
ese war. The first is as fohows: 
Ruthless, relentless economy 
is the policy at present prescribed 
to the War Office, so it inay be 
assumed that this is tlie reason 
why the official history of the Russo-Jaiianese 
v.ai lias taken the part'cuhir form in which it 
is presented to the British public. Had it been 
modelled on the more literary pattern <:.{ tlie 
German official account of our own Snutli 
African war, for instance, a more rcadaldc 
chronicle would have been ])ro(hicc(l. Still, 
this series of direct stateincnis of fact from 
the i)ens of those British officers who were 
lirivilep^ed to be present in the actual cockpit 
forms a very vivid record of a great military 
tragedy. For the advanced student ample ma- 
terial i.s provided by the detailed narratives of 
the various writers and the excellent and care- 
fully prepared maps and plans. 

Official histories should, however, aim not 
only at the instruction of the higher ranks. Imt 
should eijiially tempt the no\-ice to tlie stn(l>- 
of the science of war. It nvdy be ddubtccl \^•lu■- 
iher these uncollatcd re])orts, most of which 
assume a complete knowledge of the military 
organization of the two antagonists in their 
readers, will afford sufficiently attractive faro 
to the weaker appetites of junior officers un- 
less driven to its assimilation by examination 
exigencies. What a l.ihor of love it would 
have been for the late Col. C.. K. i"". Henderson 
to iiind together and illuminate with his won- 
derful power of pen the disconnected and oc- 
casionally inharmonious chapters into one con- 
tinuous narrative. VVc hope that private en- 
terprise may still carry out so valuable a work. 

Meanwhile, but little fault can be found 
with the copious and often admirably express- 
ed reports lliemsel\-es. \\'ord-i)ainting is con- 
spicuous liy its absence. Connncnt is witii- 
hehl. Praise and lilame musi be sought be- 
tween the lines. A succession of well-ordercil 
and matter-of-fact chronicles; some essays on 
the military .systems of cither combatant : 
graphic descriptions of the more important 
topographical features — each separate docu- 
ment with the covering letter of the senior fu" 
ficer who forwarded it — .such is the official 
commentary on the recent war drama of llie 
Furthest East. 

It goes n'illioul saying that it is no nnc:;- 
pnrgatcd edition of the official post i)ag which 
i.s now published for the first time. Consider- 
ation for the feelings of our allies has no doubt 
distated the suppression of faint praise or 
direct criticism. A generous desire to spare 
the vanqui.shed friend has equally certainly cx- 
ptmged occasional i)assages \\liich might ha\\- 
caused old wounds to smart afresh. Indeed, 
the absence of skilful editing betrays the lact 
in more than one iucom])lete sentence and 
broken thread in other places than where a 
tell-tale line of asterisks confesses to a hiatus. 
But there are more noticoai)lc errors which 
should not have escaped the attention of the 
revising eye. h"or instance, where one report 
states that the Japanese soldier can"ies a 
weight of 5'') 11). in full marching nrdcr, an- 
other loads him with the still more ci-ushing 
burden of 90 lb. Numbers arc mu given with 
invariable accuracy. On i)age of the third 
\olume there appears to be a di.scrcpancy of 
ten thousand bayonets in the total st'^ength of 
ihc Japanese field annv south of .Mnkdei'. 

^Vhilc one officer disconr'-es ca- the 'i''\;in- 
l.'-.gc to llie Uiissia.ii artiller\ nf liax-mg I'cr 
years eriiployed smokeless ])io\(ler. not (inl\- on 
acti\e service, Inil at peace maiiocuvres. an- 
other report, on tactics, ;illudcs tu the dis;i(l- 
\antage under which the Russian g'uis labor- 
ed .in not cm|)loying smokeless powder. There 
arc frcc|iicnt instances in which a rejiort com- 
mencing as :\ personal narrati\e suddenly

.An introdnctorv cliai)ter on the organiza- 
tion for war of the opposing armies would 
have \cry greatly assisted the reader who is 
not N'ersed in the lext-honks on the subject, 
;!iid is iinniediaiel \- coiicerncd with such cpics- 
tions as the r(dati\e streuglhs of a Japanese 
and Russian baiallion. 1 ir the difference be- 
t\\-een a I'cgidar and resel l c unit of the latter 
aDU}. It is true that must of such ( piest ii m.-^ 
arc uin'a\elled before the conclusion of the 
three volumes, but the stu<lcnt shouhl be en- 
abled to start equipped with a useful know- 
ledge of these matters. .A ihorongbly good 
inde.K to each vohnne would go far lowards 
rcinedjdng this sborlcoming — but the exist ing 
index can onl}- be clirn-acleri/.ed as an inade- 
(|uate atlcni])t. The lesson fr(un Manchuria 
is none the less distinct because coineyed w'wh 
lack of lilcrar}' finish and in cundDrous fcnni. 
Tlie condemnation of military faults which is 
conveyed by silence can be as biting as that 
poured out in winged words, and no amount 
of expurgation can disguise the hittei- truth 
concealed in these kiters from .Maiichuria. 

Ikdienioth and Leviathan ha\e e\er formed 
the parable fc)r opposing monsters who wei'e 
dejirived <jf a connnon arena foi- battle. \\-[ 
in these volumes we see I.A'viathaii leaving his 
r.atural element and gradually establishing his 
sui)reinacy over Hchcmoth on land. Moth the 
fact and its explanation arc now matters of 
past histor\', l)nt they lose none of their weighi 
as warnings for the fnlnre in their narration 
by the spectators of ih.e duel. The struggle 
may be repeated \)y another pair of gladiators 
of similar attributes. Willjthe verdict again 



be in favor of the island race? 'I he means of 
ensuring success, humaidy sjieakiug. cannot Ix- 
intn-e i)laiulv recognized than in the record of 
this great str\iggie.

To these heavy 
drawbacks in the direction of the campaign 
the writers add much which reflects on more 
flircct and personal control on the field of 
battle. ",\ house divided against itself cannot 
stand," and this M.-iiiiierous condition appears 
to lia\'e been the rule r;ilbei than the exee])lion 
among all the staffs of llie Russi.an army at 
the front. Slrong corroborative exidence of 
.-I simil.ir state of things within Port Arthur 
has recently been given by a book written by 
a Russian, and .seems to have been largely 
responsible for llie premature surrender, whicli 
receives ihe rate dislinction — in this official 
history — of direel condeiunalion. The very un- 
s;itisfatcory syslem of appointing officers, the 
perf u iiclor^- allenlion lo training in peace- 
time, and a universal |)rediction in fa\'or of 
purely defensive tactics, whether in the ca.se 
of an arm}' or a battalion, are other causes 
whicii are mentioned as contributary of the 
Russian debacle. Against all these (Irawd)aek-s 
there seems biil one mei'it to assign to the 
Russian army — ihe magnificent 'pialilies of 
the raid< aiUl file, of whom Col, Waters writes:

W e ha\e selected I'ritish Columbia in pre- 
erence to the i^lder ])orti(jns of Canada as it 
ap])ears to ns to offer more scope for oiu" en- 
ergies, and we are being joined by a fourth 
friend at Montreal, where he journeys from 
one of - the eastern states of the United States 
of .America. Me is a farmer, the only one of 
otir party, as .1 am a civil engineer and estate 
:igeut, and the other two men arc respectively 
a civ il eitgineer and a ])rospector wdio has been 
farming in the Transvaal,, with fair success, al- 
though not enough to keep him there. 

Flowever, wc are all used to work, whatever 
it may be, and I have no doubt that we shall 
succeed in wduning a mtxiest competence, per- 
hajis even better, in the land wdierc we are 
;oing to, where we 'shall not hesitate to risk 
scjiiie small amount of capital in a fritit.farming 
venture. 

That is our ultimate aim and end, but wc. 
are determined to get thoroughly acquainted 
wdth the local conditions before we invest in 
any land. This will, of course, delay ns some- 
wdiat, but in the end we think wc .shall gain, 
as wc shall be able to choose mir ground wdth 
ca.rc and deliberation, and, moreover, wc shall 
see the possibilities of other sources of income 
which we shall need until our trees come to 
maturity. 

If we had a large capital it would not be, 

necessary, jjcrhaps, for us to consider thisj 
cpiestiun, but as our available resources are 
ipiite modest we must pay a good deal of at- 
tention to mixed farming and, indeed any 
source of revenue that may be available, the 
more so that we arc all married and have fam-! 
dies. 

The last few months we have devoted to 
collecting information about Canada from ev- 
ery quarter. Both the Ciovcrnment offices and 
our friends in Canada have been laid under 
contribution, and our stock of literature and 
pile.s^ of letters would fill a large box. 

J'rom this ma.ss of information wc have 
strauied out a few salient facts, chiefly as to 
the right sort of clothing and the best gear to 
take out, and Ave have got together the follow- 
mg impedimenta for each family: Corduroy 
suits, rough strong hoots, thick underwear, 
slrong tweed skirls and coals, plenty of flannel 
underclothing. The children lia\-e jer.scys antl 
serge skirts, and thick clothing fur the wdnlcr. 

In the way of gear my wdie and I are tak- 
ing out our linen, silver, cutlery, some few fa- 
vorite hooks and small pictures, and then we 
have ;l gun, revolver, saddle, and bridle. A 
,good slock of useful carpenters' and shoe- 
makers' tools is inchided, and wdth these two 
llierniomelers, a lactometer, small microscope, 
camera ( .\o. (). Kodak), a box sextant, Absey 
level, and a few other useful instruments oc- 
cu|)\ ing but little space. 

The engineer is taking his instruments and 
drawing materials with him in addition to 
cloihing and a fev.' other effects, and the pros- 
pector, who is on the water coming home from 
South .\frica, v.dll probably lake' with him 
much the same ;is we do.

OME years ago before the Crow's 
Nest Pass Hnc was built, in 
company wit!i one other man, 
I made a trip primarily for the 
purpose of prospecting, through 
the country in East Kootenay 
where at the moment of writing 
the fire-fiend is working such 
awful havoc. As I say tlie 
primary object of the expedition— 'was to 
search for mineral, but the chief thing that 
remains iti;the memory is not the large 
amount of mineral that was staked on that 
occasion, to tell the truth there was- none; AVe 
walked all over Avhat soon after became, the 
famous Eugene mine without even staking a 
claim and left it for oth- 
er later comers to dis- 
cover right on our trail a 
very nice-looking show- 
ing- indeed of, Bornite. 
but the weaitli of fish 
and game that was en- 
countered before the 
four months outing was 
over was something 
wonderful, especially to 
a newcomer . fairly fresh 
out from the Old Coun- 
try. • " ; ' • ' 

The trip embraces 
quite a large stretch of 
country, and as we were 
tlcpcndeht for the most 
part oil what we could 
shoot or catch for the 
main course of each 
meal, it was somewhat 
■y.- a trelief to the neAvcom- 
■ erf'^fo discover what a 
comp a r a t i V e 1 y easy 
■"thing it was- to keep 
the camp supplied with 
fresh meat and fish. 
Every little crock was' 
good for, a dish of 
tasty little brook trout, 
and'th'e^pbt of beans was 
seldbfii'A^fthout a grouse 
or fool-h'eh to add a rel- 
ish' to this nourishin'g 
and ■ sustaining, but 
soiiiew'iat tiring item of 
the prospector's bill-of- 
fare. We covered in that ' . 
trip a good many miles of forest and encount- 
ered enough adventures to satisfy the most ex-' 
actmg apfietite of the'mbs'faspirirfg tenderfoot, 
;^;jarid, Ave seemed to sec' enougn game on ihc 
•^'frfp to stock a managcric. \Ve were well 
arriied with both shotgun and rifle, though 
the former might well have been left behind, 
not that there was no opportunity to use it, 
but thiat it was ealsy enough to obtain grouse 
with' thd 'fiflej as they nearly always treed 
when ' flushed an^.iPften afford^^ sitting shots 
on the ground at" a' 'range of only a few 
yards. Even if Ave had no gun at all, avc could 
frequently have regaled ourselves on "chicken"' 
as in'this country the "fool-hen" occurs in great 
numbers, and though at first I killed one or 
tAvo Avith a charge of shot sitting, I soon came 
to adopt the method reconamended by my 
more experienced partner whose advice on the 
shooting of fool-hens Avas as follows: ""When 
out gunning for fool-hcns don't take a whole 
])ocketful of shells, they arc heavy to carrj' — 
Avhen you start out load your gun if you Avi 
3-ou never knoAV Avhat 3'ou may sec to shoot; 
Avhcn you liaA'e located 3'our bird, do not get 
excited, — it Avon't, — take your time, and lean 
your &un up against tai han<Jy tree.Jopk round 
carefully until )''ou have selected a^nice long 
stick, not too long to be- unhandy, approach 
the fool-hcn carelessly until you arc Avitliin 
striking distance, antl then let him liaA'c it in 
the neck. Shoultl he happen to be in a tree 
and there are no rocks hand}' to throAv at him, 
or you arc so bad a shot that the supply runs 
out before you hit him, it may save time to 
-Bhdpt hifjv out. of the.trec with the gun, but 
": remember that there are no ammunition stores 
in the woods, and do not waste your 
cartridges^" 

Extraordinary though this advice must 
t^ound to everyone Avho is not familiar with 
this peculiar antl toothsome bird, it is a serious 
fact that this was the way in which the mnj- 
ority of the fool-hens bapgcd Ijcl^vccn us' 
r-iWere killed. 

It seems to be a special ]irc)\-ision of Nature 
for the liardy prospector avIio is out Avithout 
his gun to have stocked this ricli mineral 
countrjr .with an abundance of . emergency 
rations "in/ the shape of fool-hens and porcu- 
pines, T'riever tacklctl the job of cooking 
these latter, but my partner assured me"niat 
they-Avere excellent if cooked according to 
his special recipe, Aviiich however he never 
used Avliile I Avas Avitli him. Possibly, how- 
ever, this was due to the unstinted supply of 
easier handled meat that, fell into our hands. 
Four kinds of grouse we killed, blue grouse, 
ruffed grouse, prairie chicken in the prairie 
country near P'oi't Steele, and our friends, the 
!fct)l-hens: three kinds of deer avc saAV, Avhitc 
tail, mule deer and caribou ; bear, avc had no 
luck Avith, though often hot on their trail, and 
seeing two; once on the trail Ave met a very 
badly scared prospector indeed, who said lie 
had just seen the biggest grizzly of the 
Kootenays pass within a few feet of him and 
preferred to remain fo'r a while in the com- 
pany of ourselves and Bet.sy Anne, the given 
name of the 50-100 Winchester Avhich the ten- 
derfoot of the party had brought out from the 
(Old Country; '

There was the usual allovv'ancc of amusing 
and tlisconcerting incitlents on the trip', 
sometimes the laugh ^on the tenderfoot hnd 
once at least on the old timer. : It . was near 
the beginning of the outing and Ave'had ^fixed 
a camp Avhich ivas intended to be ]:)ermanent 
for quite a time and avc Avanted meat in camp ; 
as a favor the greenhorn was allowetl the 
|)rivilege of making the first attempts to se- 
cure it, antl heing over-eager of course met 
with no success. vXftcr a day or two the old 
timer decided that it Avas time to go out ami 
bring in the i^epessary supply of meat , and vre- 
marked the fact as casually as if therii wefe'ti 
butcher's sliop just round the corner. The

Ducks arc to be had, 
Avhercver there arc flat mar- 
shy lands, at river mouUis, and _ also 
m manv ba'i's antl harbors, i.rruit geese ;ire 
met with in large flf)c!<s at iliffereiit ]ioinls, 
such as :it Nanaimo, iCnglishman's i-tiwr, 
twciity-fi\'c miles north t)f Nanaimo antl ;it 
Qualicuin, thirty-five miles north of Nanaimo. 
Nanaimo is a. first class central location; from 
whiclii ..to , start. 'The'irain cari be tak'e'n to 
Duncan's or Chemainus for pheasant "shooting, 
al.so to -Saanich, Avliere the birds are prol.i- 
ably more j^lentifnl than any other ])art of 
the islantl. A. steamer runs tlaily from Van- 
ctiuver, also a steamer from ,\'anaimo to 
Coniox antl Avay ports. 

One takes the Esquimalt & Nanaimo rail- 
Avay, fort}'' miles from Victoria to nuncaii's, 
Avhicli is located on the CoAvichan River, and 
lies at the foot of Mouiit Provost. This river 
is celebrated for its fine trout fishiU'Sc Here 
they, have fine shops, where; one majr^ociire 
needtd supplies, and'"^it'' iS'^^i ' reftdelvotls -tor 
fishermen and hunters. 

Sbmcnos and Ouamichan lakes, both near 
by the town, are favorite resorts for anglers. 
To reach CoAvichan Lake, twenty-two miles 
Avest, one mu.st stage it; there are good hotel 
accommodations to be found there. Deer arc 
plentiful on' the island, but rather smaller than 
on the i^ainlaind. The average Aveight for 
the dressed carcasses arcj, for, h.uckS;i from 
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ninety 'to one hundrecr^ahd siikty'pounds; for 
does, from sixty to one .hundred and forty 
pounds. The- latter are allowed to be shot, 
but are not permitted to be sold. 

A great many vdk may still be found in .the 
central jiart of the i"land. The assistance, of 
the local Indians is usually desirable to take 
them. They are procuied by .hunting pa^.tljes',''- 
starting either from a point on the Avest cdaist'; 
or from Campbell-RiA'er on. the east coast. JB'ylJ''' 
elk may be shot. vSonie arc very large and 
run up to i.roo pounds Ha'c Aveiglit. Their 
average weight is from six to nine hundred 
pountls. I'Vir the most part, the elk may be 
met antl killed on the gravel bars of the rivers, 
by which one may find his Avay to the interior 
of the island, or they may- be found - in , the ,, 
sAvamps adjacent to those streams, as they-- 
haunt the d river bottoms. ^

At Duncan's there 
are the rhi.'iniichan, the Strathcona and Koe-' 
iiig's at Sh;iwnigan lake, the (kiltlstrcam at 
Coldstream, two at Cowichan lake, the S3'"d- 
ney at- Sydney,, aiid . ativ^Ol.iemaintiSi<iCqraox;^^^^ 
and Giithberland. In - places where no ir8t'll ' 
accomniodatiori can be hatl, the farm accom- 
modations are fairly good. (;ot)tl ranch ac- 
coinrnod.'itions can lie hatl at Oualicum, and 
as a last resource 011c may camp. • ' 

The city of Victoria being entirely sur-. 
roundetl by the calm Avatcrs t}f the strait.s of 
Juan tie Fuca, and liavin.g an inlet of the sea 
running through the heart of the city, there 
arc few places Avliich have finer facilities for 
aquatic sports. All pf the towns in the prov- 
ince haA'C their' afhldti^ and lacrosse, football, 
cricket, golf, tennis and hunting clulxs, and 
Avhen situated Avhcrc the , same can ])e had, 
their rOAving, yachting anil fishing clubs. The 
VancouA'cr Yacht club has a fleet of more 
than sixty fine a'csscIs, antl there are many 
fine bfKits a.t A'ictoria. 

The llritish Columbia • coast for hundreds 
of miles north of Vancouver island is one of 
the .gri;at A-irgin hunting spots of the globe. 
One may tra/cl for days .Avithout meeting a 
Avhitc man. The islands along the coast have 
numerous, black tailed deeiv bear, and -white 
gr)at.

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AN ENDLESS SEARCH 

Scientific 111. vt'!stii?ator.s have Ijeen very; 'diligent in 
w|iat vve may call an effort to reduce nature to its 
lowest terms, that is, to discover aomethlns that will 
account for everything. It wo take anything what- 
c'Vor, wo will lind that the.re is something- that caUHcj 
it, and for tliat caiiHo \vi- can almost aiwaj's Ihid an- 
other cause; wo tlie iiuest of scleiici- has been to Had 
out tlie original physicjU cause. It has nothing: to do 
witi! religion, for, granting' that the Deity la tlio 
ovlginai flr.st cause of all that is. He operate-s through 
nature, and the, ihypdtJsatJoh Is ,tp' .^Isco.vcr what Is. 
the first .stage of tlie operation. L6rd K«Ivin was of 
the opinion, and in this his vicw.s arc tho.'^e Bonerally 
licld liy the most learned selontist.s, that it i'^ ncei^.s- 
tiary to suppose llie exi.stence of sonietliliig, whicli 
he called the ether, and for which Sir Oliver Lodge 
so'inis to prefer the word "plenum." Both terms servo 
to define tills supposed thing., It may be called the 
ether, ;bec|i.iiise ;lt Is -l^^ to our -senses: It may 

lie cnlieil'the plonuiri, or the full, because it is all- 
liervndlng. This <-fl)er or plenum, while ndt what we 
call mattei-, is .s\ibstaiu:e, tiiat is, it vll)i-ates, and 
possil.ily iias ullier :K-tl\-i- iiiialitles. Xow let no one 
suppose tlnit the existc'iiee cif^lliis tiling has bei-n ab- 
solutely pi-dved, It is infericd beeausu tiiere is no 
way of accounting for certain natural phenomena un- 
less. its existence is Inferred. Granting its existence, 
how does it act Iri order that light, heat, motion, elec- 
tricity and visible matter may be? Lord Kelvin sug- 
gested timt the i)rinial action of the ether may con- 
sist of a .series of expansions and contractions, but 
tliat tlie mass remains uninnved. .Apparently it is 
im])()ssilile for an all-pervadinj,- l)ody tn nmvo, r<n- 
. tlio reason tiiat there is no direction in which it can 
move. A tiling that is everywhere cannot go some- 
where. It inust remain where it Is. From the idea, 
which Is thus very crudely expressed. Lord Kelvin 
felt comp,eIled to Infer that the primal action of the 
ether mu.st be in the form of expan'sions and contrac- 
tions; in other words, th.at the ether is elastic, and 
may beeonu- dense or raroHed in jiiaces wltliout any 
disturbance of the wliole mass. Sir Oliver Lod^e 
tells u'a that while this hypothesis s<'eaied to explain 
many things, Lord Kelvin "f-rrew tired" at last of 
trying to malte it of universal applicability, and 
seemed Iricllneci to accept 'the Idea that some ex- 
ternal force operated upon the other. Sir Oliver 
Lodge thinks His Lordship was in haste in abandon- 
ing his theory, and -argues very learnedly to prove that 
it is not necessary to supi«)S(> the existence of any 
force outside of the iilenum itself. 

Tlie subject is too abstruse for popular treat- 
ment, but It Is interesting because it is at present 
the '<Ultitna Thule" of ■solenttfie Investigation, , So 
far the isearch has been fruitless of conclusions, but 
not barren of results. The Eclentiflc men of the 
early \'ictoriau era were Thought to have crowded 
the Creator out of His Universe. Later investigators 
seem to be reaching a ])oint where they stand helpless 
before the tJnknow'ablo. Ijct It be remembered that 
more was claimed for- the early Victorian scientists 
than tiiey clalmea foy themselves, .~X..et It be remem- 
bered that true science never claims to have spoken 
the last word on .any subject. It only gives its best 
^ conclusions from things of which ^ it believes itself 
certain. It is ready to al)imdon tho.sc conclusions 
if any uncertainty or error is shown in the premises 
from .which it argu(;s. .So it Is ciulto premature to 
suppose that Lord Kelvin or Sir Oliver Lpdgc are to 
' be taken as hitvrlng gone as far as Iny.estlga^lon can 
go; but it Is worthy of' mention that the fii'rther they 
go, the more likely it seems that, if the end of the 
search is ever reached, it will be when llie invcsti- 
gator.s lind themselves confronted with that for 
- which thejr,can. find poi other name than, "I Ani."

'■Wo have . seen In previous articles that. In the 

First Century of the present Era, Germanic tribes 
began to ))re.ss down upon the frontiers of the iios- 
si-ssions of Rome, wliieli .lulias Caesar liad adiled to 
the empire, ami tliai cms resulted, after many yi'ars, 
in tlie oceupatiou of those regions by the invaders. 
Thesi! people did not drive out the inhabitants, but 
a-«simiiatod tlH-m; the resulting population exhibiting 
iiti-'ljiBiiltutlons, manners and speech many of the Ro- 
iiT.i;i characteristics. We have seen that Attila swept 
over the country with his ferocious Iluns, thereby 
coinpolllnp; ilio Roman governors to cons(j| idati! their 
lorccs for tiie I'.cfeneo of their territory. We have 
. also seen that lat(-r the Franks cxtiiigulshr-d the rem- 
-".:ihrits uf Romar. supremacy and foundiMl the kingdom 
'of yrrance; which speaks a tongue derived from the 
Latin, ttiiu is Inhabllod by people," who, though they 
bear; a Teutonic name and arc largely of Teutonic 
'"»iiOCl{, are gi'oatly ilifl^onnt from the other Teutonic 
'nation;;. While these ^'vents were lransi)iriiig, there 
".V'l'o o'lier tribes, se.-mingi.v of the sam<' stock, in tin; 
fc;'e-jt recesses oi' fentr.il Kuioi)c: and upon the coast 
of tlic .\ortli .S-.-a, wiiich knew nothing of Rome ox- 
c.cpt Ijj; hearsay, and preserved unimpaired their pe- 
culiar social systems; They were known by vtirlous 
names, but those "with which wo are now concerned 
A\ fe.

Ali 
th-.: communities weri- fV'ivi-nied by tlie .same general 
luv,:!, hut every (i,.K s!.ion of eoir.niunal iiilei'est was 
ciooiOed in v.'liat came to be kaov.'n as "villaB'i-moots," 
antl^wero the prototypes of our .oarllaments.

, vye musl pass on to the tirao, about four centuries 
later, when the Jutes, who had taken possession of 
Kent, the Saxons, who had oreupled thi' -southern and 
eastern liart of the e-oiintry, and tile Angles, who were 
in iiossession of the iiortliern and central parts, uc- 
kno-i\'ied;;cd I'^gbert of Wesscx as their King. It. Is 
to be noted lliat the Knyllsh conquest of .Britain dlfr' 
forcd materially from the l-Vanklsh conquest i of 
France, In that It was^ stoutly, resi.jstodJ,:^y 
tivo ir.habitant.'^, Who refusod' to .■submit to the in- 
\'adcrs, and retired i;ito roinote iiart:; of the island. 
Jlence the J'^n.nlaiid of liglirrt v.'.'is eornnoseil of a 
h.omogcneouK pnjnile.tion, who brought with them 
frcm Europe the Institution:) above referred to, 'and 
established them free from intermixture with Ro- 
man laws and customs. 13urlng the years preceding 
Egbert's supremacy, the Danes had harried the coasts 



and landed' marauding parties, but the number of 
those peojilo, who llnally remained in the country, 
even after they had placed kings of their own lineage 
upon the throne, was nut large enough to alter ma- 
terially this character of the population. AVo have 
spoken of the English comiuest, instead of using the 
iioTuilar expression "Anglo-.Saxon," for the roaso^ 
that the greater .number by far of ;,the Teutonic iii- 
vadors of Britain were Angles, aiid the chroniclers of 
that tliue used the term Angles as descriptive of the 
whole. The term Anglo-Saxon is not ;nudern, how- 
ever, for in some of the charters gr;tnted by Alfred 
and his successors the expression "rex Anglosaxmi- 
orum" occurs. 

When Alfred came to the throne the pro.'ipccts be- 
fore the lately united English kingaofn'.' were very 
doubtful, and there can bo no question that If ho 
had not b-eon a man of excoplional ability the Danes 
wouhl have heconn.' masters of the land and have' es- 
tablished their Institutions iijion the ruins of the 
popular government then existing. TIu; expression 
"popular government" may secni ineonslsteiit with 
the term "kingdom," and especially a kingdom e.s- 
tabllshed more than a thousand years- ago; yet It Is 
correct, for the early English kings, who e.xerclscd 
over the whole country the. powers iio^sesseil by the 
kings of the VIeiitarehy, as Anglo-Saxon I'higlaiul pre- 
vlou.'i to the time of Egbert is somewhat erroneously 
ealle(i, were vested with jiower solely b\ tlu^ ixipular 
will, and for the cenvcnience of having some leadr-r 
in charge of the forces during tlie wars that pre- 
vailed almost without Interruption. The people re- 
tained their ancient institutions unimpaired, and here 
let us pause to sa.v that the Common Law, wlileh is 
regarded as the greatest possession of thc> 1-higl i.'ili - 
siieaklng race tin- world over^ Is only the evolution 
of those prineijiles of soeial liolily, whieh llie l'":ng- 
lish brought to Jjritain lifteen eentm-ies ago, and the 
origin of which Is lost in the mists of. antluulty. Of 
Alfred we need only say that he made England pos- 
sible, that his powerful personality revived ftie cour- 
age' of the peoide, that ho freed the country from the 
invader, that he eonipiled the laws of the Jinglish 
nation, that he eiieouraged etlueation, whieh had fall- 
en to :i very low ebb, that lie tilaeed the descendants 
<if the Britons on the same ]ilane of criuality as the 
English, that he fostered Christianity, that he estab- 
lished the first English navy, aria' that he made pos- 
sible a permanent English dynasty, for with all the 
changes that have taken place in royal houses la 
England, tlie blood of Alfred Hows in the veins of 
Kdward VII. .-Mfred was born A.D. 819; he jisceiided 
the throne in .\.D, S71; he died in A.D. 901. 

When we rellect for a moment upon the place 
lield by the English race in the progress of the world, 
its vast numerical increase, :the enonijous territory 
over which- it holds sway, its influence upon the de- 
velopment of civilization and Its position in relation 
to all other races, surely the man, by ' whom the 
foundation of this vast edilice was laid may well 
be called the greatest Maker of History of wliom wo 
have ,'iny record. Not only England and tlie United 
Kingdom can look back to him as the founder of their 
greatness, but. vast ragions beyond- the .seas, and a 
hew nation, Indepiihilent; It is true of the kingly lino 
which lie established upon tlie throne, have the right 
to claim a share in the glory of his achievement. Tho 
ancient world called Cyrus "the Great," but the 
emiilre wlilcli he reared began to decay as soon . as his 
body was laid in the tomb. Alexander was culled 
''the Great," but the . empire, which, he founded, soon 
perished. Tlje Friiikish kl\ig vCharlea" 
lis- ''the Grdat','"- aiid we' always speak (if liim as 
Cliarlema,gne, but though the title of Kniperor sur- 
vived hlni, tin- oiniiire did not. Rut Alfri'd, who was 
never in his time called "the (Ireal," founded that 
which not only liiis endured to this day, but seenis 
destined in the providence of Clod to eonlinu<' tu be 
the potent factor of a political nature, fo.r tiie better- 
ment of humanity. His tltle,'/;!the.dreat,'/ ^Avaa,. con- 
ferred upon him not by courtiers dcsli-ous of gain- 
ing his praise, nor by potentates desiring his suiiport, 
but by the unanimous voice of History. Tlu' source 
of his gre;itness was in iiis courage, his patriotism, 
his (.'hristianity. .-Vs the .\-ears roll on the strength 
and nobilitj- of his character and the work which lie 
did for the world is more liighly appreciated. The 
millennium of his death was observed all; around 
the earth, and there is no other king, soldier or 
statesman of whom this can be said. 



NATIONAL RIGHTEOUSNESS 



"Rlgliteousncss exaltetli a nation, btil sin is a re- 
proach to any people." So wrote Holomon, King of 
the Jews. This Is, of course, 'true of imiividual right- 
eousness. Given a nation consisting of people who 
live righteous llve's, and it will necessarily enjoy 
prosperity. But it was probably not of this that 
Solomon w.as thinking when ho iieniuMl tlii.s ])roverb, 
for there is such a tiling as national righteousness. 
It is iiardly necessary to say that tln^ best that I's in 
people does not always find expression in tlie con- 
djict of tho affairs of their country, but that- too 
often the contrary rule prevails. Lust of power, 
Belflshness,- Indifference and dl3hont2'3ty, have far too 
much influence in dctcrmlnin.g the policy of states. 
,\ow in what follows there will he no appeal to 
inditieal sinners, Init only to the ixMiple, who thank 
(iod that tliey arc not as other men ;ire, and who 
keep out flf politics for fear that thi'ir holiness may be 
smirched by contact with "tiie great unwasliotl." Tho 
reason wliy there is not a higher degree of national 
righteousness exliibited In the conduct of tho affairs 
of our country is because of the scltlsh IndifCerence 
oj' r.'reaL iAi:nber oi" peo]ile, who will not i)Iay their 
proper |i;irl as citizens ol' tlieir eonntry. 'i'liere w;is 
a man once living I'l Victoria, v/h.o, wlien asked why 
he had not voted at an election, replied that there 
was not a man In public life in British Cdumbla, 
who was deserving of his conlldcnco. This man 
was engaged in business, was on all other questi(jns 
normal in his viev/s, hut he believed that his religion 
v.-oulil not Ju.stify him in taking part in Tmblie af- 
fars. "SN'i' havi' si-en men, v.'lio wore full of condemna- 
tion of the manner in which affairs arc administered, 
and yet who never In any wiiy whateyer contributed 
towards bringing about a! bettor condition of things. 
Hence it is true that men, who are personally rlgfit- 
eous, contribute to tho de\-e|npinont of that "sin, 
whicdi Is a reproach to an\' iicoide." 

To ;Lppl.v to this a::peet of cjiir nation;il life an ox- 
liressioii tiiat Is much used in jiarly warfare, '"it I;; 
time for .a cliange." Now this- is not to bo under- 
stood In any sense as a political article. It is not In- 
tended to Induce people to rally to the support of one 
party aa against another. It is meant to Impress all 
who read it with the need of Identifying tliemselvca 
with Ihe work of the ji.art.v which appeals most 
closely to their symp;i.t!iies. It is written in the hope 
that voiiii' one, who nails it, nin.v he led to take a 
keener liitercit in public affairs, and by participating 
in the* act ive work o^' polUlcs.' cpiUrlbute towards - the. 
Improveinent of the tone of public ; seritlmont. *It Is ' 
(loubtloas Irtio that iiolltics havoj^suriK- tpVa compar- 
atively low plane. Xot that political .leaders Jiro nu n 
of low standards of morality and citizenship, but 
!ii'e;ii;:-e tb.r;.' ai'e not jiroix rly barked u)) by men (jf 
high stanr.ards. 

It Is pleasing to be able to nolo throughout Can- 
ada a growing appreciation of the need for bettor 
politics. It is iinding its way oven into the strongest 
party papers, and It is confined to no particular 
party. It Is due In part to an awakening of public 



men to tho fact that methods which woi'ked little 

harm, when the ccnmtry was jioor'and unlnfluentlal, 
may do iricalcuhible nilse'hief in a country tliat is 
becoming rich, prosperous and Import.ant. It is also 
due to a growing appreciation of tlie potential grcat- 
nc-ss of the Dominion. As yet it is a movement con- 
fined to the politicians thom.solves. So, far as is ob- 
servable. It' has tinpt^^^oxtendM^^^^ to . 
arouse tho.se, who take no part ''In '■riolltlcs ' except to 
vol(,', and do thnt almost under compulsion, to the 
fact that tliey ha\'e a duty to perform. It does not 
yet ai)i)i'ar to Imve inllneiieed the Cliureh to throw 
Its gri'at liKliteiice Into the work of purifying poli- 
ties. Rut some m.ay ask if there is not danger o£ 
introducing politics into the pulpit, if preachers talk 
about the.; necessity of promoting national rlghteoiis- 
nons. By no me.nns. There are cbrtiiin Ideals of cltl- 
/.enshlp that can be held up for Imitation, certain du- 
ties of cilljienship thi' perl'onnan(!e of Vi'liieli can bo 
enjoined, without making the slightest reference to 
i)v)lltical i)arties or to iiolitic;ii Issues. It Is sufdcient 
to point out tlie right way. There is no necessity 
of trying to jiersuade people that certain public men 
have done wcong. Tbe duty of all Canadians Is to 
arouse thejnselves to an appreciation of the duties of 
eitlzenshiii. In endeavor to [iromole national right- 
ei.iusness, and tlii.-: is not to hi- done slnuily by turn- 
ing (uu'. political i)aity out and jiultin.g anotiier poli- 
tical iiarty in, but by all citizens bearing their share 
of national responalbilitios. If this were done in 
Canada, tho country would rapidly be exalted.

THE MORAL RESPONSIBILITY OF 
PUBLIC MEN 

No man lives unto himself. Whether we choose 
to do so Of not, whether we bo publics men or private 
men, whether our circle of acauaintance be large 

or small, Wit cxc-reisc our Influence to a greater or 
less extent uijon the lives uf those about us. Just 
as there is nothing in Nature so small that it does 
not affect something else, no act of Nature so trivial 
that it duey not make an Impression quite endless 
in its results; so it seems to be one of tho laws of 
the unl-verse :that no .huma.n being can be .without 
' his Influence upon the world in' which he lives. No 
one of us can eseai)e the I'esponslhillty. It i.s ours 
by right of" heritage, a right of heritage that wo 
make Divine, if wo so govern ourselves as to be 
worthy of tlie responsibility... 

There are of course Ithoso among us who exert a 
much greater- influence, tipbi^',mariklnd than the large 
majority, j though. A9metImeg^;thoso pf^wh'b , wo hear 
■ the least wield this power," to an unlimited extent 
and effect without Intention and without knowledge, 
upon the lives of all of those with wiiom they eomc 
in contact. Among this latter cla.-js are many women, 
gentle women whose dpme'StU; carv's ni;ike It jies- 
slble for them to have few If any interests outside 
; their own, immediato circle, ; ai}d who . perhai)s feel 
■thfet'r lltiiltatlonii ' and^regfret 'the 'i.qe^TOih^ '^aw^^ 
' of their lives. , Yctnt>-'14'i'f>;tli^sa .very-'?wbm 
it may be said "the liaid 'that'TOCks' the' cfadlo'niles 
the wmld. ' Wi- hear little 6ven of tho mothers of 
our greatest men. 

But tliere is u lai'ge class whose great influence is 
acknow]edg<'d and (|uite witliout (lucstlon, and it Is 
, composed of those who stand in the white light of 
•. ipubllglty;! chosen, to; llirhlgh places, or who- earn cbn- 
sp'lcuoiis positions tiirbu'gh the efforts oi" their own 
undivided ;ieal and will. Of the two classes It is safe 
to say that as a rule it is the' men of the latter 
class who are deserving of the most credit <and whom 
we strive the most earnestly to <-niul;ite, feeling that 
it is in the iiowcr of us all to accomplish, single-hand- 
ed, wliat they have accomplished. We try to .demon- 
strate to (Sur children or to thoso','\yhom w,o teach, 
'the pfalseworthlncss of our "self-made" great men. 
We are constantly setting them iii> as an example for 
them to follow, iierhaps ignoring a little the (luite 
a|>parent and selllsh na)tiv.- tliat in nine casi's out 
of ten is bi'liind the result in the- lives of -juch per- 
sons, igoring, too, in many instances, the question- 
ablenoss of the results. Whatever may be said about 
the ralson d'etre of 'ttie ambition 'of our .forefathers, 
there' i-s no use In equivocating about tho" real Im- 
petus that drives most of us in our work today, he 
we artists, lu'ofi'sslonai men. cr.-iflsmen or public 
iiien. It is tlu! desire to get nioni>y, not a llttlo 
nnmey to enable tis to live in modest contentment 
and to help others do the same,- O^ough wo tell our- 
selves that this Is our object in the llrst place, but a 
quite unlimited amount of money. For Herein lies the 
curse of this spur to modern Industry, wo cannot 
and shall not l:now satisfaction or contentinonl, or 
-.iny of tile blessed states of mind th;it Inward iicaco 
makes iios.silji'^, as Ion;,' .1;; we pursue the ever- 
lloein.g pluintoni of ritln s. 

While there is no (ine.dion that selt-m;idc men in 
most instances deserve the credit of their acliieve- 
ments, there is also- little' doubt to which members of 
the class spoken of above belongs tho greater rc- 
si)onsibllit,\-. If We lu'e chosen to fill a lofty iiosi- 
tlnn and aeeiiiL tiiat i)ri\'ili'ge, in all manliness, wo 
slioalil sirivo to be worthy of the task undertaken. 
P., It 11 we offer ourselves as candidates for a post 
of lienor and are taken upeu our own reeommonda- 
tin, can the vei'y greatest effort wo maltc to i>rove 
our fitness bo any too much'/ There are some good 
qualities which, thank God, wc as a nation pos.sess, 
and among the-ni is tliat of p;\trlot ism. 'I'liere Is not 
one among us who di.ie;; not homn- tin' Hag that jn'o- 
teets us, not oiu- of lis. who, if lii.'i country were in dan- 
g( r, v.'onid not llock.to that same .standard and shed 
the last drop of blood, if nei'd be, for tho defence and 
Ijrotection of our cuntry. There is not one among us 
Who lias not the will, and endeavor to And the moan.^i 
to aid our fellow-creatures In time of great calamity. 
There are very fi-w ainong n^ who do not respect tho 
Christliko n.ttributi'S of eoura,,!;e, iionesly, purity and 
unselflsline.sM. Jiul among u:> all how many are tlicro 
who In-ive (lie courage to .act according to our con- 
\'lctions in regard to any"b'f those qualities whore oiir 
own individual selves are^ concerned'/ Surely even 
the duality of patrlotl'ani'can scarcely be attilbuted 
to most of UH, who are "trustees of tho public good," 
for, In our elforl at self-;iggr:imli-/,emeiit and nioney- 
;;etting, all other tiiin.gs are lost .'d;-;lit of, llic. honor 
(hie those Id \slioni we are imleljted for our position, 
till' duty we owc^ to a public wliom we have pledged 
om'.'.elves to ^iervi.'.

About the Road and 





HAVE off-en urged that all the 
bodies interested in ihe future (.)f 
aulomohilism should how devote 
their attention to this great ques- 
tion, ijie road question, and to 
nothing else," writes Lord Mon- 
tagu in his papcr^'be Car. "U is the question 
of our dav both ffoni a public and automobile 
[•-oint of view, and if if is not tackled seriousl}' 
win prove .?n insuperable obstacle to the ad- 
vancement of aulomohilism, and may even lead 
to reactionary and unfavorable legislation frOm 
our point of view. 

"It is in this spirit that 1 say that, good as 
the intentions of the R. A. C. may have been 
with regard tfl' the 2000 Miles' Trial, (he 
energy, time, .iihd expense involved were not 
worth it, F,A'cry nerve ought to be strained to 
try to solA'-e fli'^ problem of making a cheap and 
dustless road.'jlt has been proved already that 
practically tlfe only difficulty is one of cost. 
But how much more ccjstly a hitiiminous road 
would be over a series of years is not yet 
proved. Anil, naturally, it goes without s;i>-- 
iiig that it \rould„takc a long time to convert 
all the dusty roads of this country into dustless 
ones, let alone the question of the expenditure 
of money involved. But, first of all, it mu.st 
be denioiistratcd to the general public, not only 
to road en>,dneers, that dustless roads can be 
made. This is the urgent need of today.. . 

"The pi-ogrammc therefore that f a'aVdcate 
is as follows: First of all, let a road be built 
across some public or ])rivatc land leading, say, 
from one main road to another, or from one 
])oint ou one main road to another point over 
Avhieli uolhing but motor vehicles should be 
alloAved. Tlds expcrimeuttd piece should be 
constructed at the expense of motor associa- 
tioHs and individual motorists. If no other 



land is availalile 1 am quite prepared to con- 
sider whether 1 cannot arrange for such a road 
to be made through my estate near Slough, 
leading from the Bath road towards Hton, 
Datchet, and Wind.sor, which could be an al- 
ternative road, to that alt"eady existing. This 
road, of course^ Avould be confined to motor 
vehicles only. 

"A second demonstration should be made 
by carrying out .sonic Srich proposal as was 
submitted to the Surrey County Council and 
favorably con.sidcrcd by them some two years 
ago, namely, that some six lUiles on the Riplc}' 
road should be laid with dustless nuitcri:il at 
the e.vpense of those interested in the (piestir>n. 
The guaranlfTrs of the expense would then re- 
ceive the usual grant made by the Council in 
raspect' bf the^cost of the road. for. a, -period, of , 
' riot less tiiah five :or seven years.' These t\Vcf 
■propositions arc practical* and can be carried 
iiit(j effect for co'mparatiA'cly little money, the 
first by an expenditure of seiiiictiiiiig like 
.£1.000 to £1,500, and the second at an ex- 
pense of, say, £r),ooo. The results would not 
only 1)0 of value in this country to every road 
user and motor-car niamifacturer, but to every 
road engineer all over the world. 

■ "As it has been said so often before in 'J'ho 
Car, remove the dusi iiuisanee and the ;in- 
lipatliy to motor-cars and the protests against 
thcii' use would soon diminish to a yanisliing- 
pbiiit-. ' If, in 'additi6il,''tliC sirialt riiiiibnty who 
drive to the common danger could be, elimin- 
ated, or their career made very difficult, w-J 
could Avail in ]iieee with the certainty that 
Parliament woukl shortly reino\-c the speed 
limit upon roads, and that the pcjimlacc Avoidd 
cease to have any feeling whatever against 
tlic ngw form of locomotion. It is on the road 
and its making that avc should all concentrate 



Jt is on the road and its 
making that our future depends. The rest is 
as nothing."

She came of healthy parentis, 
and was herself healthy in both body and mind 
until she suffered from an attack of influenza. 
Then the changes of personality began to 
manifest themselves, some complete, otliers in- 
complete, soiiie s.uddciij others gradual in ap- 
pearance. In Some ca§es the patieiit Avas total- 
ly, and m all partially, ignorant of her life dur- 
jljg' other states. Acconiplishineiits, ■ 'such''' as 
draAving and Avriling. as avcII as tlic normal 
^ faculties, were ])rcsent in certain states, but- 
' Averc lost in others. While in a blind condition 
she developed the faculty of drawing by sense 
01 touch alone, which sense appeared to' be en- 
ormously increased in delicacy. 

Her character and behavior in some states 
differed widel}' from Avhat they Avcre in others. 
The duration of these different pcrsoniditics 
varied from a few minutes to ten Aveeks'. Her 
normal stale grew gradually less frequent and 
of shorter duriilioii, and finally di.sapiieared al- 
together. The various stages lasted about 
three years altogether, until ultimately a par- 
ticularly abnorm.'d condition or state v.'as 
reached in which she has remained. She con- 
tinues intelligent, and able tp.wprk, but is ut- 
terly oblivious to any of her previous con- 
dition.s. ^ 

- These questions of dual personality are not 
the figment of Robert Louis vStcvenson's im- 
agination, in Dr. Jekyll and Mr, Tlydc, as 
many seem to think, but are real questions ar- 
ising from cases which come into the hospitals 
every day. The doctors contend with only the 
physical side of the (lucstiori, leaving thc cthi- 
cal and spiritual aipcct to those Avho make 
"p-sychology their special study.

A well al tended meeting of the 
Farmers' Institute was held on Saturday after- 
noon in., the Court House, when Pi-of, W- S. 
:*Tlior fiber; Hbrtictilturtst of th^:' Washington 
. Agricultural College, of Pullman, who sjiokc 
"vfery entertainingly on the subjeets of orchard 
care and fruit pe.sts, addressed the meeting. 
-Prof. Tliornber is one of tlic most i)Ieasing 
•■speakers that has ^ ever appeared in this city, 
and his remarks were listened to , -With' great 
attention, and- numerous questions \^c'rc asked 
him at-sliQCt'iirte^valp during his .iddrcss. 
• He^'feyent*a'';g'6dd deahof time in giving his 
ideas as to the best manner of pruning fruit 
' 'tre'es, illustrating his points- by chalk drawings 
"on'ia blackboard, lie was very decidedly in 
■faVor of low-headed trees, as much more profit- 
able than tall trees ; and gave instances where 
■'it had been ^ascertained by'-expericnce that it 
coks'- nearly ' ddiible , "as imich tn pick apples 
froiiV tall-trey as from low-headed ones. Apple 
trees,*' he' said; should in no case he planted 
'clo.ser than 27 J/ feet apart, and he favored 30 
feet, on the triangular plan as the best rule to 
adopt in planting. He showeil by illustrations 
on the blackboard, that trees i^lantcd on the 
square system 30.\30 feet gave only 46 to the 
acre, while if put in , on the* triangular plan 55 
•trees to the acre wa^ the' fcsidt". With peach 
tree fillers Iho distance betwen the apple trees 
should be 35 feet, and if the ])each trees were 
properly placed the (hstancc all round would 
then be i(i>j feet, 

Regarding cultivation in the orchard. Prof. 
Thornber was strongly in favor of potatoes or 
some such crop, as the orchard then got lots of 
cultivation at the ?right time. He^didlipt favor 
straAvbe'rry ' ciiltiirc' in the orchaTd,'^"a^ they 
were gcnernlh' ])]aiitcd too close to the trees. 
He (lid not belie\e, either, in growing grass 
crops ill the orchard, under ordinary conditions, 
as it detracted fr(un the growth and noiudsh- 
incnt of the trees. In response to a c|ucstion, 
he said that heavy winter priming was jiroduc- 
tivc of wood growth, and sunmier pruning of 
fruit :buds.'i*.<.'Re^arding' cnltivatioii lie advised 
that Avork' bV^sVarted ''early in' the spring, just 
as soon as the land can be worked. Deep, 
tlioiougli, sjiring tillage should be followed by 
frequent shallow cultivation through the sum- 
mer u]) to tlic middle of August. On irrigated 
land, if the tillage is not good and deep the 
result will be that the tree roots will remain 
close to the surface. Me gave an illustration

Alfalfa or clover could only be recommend- 
ecl as a gra.ss mulch when there is plenty of 
water avaihiblc. and a porous sub-soil exists. 
Otherwise it robbed the trees of too much 
.strength. He instanced a man in Washington 
who took three excellent crops from his orchard 
last year, namely honey, alfalfa and apples. lJut 
.hie",had plenty of irtigation,- and a porous soil, 
while a neighbor a short distance away, who 
.followed the same plan, got smaller crops of 
' alfalfa and honey, but hardly any ajiides on 
.account of lack of these conditions in his or- 
chard.

Apple scab is a bad pest'iu eastern Washing- 
ton and he saw several traces of it in this coun- 
tr'\'. It is easy to keep down the scab: but 
there is a danger of "russeting" or scalding the 
apples when applying the spray. The proper

'success AND FAILURE IN POULTRY 
RAISING 

HERE is no use in denying the 
fact that a large number of those 
who take up the breeding of 
poultry fail to make a financial 
success of it. The same is true 
of any other business that niigiit 
be menlioncci, as is j)roven by 
the commercial reports, which 
show that over ninety per cent 
of those who go into the mcrcantilr 
business fail sooner or later, and 
there is no good reason why it should be any 
easier to make a financial success of raising 
and selling poultry than selling dry goods or 
groceries or hardware. 

It is an indisputable fact that those who 
have been succes.sful in the poultry business 
would have been successful in aluKist any oth- 
er business that they might have taken up. It 
seems easy for some ami impossible for 
others to succeed at anything they undertake. 
Some men seem boni to succeed, while otliers 
secni (Icsliiied to fail, Tliere are many causes 
for liie failures in the poultry business, most if 
not all of them avoidable if a little foresight, 
judgment and ordinary business acumen were 
exercised. 

One of the most common causes of failure 
is lack of preparation. A man who will spend 
time and money almost without measure in fit- 
ting himself for almost any other callii/g will 
take up the breeding of poultry without even 
a thought of the preparation that is essential 
to success in this as in any other calling. The. 
successful breeding of poultry — from a finan- 
cial standpoint — is not child's play, as many 
seem to think. It means good hard work, 
Studious effort, the best of management, and 
a:bove all a careful exercise of the God-given 
powers of the intellect with which the average 
man is endowed. The man who by careful 
study fits himself for the task before him is one 
who while others are floundering around in the 
quagmire of defeat and failure, is perched upon 
the hilltops of success and has a right to crow 
long and loud. 

It is not necessary that the amateur spend 
two or three years in preparation before tak- 
ing uj) the breeding of poultry, but it is ncces- 
sarv that he familiarize himself with the details 
of the business, and this can best be done by 
practical experience in the [loultry yard, coupl- 
ed with careful .study of the subject as set forth 
in the best poultry literature obtainable. The 
first year shqiild be considered a year of prcp- 
"aratidfi^.fihd any"man df ordltikty intelligence 
should at the'end of a year be in possession of 
d'fund of knowledge that will prove a safe guide 
in caring for his flock and i)lacing his business 
on a profitable basis. Theoretical deductions 
are all right in their place, but they make a 
very poor foundation uj^on which to build a 
profitable business. The amateur needs some- 
thing more substantial, i. e.. practical, time- 
tried, failure-proof methods founded upon the 
exerience of others who have been successful. 
No man knows all about the rearing of poul- 
try, but even the veterans in the industry are 
learning new lessons every day. New prob- 
lems ari.se almo.st daily, and it takes hard study 
to master them. 

One iif the hartlest lessons for the amateur 
poultryman to learn is to accept defeat calmly. 
The person who is easily discouraged has no 
buisiness in the poultry yard. He will find pit- 
falls all along the pathway; he will make mis- 
takes that will upset him ; he will meet with ca- 
lamities that will change the victory for which 
lie hoped into defeat; in fact he will find before 
lie has gone \'ery far that the roses along his 
pathwaj' conceal great big sharp thorns upon 
which he will occasionally and scmi-occasion- 
ally tread, and if he hasn't plenty of grit 
(firmness of character, pluck, fortitude, cour- 
age) he will give up in despair. Bui there are 
men who possess this kind of grit, and they 
ne\-cr fail of success. — B. C. I'oultryman. 

HOW TO PROPERLY FATTEN FOWLS 

Gooil prices are to be obtained for fine table 
fowls, and this should tempt poultry keepers 
who have plenty of space to give some atten- 
tion to this branch of poultry culture. In some 
districts, fattening is carried on by special "fat- 
ters," who bu\- u[) the chickens in their neigh- 
borhood and .-.ubniil them to a regular ilicl. JJm 
in many parts nf the countiy there are no pro- 
fessional falters, and the chickens are seat to 
the market by the farmers and others who rear 
them without any preliminary preparation in 
the matter of feeding. Those, however, who 
have eaten fowls that have been fattened have 
generally found them superior to those that 
have gone through no preparation. It will be 
remembered that the term "falted" ddcs 
not mean that the fowl is to l)e Irjaded with 
fat; only that the (piality of the flesh has to be 
improved and made tender and that quantity 
of meat is to be increased. 

There arc so many breeds of fowls suit- 
able for the table that there is no excuse for the 
miserable little chickens still too often seen, 
which will not lay on flesh however well they 
Inay be fed. There is no better fovcl fur eaiing 
than a cross between Ihe Dorking cock and In- 
dian Game hens, oi- from the se.xes reversed. 
The Langshan, too, is an excellent bird, with a 
tiuantity of meat in the right place, and so also 
is the Houdan, besides many other first rate 
breeds. The Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottcs, 
Rhode Island Reds, Brahmas and also the Or- 
pingtons. 

To fatten fowls, they are confined in coops 



• or pens, and fed at regular periods on a fi.\ed 
diet. When first shut up they are fasted for 
about 12 hours to give them an appetite for the 
new treatment. They are fed three tinges a day 
at stated times. The food usually consists of 
soft meal, corn meal, pea meal, barley meal or 
ground oats. This is mixed to a thin state 
with skimmed milk and given in a wooden 
trough fastened to the front of the coop. At 
the end of aiiont a week, ihe food is made 
thicker; some beef or mutton fat is added, the 
(|uantity of which is gradually increascil. No 
water is required and grain is not necessary, 
though some falters give boiled badcy for the 
last feed at night. Some flint grit is provided. 
The food must never be v^'wcn win n stale or 
sour. If a inrd appears imt to tlirix c during 
the process it should be luriied (iiit in an open 
run without food for twenty-four iiours, and 
then replaced in the coo]) and tried again. 

KEEP THE BIRDS CLEAN 

Lard rubbed on the skin of the breast, vent 
and head is the common remedy for lice in 
small chicks. .A good ireaimentfor full grown 
stock is a diji made ol and onedialf ounc- 
es of t'reolin dilutcil in one gallon of water 
(hoi.) Let It lool Inform using. Hold each 
bird under water for one minute, allowing only 
its head to remain above. Give the head sev- 
eral duckings before removing. The roo.sts 
and nest boxes .should be wa.slied with the 
same solution with .in i-xtra nimcc of Crcolin 
and carbolic acid addeil. If yon ha\-e a spray 
pump, fill the cracks with the .^ame solution. 
C/ood hot whitewash, to which .some carbolic 
acid has been added, will also kill the lice. 




POULTRY NOTES 

W hen chicks are droopy, instead of hunt- 
ing for poidtry tonics, look for lice. 

The combination of hot weather and lice 
will sap the vitality of the most robust chick. 



AROUND THE FARM 

THE SECRET OF LARGE MILK YIELDS 

whole secret of large yields of 
milk IS that a 0w is considered to 
make milk froiii her whole system, 
devoting all herenergy to the work. 
She has. as it were, a storage bat- 
tery storing up energy whilst dry, 
and strengthening her whole system. The feed 
fed whilst a cow is tlry often has more effect 
on large production than that feed fed at the 
time she is i)roducing !;S0 heavily.' A cow's_ 
stomach can easily be overloaded. A COVV that 
is fed too much and is bilious or sick is not 
likely to produce so well as if fed just enough 
to .satisfy her. 

Manv cows are knocked out by over feed- 
ing. It is impossible to say how much a COW 
should have U) produce the best as so many 
cows have to be fed and considered as indi- 
viduals. .\ cow when she first freshens must 
he considererl as an individual. Owing to the 
tax of motherhood her stonuich will not be so 
strong and she must be fed very judiciously for 
a couple of weeks. Considering the demands of 
mo'therhood in itself no little tax upon the cow 
besides producing heavily, we see how abso- 
lutely es.-ential it i? to give a cow the very 
best care and feed at all times. It is necessary 
if we expect good work from the cows to lit 
them fi ir the w( irk. 

Two Months Required to Recuperate. 
.\ cow shonkl he dry two months or more 
yearly ami whilst dry is the time to feed her for 
the next year's \rork, to strengthen her up. 
This is an essential point in managing dairy 
cows. But it is not followed. Not well enough 
understood what a tremendous tax it is upon a 
cow to produce milk yearly?^ If we want say 
7,000 lbs. Ill milk from a cow consider that she 
is prrividing J.8(X) f|uarts of milk equal in \alue 
to that main' [,)Oiiiids of beef, llow important 
it is to recuperate her system, k'uniish her 
with energv I'or the next year's work wliil.n 
dry. Is this often done? On the contrary 
cows are dried up often not to feed them up 
and recuperate them but to save feed on them. 
The result isapoor cow, jioor in energy, weak, 
wdien she should be strong So long as the 
present system or lack of system jireNails Vvc 
cannot hope to get large yields. 

A cow to give large \iel(b- nuist be bred 
with the inherent ability to de\-ole her eiierg\- 
to milk prodiiction. Tlie ability is of no use 
unless .she has the energy. This can oidy he 
secured in a gooil measure whilst ihc cow is 
dry. It is well known cows do not gi\-e the 
same tpiantitv of milk e.icli year. It will de- 
pend ni)on ivhal fettle she is in when freshen- 
ing. Sometimes a cow wWl nut get in as good 
crimlition a.- w'c would desire It m.'iy be that 
Ihe pasture has been poor and the cow has run 
herself down more than we made .allowance 
for. She may have milked so heavily she has 
not recuperated pro|)erly. Hut the greatest 
cause f)f a poor condition is that no attempt 
has been made to put her into condition. Hence 
low production is sure to follow. 
Thin Cows Require Two Years to Get in 
Shape. 

Is is well known by some dairymen who are 
considered good feeders, that it is necessary to 
feed a cuv that has been in [loor hands two 
years to get her .system strengthened up so 
that she will be able to do her best work. She 
wdll likely give considerable more the first year 
of good feeding, but it takes two years to bring 
her to her maximum production. This shows 
that the milk does not come directly from the 
feedj but as the energy is built up in the cow 



she is stronger and is able to do greater work. 

Of course it is imi)i.irtant that a cow should 
be fed well wdien she is producing else she will 
draw more largely upon her bodily energy and 
when she has depleted her system she will 
have to shrink in her milk flow. However, it 
is always injurious to feed a cow too much or 
overload her stomach. We want cows that are 
constitutionally strong, and we must do all 
we can by judicious feeding and care to kee]) 
the cow in as good fettle as ]jossible. 

I'lUl, since with the very best care and feed 
we can give a good cow, she will draw upon 
her system and deplete her energy, it is neces- 
sary to have her dry long enough to replace 
this energy. It is because this is not done and 
cows are fed so jjoorly whilst dry that we see 
such poor results. There is no use ot a man 
asking for ;i ration when a C(nv is fresh. .\ 
man needs to know how 1,) f..'cd her whilst dr\- 
as well as all the year nnind. The best way to 
teach that is to show the tremendous energy 
that the milch cow expends in prijducing milk. 

FITTING DAIRY CATTLE FOR SHOW 

F.ach year one sees new faces in the show 
ling. As the judges perform their work, the 
eager look of expeetaiuy on those faces ]iro 
claim them to be ;im,-iieiir The lime tocom- 
menee a little fiiting 1h;iil; w 'w ai hand, a 
word as to "diow " may not be amiss. 

The first and perhaps the most expert w ork 
is selection. In these days of keen competi 
tioii nothing but the very best need be taken 
into consideration. Indeed after the "very 
best" is selected there is danger (jf the pri/.es 
going to an inferior animal that has been bet- 
er fitted. In speaking of fitting, we do inn al- 
together mean fattening. .-V dairy animal need 
not necessarily be a very fat .animal. On the 
other hand, the time has passed when a dairy 
animal, in order to be a good one, must he a 
skimpy one. After we have selected the herd 
that we think are among the best, the ricxt step 
is a little extra feed. A good [)asture is essen- 
tial with plenty of shade and ruiming water, 
llring the cattle along gradually, getting them 
accustomed to grain feed. Neit too imich at 
first. Bran and crushed oats and a little lin- 
seed .meal or ground flax, a little at a tiiiie is all 
that could be desired. Bring the cattle up to 
a full ration by degrees. 

The greatest difficulty the yotmg showman 
has to contend with is the (hanger of over feed- 
ing and getting the cattle "off their feed." Vhis 
can be avoided best by commencing to fit in 
time, and not feeding too nuich at first. .Always 
see that ])lenty of siicculent foilder is given 
;along with the graiii ieedia .|iijqndv at;ieast be- 
rffd^t .'thfe-'show season iriSaftltc catfle slToulcTbe 
.'inside most of tlie lime, in c.to] v.-el! lighled and 
ventikated stables. If let euil for exercise at 
should always be .at night. Keep them in the 
stable in dav time out of the heat and away 
from the annoyance of flies. 

Through gr(.)oiniiig everv day, washing with 
soft warm water and an occasional sponging 
oyer with thick sour milk or buttermilk will 
give that mellowness of skin that adds so much 
to their handling qualities. 

If we are showing Ayrshircs, fashion de- 
crees that the horns get a good deal of at- 
tention — scrapied with glass, rubbed with sand 
pap.er and oiled until thev shine like a mantel 
ornament. We are old 'fashi(.me(l enough to 
think that this doe-, not do this noble breed any 
credit. We hope to live long enough to see a 
judge with back-bone enough to gi\e the red 
ribbon to an animal no( so adorned, providing 
other things are ri,^ht. llo\N e\ er, for the pres- 
ent we mtist do "as they do in Rome" if we ex- 
pect to receive any attention from the officiat- 
ing jud.ge. 

Training our show animals is another fea- 
ture of fitting that should n()t be neglected. 
They should all be well halter broken— train- 
ed to lead. Above all train them to stand still. 

Xothing taxes the patience of a judge more 
than to have to run all arnnnd the ring in or- 
der to get his hands on a wild creature. This 
may seem a useless waste of time, but when all 
the aniiuals in ;i class are ex'cnly matched, a 
very little turns the scale, ;ind ih.ii "very little" 
may easily consist in some of the points above 
mentioned. 

DEFECTS IN BUTTER 

In a recent interview the rhiirv ins|)ector at 
.\'cw '^'ork city gave some information about 
butter iii'-peetion that may be c>f value to Can- 
ailian 1 m M er m ,'ik riv-. I le said : 

"The defeei- iliataia most common at pres- 
ent aia- sour .and snninieiw ila\'ors .and ciirdv 
character. The exti'eiiie heat ih.at has pre- 
\'a.led in iii.any .-eelions li,i-> made it diffieull 
to keep down the temperature ui the cream, 
and considerable of the butter gives evidence 
of o\er-ripened cream. This is the cause of 
miuh of the trouble, and will be during most 
of th.' suniiner. If it was merely a question of 
controlling the temper.at iiri's in the creanierv, 
inan\- of the bitlter mak'eis woiihl sl.ay \)y their 
cream xat'-, but a great de.al of the cream is 
shipped in loo ripe, ;md it is impossible to 
fully overc(jnie that ilifliculty 

"i\ great many of the creameries arc pas- 
teurizing at too hi.gh a temperature, and this 
|)rodiices a spoii.uy, light boilied liutter, as well 
as an oilv flax'or, though 1 am inclined to think' 
that tlie latter is mostly where the cream arriv- 
ed ipiite sour, ( )ccasionally I run across a 
creamery Ih.at is very he;uily sailed — so salty, 
in f.act, that it i.astes like brine wdien rmc bites 
into it, Tliere is positivxdy 110 excuse for this. 
If by accident too much salt got into the churn 
it can be washed out and made usable; but in 
some cases it looks as if the excessive salt were 
put in deliberately.." 



THE DENTITION OF SHEEP 

It is the common practice of sheep farmers 
to judge the age of shec]-) by their teeth. In- 
deed, the age of sheep is very seldom given in 
years and months, but by the number of per- 
manent incisor teeth, 'the test of a sheep/s 
age by its front teeth is not always exact, but 
it is the most convenient. The early maturing 
breeds exhibit greater [irecocity in dentition 
than ordinary shee|5 fed excliisi\-ely on p.asture. 
The sheep, when dentition is complete, [)Osses3 
thirty-two teeth, eight incisors in the front 
lower jaw, and si.x molars on cither side in the 
upper and lower ja\vs. This is the ordinary 
ruminant tirrangement, and as in the o.x, the 
dental jiad foiaiis the opposing siirface on the 
upper jaw. .At hii-th, the ;irraiigement (.if the 
incisor teeth of the lamb is peculiar. Professor 
lirown s;iys ; "(leiicrally the Avhole t(,'mporary 
set of teeth may be recognized, but only in out- 
line, as they arc nearly covered with the gum. 
The central incisors are most advanced, and 
next in order coiuc the laterals, leaving the 
middle and corner teeth considerably liehnv 
them. \'erv often the cnttiii;; e(|ges of lite 
third and foiiiili pairs aie thianigh the gum, but 
occasionally none are visible. In a short time, 
howe\"er, they m;d<e their ;i])pe:iraiu'e, ;nid b)' 
the time ihe lamb is a month old all the tem- 
porary incisors are well up, and there are three 
molars on each side of the upper and lower 
jaws. 

hlxce])l where great accuracy is retpiircd in 
deterinining the age of an exhibition animal, 
the molar teeth are r.andy taken into consider- 
ation, but from the time of the perfect erup- 
tion of the temporary teeth at the age of one 
month to the cutting of the first pair of "biaxid ' 
teeth of central permanent incisors, at the age 
of from twelve to fifteen months, the onlv 
changes which will guide the examiner are 
those which .afl'ect the molar teeth, .At three 
months the first jiermanent molar, the fourth 
in situation, is cut, and is to be recognized hw 
its recent appearance in compari.son with the 
tooth immediately in front of it — the third tem- 
porary molar — which shows signs of wear. 

During a period of five or six months from 
the cutting of the fourth molar there is no 
change. exce[)t in the growth of the teeth, ■inn 
of the jaw, which results in leaving ;i space be- 
hind the fourth molar, which at about the age 
of nine months is occupied bv the liflh moiar. 
'j'he temporary incisor teeth arc rem.ark-able I'or 
their small size and whiteness, but are not 
so noticeable' as when they, at fairly well ascer- 
tained periods, give place to the larger perma- 
neiiis which are more adapted for the harder 
work of feeding on roots and stronger lierb- 

The first pair of broad teeth, or central per- 
manent incisors, ai'e usually cut soi.m after one 
year old, and are well up at fifteen months. 
The permanent' teeth are formed within the 
sockets in the ja'w some time previous to the 
eruption, and it is their pressing against the 
root of the tcnijiorary incisors that gradually 
causes their absorption. .At eighteen months 
the sixth [lermanent molar is cut, and the re- 
cent appearance which this tooth presents is 
better evidence of this age than can be obtained 
from the incisors. 

Occasionally, in very forward mouths, the 
second pair of broad teeth will be cut at eigh- 
teen months, but in other cases there will be'^no 
sign of their api)ear;ince until the sheep is ap- 
])roacliing the ;ige of two years. There is al- 
w-a_\-s room for (hnibi whether the sheep is 
eighteen months or iw.i ye.irs oM, but beiween 
thc.se ages there are impoi-i;int changes in the 
•molars which sujjply the information. 

The si.Kth molar begins to protrude at eitdi 
teen months, and shortly afterwards the tw(-j 
anterior temjior.iry molars give place to the 
temporary teeth, and the ih'inl temporary inol 
ar is a mere shell co\eriiig the lop ,,f tlie per- 
manent teeth.. 

The presence of six broad leelh mav usii.al- 
ly be taken '. > indicate j i j vears old'in ordi- 
nary sheep, but Professor ilrowii savs that 
"These teeth may be looked for in mai'iv sheep 
which are entered as not cxccerling two years 
old, and no objection can be made on' this 
L;ronn(l, .ilth.jiigh the third pair of incisors are 
not under ordinary circum si .ances, present be- 
fore two years and three months. 

"Some (lifficnlty may arise in the mind 
when finding these appeai ances in sheep which 
are 111 adjoining pens, or e\-en m the same ]ien. 
But in such circuiiislam es no hedl.ilion neeil be 
felt in accepting the e\ idence of ihe molars 
and disregarding that of the ineisoi-." 

The cutting of the corner incisors, or lourlh 
pair of broad teeth, takes place on an average, 
about nine months after the laterals are in the 
month, and may be t.aken .'is an iiulication that 
the shec]) is (wer tli'-ee ye.ars old. But in some 
cases the corner icvih do nol .apitear until the 
animal is nearly I'oiir years old, so that there 
is a i)ossibility of ;iii error of nearlv a year 
where the corner incisors .alone are taken into 
consideration. No difficulty, however, is ex- 
perienced in deciding whether the corner in- 
cisors represent three years or four years, if the 
state of the other incisors is taken into ac- 
count. 

At four years old the six broad teelli will 
show si":hs of wear, the middle .and laterals 
showing well-marked tables in the place of 
sharp-ciitling edges, and Ihe reiilral incisors es- 
pecially worn hollow on lludr ii])p(.'r surfaces; 
while the recently cut corner incisors, suppos- 
ing their eruption to have been delayed, will 
present a marked contrast to the rest of the 
teeth that have suffered from attrition; 

After the sheep becomes full-mouthed there 
is no method of judging of the age with unfail- 
ing accuracy, for the teeth rarely reVnain per- 
fect for any length of time, and particularly in 



the case of sheep folded on roots, some of them 
becoming broken or lost, and the sheep is then 
said to be "broken-mouthed," — Ex. 



HANDLING THE FARM TEAM 

Considering the important part which the 
farm team plays in the success or failure of the 
}'ear's operations, its care ought to receive a 
good measure of consideration. A team that is 
always in condition to do a good day's work is 
;i most efficient aid to success on the farm, 
hence it will pay well to give considerable at- 
tention to their care. Horses are as different 
in rlisposition and character as are men, and 
unless wc study their dispositions and temper 
we will not be tible to treat them intelligently. 
What would be all right for one animal might 
ruin another of ;i very different disposition. 
You can yell ;il the lazy, sluggish horse, or ev- 
en use the whin when it seems necessary and 
it will not make him worry and fret, f Put the 
spirited animal on the plow and give him that 
sort of treatment and you will have him pranc- 
ing and co\ered with lather in a short time. A 
prancing horse with head up and pulling at the 
l)it ma}- look- |)r(.'tly, but he has no [jlace in the 
economy of the farm. The fretting" will do 
more to exhaust the animal than all the work 
he will accomplish. 

Just call to mind the different farmers ot 
your ac(piaintance and the condition of the 
teams they drive, and you will have an object 
lesson on ;he subject of handling the farm 
team. ( )iie man will have a team with an ex- 
cellent framework- but not much c(wering to it, 
the team looks bad and make an untavorablc 
adv(.'rtisenient for the dri\-er. Another will 
have his team in good flesh at some seasons, 
when there is not much work to be done, but 
as soon as hard work begins at any season they 
fall off rapidly in flesh and are soon a sight not 
pleasant to contemplate. The last class of driv- 
ers are usually strong men who can stand hard 
w (jrk' and they push the team without pausing 
to consider that on the plow, harrow, etc., the 
team has a great deal the hardest end of the 
job. Every farmer knows it is not the easiest 
sort of a job to follow a good team behind a 
harrow all day, over mellow soil, even with' the 
lines to help along a bit. A floating spring- 
tooth harrow does not run as slick as a greased 
\niX, in fact it pulls mighty hard, as anj'-one can 
soon find out by a short trial, yet I have seen 
dri\ ers pushing a team at a fast walk hour after 
hour, the feet .going fetlock deep at every step. 
Such drivers deserve to be put under task-mas- 
ters and driven as were the'Isi-aelites by the 
I'',,gyi)tians, till they learn what weariness is. 
h'.ven at a slow walk it is hard work for a team 
to draw a spring-tooth harrow over mellow soil, 
and to push them to a fast walk is cruel. The 
team cannot protest if muscles ache and they 
.grow weary to the point of exhaustion, hence 
we ought to be considerate and thoughtful. We 
nia\^ not get our crops in quite so quick,, but wc 
will have more self respect and .oyr. team,. will 
be in better condition to take care of the crops 
after they are in, which is often fully as impor- 
tant as early planting. There is another class 
of drivers who will have their teams in good 
condition at all seasons, yet still accomplish a 
great deal of work. These men are thoughtfid 
and know a horse can get tired. ,A few minutes' 
rest at the end of a long furrow will give the 
team a breathing space and -send them, off 
fresher for another bout. A long rest may not 
be needed ; a minute or two at a time will make 
a great difference in the condition' of the team 
at the end of the day. 

I do not believe in doping with drugs, con- 
tinually for every real or fancied ill. If the ani- 
mal is treated right and properly fed, nature 
will attend to the matter of health in most cas- 
es, I ha\ e more ftiith in the, \-irtues of a "bran 
mash " than in sulphur or saltpetre, only don't 
wait till the horse is sick before you give the 
feed of bran. The "ounce of prevention" is 
cheaper than the drugs and chemicals of the 
"pound of cure." Clean, well ventilated stables, 
g(K)(| gr()oming, and careful feeding, with an 
occ;isi(nial feed of some lax.ative like bran or 
middlings, cs]iecially when the horse is on dry 
feed and iioi lia\iiig active, daily exercise, will 
usually keej) the horse in good health. If the 
horse really gets sick, then call a \cterinarian 
to attend it, instead of some neighbor ([uack, 
who kncnvs wo more about the internal arrange- 
ment of a horse and its needs than he does'of 
,1 watch ; the former is the more delicate and 
should not be meddled with by ignorant pcr- 
s( Ills, 

L'se Common sense in dri\-iiig the team on 
the wagini. ,\ li.ght team will st.and consider- 
able fast tra\cl, because ih.cy are built that way, 
but lake heavy ilraft horses aiul drive them 
hard and they will not be valuable for long.

(.lri\ e at a full run \^dlen ,goin,g to the field with 
a hay rack on, just to "scare" soim; timid hand 
who was riding. The farmer who changes frotn 
light, active horses to heavy draft animals must 
change his ideas in regard to driving, or he .will 
ruin his team, that is if he has been accustom-^ 
ed to dris'c fast, d'herc is pleasure' iri' driving'- 
a big, fine team that is able to easily handle 
a large lotul, but such a team should be taught 
to walk- fast, and .should seldom be driven at 
any other gait than a walk, and never faster 
than a slow trot. 

Ltist; but not least, be kind to your team, as 
to all animals; a horse can appreciate kindness 
as well as. a man, and a team that is treated 
Avith kindness and consideration will do better 
work than one that is abused, kicked. and curs- 
ed. An ugly; horse usually has an ugly, .driy.er,

A realistic gliiiip.se nf the larg.'St .'iml last of the' 
caruivoroiis dinosaures, a terror of ih.' aucii'iit nul- 
iiial world, is now to bo seen al the American ,Miis.'iim 
of National History, having been restored umb 1 th.. 
direction of Prof Henry I"'. Osbirn. Xolhlng tn . iiii.ii 
this monster In size and strength lias hitherto be. ;i 
uni'arthed.

Airships!" and so on. During the past week 
there has been an effort made through the 
Press to point out that England is only a 
third-class Power as regards her equipment 
for aerial Avarfare, but the real gravity of the 
situation has not seized either the public mind 
or that of the authorities.vmuch, less the'Gov- 
crnnient of the country. ■ ' ' ■ -. 

Tlic following comparison of airships cither 
complete or under construction will enable 
readers! to see that there is appar.ently no 
"tw-o-poAver'' • standard considered necessarj' 
for (he United Kingdom in this department pf 
our offensive and defensive forces: 

]'"rance Im? at present seven, five of which 
are models of "La Patrie," which broke loose 
in a gale and was lost last November. These 
arc stationed in different places ; and there are 
also the "Yillc de Paris," a magnificent vessel 
presented to the French Government by 'SI. 
Dcutsch dc la jNIcurthc, an<l the "Dc la \'aulx,'' 
built for the well-knov/n amateur aeronaut, 
the Count de la Vaul.x. 

Germany has five, respectively the 'Gross," 
"von Parse val," Zeppelin No. 3, Zeppelin No. 
4, and another built by Alcssrs. Seimcns and 
Shuckcrt. 

Ital}- has two, and they are to be experi- 
mented upon l^y Italian officers; probably this 
weelc. near Rome. 

The United Kingdom has two approaching 
completion for further experiments — namely, 
the Nulli . Secundus — unfortunately -wrecked 
last year — and another, believed to be of al- 
most identical design, shape and size. 

There is no possibility of doubt that Zep- 
pelin No. 4 has advanced in general excellence 
several degrees beyond that attained so far^n 
the Military Balloon Department at Farnborr 
ough ; hut Avhereon lies the responsibility or^ 
blame for (his? Not on (lie officer in charge 
of the department, Col. J. 1!. Capper, R.E., who 
succeeded Colonel James Tcm[)ler, and cer- 
tainly not on Colonel Tcmpler, who for many 
years iiad worked hard and loyally, not only 
in building balloons, designing and commenc- 
tng. airships, training both officers and men to 
a state- of efficiency, but also in endeavoring 
to convince the authorities of the pressing ncc(l 
for. more money, to carry out experiments and 
a SLibstantial annual Government grant. 

It seems an anomaly that last vvcek the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer should announce 
in the House of Connnons his intention of 
sc(tin.g aside £('),ooo per annum for experi- 
ments in tobacco growing in Ireland, wliilst 
that is the exact sum which it is though fit to 
allocate to th6 Balloon Department of the 
Army, at present our -only aerial force, con- 
structive, destructive, or instructive. 

It is said to be possible that £25,000 will 
be applied to the official aeronautical section 
of our national defence .system for the forth- 
coining year, and perhaps that may be consid- 
ered a great advance by comparison with past 
years ; but such a sum is totally inadeciuatc for 
any real good to be offect(;d, proper progress 
cnsiirfedy and England's safety from aerial at- 
taclc made anything like equal' to her status on 
land or sea. 

The old cry that J£ngland, being an island, 
is only secure from attack by the upkeep of a 
powerful navy is fully recbghiziEd by all grades 
of society and all denominations of politicians, 
but it is not yet realized (hat England's safety 
as an island will vanish if not ensured against 
aerial attack,, and the sooner this fact is ob- 



vious to all the better for England, Airships, 
before aeroplanes, arc undoubtccll)- going to 
prove enormously powerful factors in any war- 
fare of the fitture, and later on, doubtless, the 
heavier-than-air machine •\yill be capable of 
playing an important part; but if England is 
to be prepared against all enicrg<fncies, money, 
and plcniy of it, must be promptly devoted to 
the building of airships, to e.xpcri-mcntal work, 
to training officers and men in this somewhat 
new science, to buiklin.g of sheds or clocks in 
various parts of our coasts (o shelter these air- 
ships w^en constructed, and if . necessary to 
li'rovidc State aid to the-priviite or civilian in- 
ventor or builder of any reasonably good aerial 
craft.

for them, and for aeronautical training and 
experimental work, flfengland. is not to be left 
far behind other Powers in^'this most modern 
method x)f attack aiijtl' defence. 

Ballooning pure;?pd simple and tb.c .general 
princii)le uf supportfng human hcir,;;s in miil- 
air b)' e n \-c kijies or gas-filled s()horcs has oc- 
cupied the attention of adventurous ])eoi)le in 
a limited degree for many generations. More 
than forty years ago it was determined to or- 
ganize a Balloon Department in our Army for 
expcrimcintal purposes, which Avork was en- 
trusted to Captain, now Sir Charles, Watson. 
\\ itli hardly anv funds at his command, a i'''W 
men. and every \onceivable difficuh\' {<> ijvcr- 
crnnc, the progrc.=s made, was slov.', hut e(iually 
sure. F,\'cr\' experienced aci-onain realized 
how extremel}' useful a balloon woidtl be for 
scouting purposes, the range of vision cover- 
ing an enormourarea as the height of the bal- 
loon increases. The inlpossibilit)' of control- 
in.g or stecrin.ii spherical balloons, however, 
greatly res(ric(s (heir possible usefulness in 
this direction ; so (he idea of a ca])ti\-e bal- 
loon secnred to its starting pr)int by a sti'cl 
wire hawser appeared to he the only practical 
one for military purposes. This idea was car- 
ried into effecl^ and mimbers of men belonging 
to the RoyaF Engineers were .systematically 
trained for captive balloon work. I11 the ab- 
stract this sounds a ])erfectiy simple ojier- 
ation, hni "captive" work is far more trying 
to (lie aeronaut than the making of a free as- 
cent, a sickness, much like the horrible com- 
plaint known as mountain sickness, frequent- 
ly overcoming even the strongest constitution, 

Sonic fciv years back the idea of a (liri.gible, 
balloon or airshi]) was much discussed, and 
designs fot such, vessels were prepared by 
officers of pur military Balloon Department 
and by civilian arid professional aeronauts 
both in Ejiglancl and abroad. 

This y^s a step in (he right direction, and 
the Nulli -Secundus was designed, her cnvel- 
ope commenced, and various (ypcs of ma- 
chines considered for working her j)ropollcrs. 
Whilst this idea of a navigable acrostai was 
being slowly carried on( in l",ngland, aero- 
nauts in other countries were busying them- 
selves on the same problem, ,?ind, before,, the 
appearance of England's fii-st airship last Sep- 
tember several foreign vessels of a somewhat 
similar. type of constrnclion had been launched. 
As most people will remember, the Nulli Se- 
cundus. made two or three brief experimental 





ascen.t;i i^cfure Colonel J. H. Capper, tlic pres- 
ent head of the Balloon Department, accom- 
])atiied by Mr. Cody, brought her from the 
shed at J-"ru'nborou.gh r,p lo London, circling 
tlu- dome (if St. P.-inl's Cat hv-dral. and eventu- 
ally alighting in the grounds of the Crystal 
Palace, when it was founrl that the return 
trip to Farnborough was impracticable. Ow- 
ing »to the envelope's being lieft inflated and 
to a very strong wind, which suddenly sprang 
up in the early hours of the following morn- 
ing, the Nulli Secundus received a severe 
shalcing and humping before it Avas jiossiblc 
'(o (U fkite her en\-clo|)e. This cause<l a certain 
amount of damage to her steel rig,ging, and 
she was — somewhat ignominiously- it seemed 
to the public— taken back to Farnborough in 
transport wagons. For this episode many 
people blamed the construction of the airship, 
and considered she was a failm-e. Biit this 
was far from being the case; and tiie damage 
y.'as of so slight a nature that if it had been 
desired she could have been repaired and 
brought out again within the space of a very 
few days. Xo doubt much valuable experi- 
ence was gained by Colonel Capper during 
these 'ascents, and during the intervening- 
months various alterations and improve-, 
ments have probably . been carried..out, and 
the expected early reappearance of the Nulli

As an abstract principle I 
doubt whether there is a single citizen of this 
country who does not feci the irresistible jus- 
tice of the claim which it enshrines. There is 
no man who, if consulted as to whether he 
could find a scheme of education carrying it 
out to perfection, who would ' not adopt it — 
there is not a man to whom that question could 
be put who would not answer it, I believe, in 
the affirmative. lUit there is in this imperfect 
world of ours a large gap between the per- 
fection of theory and the possibilities of prac- 
tice ; and I do not know that I should have 
come here to address you tonight upon the 
theory of the Parents' League if it were not 
that all the signs of 'the times point to the fdct 

. . that, if there is to be any change in our exist- 
ing system of elementary education, logic, prin- 
ciple and expediency all point in the direction 
of embodying as perfectly as may be the prin- 
ciples of the Parents' League in the educa- 
tional system of the country. (Cheers.) ! We 
all know not only that the education contro- 
versy has absorbed an-immense araount- of the 
time of Parliament, has roused pasSions frorti 

r one' end of the country to the other, has filled 
the newspapers, and has given occasion to 
countless pamphlets; we all know that, and 
we all know that this question, debated now 
for more than a generation, has yet remained 
unsettled. There are many who think that a 
settlement must at all costs be immediately 
arrived at ; and all hope, whatever their expec- 
tations may be, that that happy consummation 
friiay indeed be attained. But there is no use 

■ attempting to solve the existing inequalities 
and injustices, in so far as the\- exist, of the 
present .system if you arc going to substitute 
new inequalities and new iiijusiices for those 
which you are going to remove (hear, hear) ; 
and when I hear the words "compromise" and 
"arrangement" whispered about, talked about, 
discussed in Parliament in general terms, I al- 
ways from my heart desire that the aspirations 
embodied in these words may find a successful 
issue, but 1 wait in vain for that clear appre- 
ciation of the conditions of the problem which 
will alone make a final settlement possible. 

The Education Acts. 
■May 1 begin by rei)eaiing the well-known 
and familiar fact that the Education Act of 
J 902 was, in so far as the religious question 
was concerned, based on the historic founda- 
tion of the act of 1870; and like all structures 
tjascd upon historic foundations, it presents 
some arrangements, some i)lans, some ground- 
work which no architect would have chosen 
if he had been able to select his own site and 
had. been free to choose his O'wn method of 
o])eralion. The Coveminent in 1902 was un- 
doubtedly right in building upon the historic 
foundation. It would have been absolutely 
impossible to deal with the religious question 
as well as with secular education on any other 
lines. And remember that as far ;is secular 
education is concerned e\-ery one adini'.s that 
the ])lan laid down in i(;02 is the ]daii on which 
hereafter, so far as jirdpliesy can roach, the 
secular education of this countrv is goiiif^ to. 
be managed. It is not on the secular side, it 
is on the religious side, as we all know, that 
criticism has been made, and in connection 
with which difficulties have arisen, for my 
own part, judging as inqiartially as I can from 
the information which reaches nie from all 
sides, [ shouKl say tliat even on the rcli.^dous 
side there is gross exaggeration in the coni- 
inenlaries made upon the act of 1902. That 
Act, carrying as it did some of (he imperfec- 
..tions of the Act of 1870, mitigated them, alle- 
A'iiated them in all the respects of which the 
Nonconformists complainetl. It milir^atcd the 
gricv.'ince of the Nonconformist teacher; it 
initis^ated the grievance nf the single-school 
;n-ea. There is not one of the \'onconf(jrmist 
.grievances which was not alleviated — I do not 
put it higher than that — by the Education y\ct 
of 1902. lint I quite agree that it found anom- 
.a.lies, it found imperfections, whichj, it might 
have mitigated, but which it .did not wholly 



swept away in a moment without considera- 
tion, without regard for the cause for which 
those labors and that expenditure were under- 
taken. (Cheers.) 1 do not believe that the 
Church of Enfiland will e\'er stand in the way 
of a sound system of education. 1 do not l)e- 
lieve she will e\'er ret^ard her interests, or lier 
supposed interests, as beinp in any sense ob- 
stacles in the v.'a}' of a really national .system. 
But to tell me that all the sacrifices which 
have been made' in the past are to coiint for 
nothing in the arrangements for the future, 
and that ^vhat is fo be done is to be done irres- 
pective of the wish of the great mass of the 
])eo])le — that, I say, is really absurd. (Hear, 
hear.) That is niy first principle, or my first 
conclusion as to the late controversy. 

Contracting Out. 
yiy second is that no remedy for the present 
anomalies can be found in the direction of con- 
tracting but, It is not impossible, and it might 
not be disastrous, to allow schools of great 
wealth, possessed of ample endowments, to 
contract themselves out of the ordinarj'- system, 
just as our great public schools and secondary 
schools are outside the system, and a large 
number of private adventure schools. 1 do 
not recommend it, but it would have no very 
disastrous effects. But what would clearly 
have disastrous, effects, educationally, is to al- 
low the poor schools to contract out. (Hoar, 
hear.) Directly you allow the, poor school,s to 
contract out, and try to bring tlVi?m up to- jlieir 
former rate-aided ])osition by merely incr.eas- 
iiig the grant, you only raise the'generar level 
of the cost of elementary education. I cannot, 
myself believe that any government will again • 
suggest that contracting out is the proper .solu- 
tion of ithe question, l^he-third principle I lay 
■ down is that no solution 'will eyer' be accepted 
by the people of this country which gives pre- 
ferential treatment to the Roman Catholio?. 
(Hear, hear.) ■ J am perfectly ready to fight "fbr 
the Roman Catholic parent, as l am for''i;he 
Anglican parent: but I will never willingly con- 
sent, [ will never be a party to any arrange- 
ment that gives special privileges to any one 
communion. (Hear, hear.) Now, if these prop- 
ositions b.e^granted, in what line is movement 
to take place if movement be necessary ? If we 
are to alter the system of 1902, in .what direc- 
tion must we move? 

' Two Alternatives. 

There are really only two directions— only 



two, at all events, that my ingenuity or that of 
those 1 have consulted has ever suggested. 
One is a movement in the direction of abolish- 
ing religion aUoj^-ether (iVo, no) as part of our 
national system ; the other is in the direction 
of Increasing- as far as possible the control of 
the parents;. oyer the religion^', taught, to their, 
childrehi COiiibrrie'd withl'sbitfe" effective iw^ 
of teaching- that religion. (Cheers.) I do not 
propose to argue liefore such a meeting as 
this the first of these two alternatives. The 
more we observe the general tone of the. edu- 
cational movement throughout the world, the 
more convinced shall we become 'that no 
greater disaster could happeii to any commun- 
ity than that it should »■ banish religion^' .as a 
thing of no account; from- the Jessons which are 
^to be taught to its children. ( Hear,' hear.) And 
if I am told, as by some 1 may be told, that 
religion is a very gtiod thing — that religion 
ought to he taught to children, but that'the 
jieople who ought to teach it are the parents, I 
say, Look- around., iipon the .actual facts of the 
civilization in which you live. If you compel 
the parents to give up their duties as regq,rds 
secular education to the teachers of ^-our ap- 
pointment, how CTii you ask them to divide 
education in this kind of way, and require 
them, having taught them that, at the cost of 
the vState. and by teachers in whose appoint- 
ment the community has a voice, to teach 
them that their secular education has to be 
done by that machinery, but religious educa- 
tion is to be divorced from it? I, therefore, 
hold— and in this I know 1 speak the general 
feelings of my countrymen— 1 hold that it is 
not worth while arguing whether we shall pres- 
erve religion in the voluntary schools. Relig- 
ion nuist be preserved and will be i)rcseryed. 
(Hear, hear.) Well, the only alternative, if you 
m.ean, and in so far as, it is found .^ecessary, to 
alter the present system, is to move in the di- 
rection of parents' rights (cheers), to modify, 
your system so that parents shall feci what 
is very good for them to feel — that ih".y have 
some responsibility with regard to the religion 
which has to be taught to'their children, and 
that the religion shall he one, not chosen by 
any particular local authority, but chosen by 
the parents themselves: '(Cheers.) Evi'ddritly, 
if the nexv , system .is to' be on these lines; it 
carries with it two conclusions,''tO i' on& of 
which there would be Churchmen who wbiild 
oliject, to the other of which there are many 
-Xoncrjnfonnists who would object. ■ ' 

The Cowper-Temple Clause. ' 
It is (|uite manifest that if you arc going 
siiicerely to cndeavbr.to give the^ children ^u 
effective. educatfon''in "the religion ' desired Lv 
their parents, you have to modify the existing 
system in voluntary^ schools' and' you have al- 
together to break down that most aiiomalp.us 
and indefensible arrangement, the .Covvp.ef,- 
Templc clause in the provided 'schools'. 
(Cheers.) ' Your change must be a double 
change. There are .\onconformist reformers 
keenly alive to what they consider to be tlie 
justice of their own jjeople, but absolutely 
blind to the equally obvious inju.stice that 
their scheme would^inflict upon Church people 
who wish for only'one'kind of scheme, and" that 
the provided school.' .'\nd so little do they 
know how to nse the English langua.gc with 
acciinicy _ (laughicr) that lliev describe this 
system of universally-provided schools as the 
coinrol by the localit}- of the religious educa- 
tion in conformity with the -wishes of the ma- 
jority of the locality. It is nothing of the kind. 
(Hear, hear.) I do not know that I have any

not kr,o\Y. that I have any particular' desire 
_ /^S^ "le children of all parents educated ac- 
coiclniijtQ ^[j^, ^visiles of the majority of some 
parents; ^iitogethcr apart from that, is it 
not lullyto say that the local authority has un- 
■.Uei t'lc (^Q^ypQi-.'pQp^pij, clause the power of 
directiiij; [[.jj, religious education according to 
the WLs^^Qf tijg majorityjj-vvh^n;;' in^fact, it 
cannot dir^^,,. religibii's edlica'tiori* at ■'all? 
(Cheers,) 1'hat has been settled for them by 
an Act of Parliament, obscure, ambiguous in 
its wordinj,^ [^^j^ ^^i^^ intentionally designed to 
prevent tru; teaching of any particular denoni- 
ination hcii,„ o-jven'to the children of that de- 
nomtnation. Xow, that is a .system which 
breaks (lriv,„ altogether at the bar of reason, 
and which fiye niinutes argument, knocks, to 
pieces, and •\v]iic]-i' has not even the 'practical 
advantage of .satisfying the community as a 
whole, but^hich must absolutely go ii parents' 
rights are to be regarded. (Cheers.) In other 
words, if yo'j really wish to have a stable and 
logical arrangement, you will have to allow, 
indeed to encourage,. Nonconformist teaching 
in Church schools where the Nonconformist 
l)arenls desire it. and you will have to allow 
effective deiKniinational teaching in the coun- 
cil schools. That is not all. it is perfectly 
clear to me ihat^ if religious education is to be 
effective, experience shows we nmst encourage 
the teachers to lake inirt in it. (Cheers.) I do 
not say that the whole religious teaching need 
necessarily be carried out by the teachers of 
the school. I certainly should no^t refuse the 
aid of ministers of all denominations whose 
children were represented in the schools; but 
in the main, if you want the teaching to suc- 
ceed, it is desirable to have teachers who will 
teach it. (Cheers.) Qn, this point I do not pre- 
tetid to.have personal experience, but I have 
conversed with a large number of" experts, and 
there is almost unimimity on the point that, 
especially in large ' schools, it is the teacher 
alone, broadly sp'eaking — I do not lay down 
any universal proposition — to whom should be 
entrusted, not merely the giving of seqular 
education, but of reli,gious education. (Cheers.) 
The Selection of Teachers. 
If that be admiucd, we are driven on again 
by irresistible logic to ask how the teachers 
who' afe to teach rdigion in accordance with 
the wishes of the.parents are to be selected, and 
this is realljr, the all-important point. , I. am not 
going to discuss' th^^uesti'on 'of tests for' teach- 
ers. That was made, I am well aware, a shib- 
boleth of the platform, but it is a shibboleth 
quite useless except gn the platform. (Laugh- 
ter.) It carries with it ho clear or definite 
mea.ning to any thinking man,, and its whole 
object and effect is fo call down cheers at the 
moment and possibly.to obtain votes. (Laugh- 
ter.),. |rhe recent di.sqissipns in-,the jPIpuse of 
Gonrmon's have shown bejrond'ijjou'bt that'the 
Coverhment themselves are aware of all the 
ambiguity which lurfc under that well-worn 
formula. In the strict sense of the formula I do 
not believe that any human being wants to im- 
pose tests, and what is more, I do not believe 
tests have ever, been imposed. (Cheers.) 'But 
if you ask whether the abolition of tests means 
that no inquiry is to be made, no information 
received as to the capacity of the teacher to 
undertake the teaching of rcli.gion which is 
part of his duties, 1 sa}', in the first place, that 
is an absolutely absurd pjsition to put any of 
those responsible for teaching in; and, in tlic 
second place, the Government themselves, in

The toast of "the King" was proposed by 
the Master, who also ofl'ered a welcome to his 
guests; and the toast of "'J'hc immortal .Mem- 
ory of John iMilton" was jjroposed b}' Mr. J.. 
W. .Mackail, Professor of Poetry in the Univer- 
sity of Oxford. 

Professor .Mackail said that Mdton's pri- 
macy in Engli.•^h poetry might be saul to have 
been first publicly proclaimed by Addison and 
estahlhshed by Johnson, but hfc had never wajit- 
ed his followers, his adnn'rers, his critics, in his 
own Univcr.sity. Johnson's sngf/estion that he 
was rebellious ;it college by his remain-, 
ing- there for nearly eight years. Cam- 
bridge left an indelible irniiress on his genius, 
and the only one of his crjutemporaries to be 
mentioned in "Paradise Lost" was Galileo, one 
of the intellectual ;fcunders of Cambridge. ITc 
called hinv."the 'ruscan artist," as if to indicate 



junction. So they, were in i\Iilton's poetr}', in 
which the science was as wonderful as the art. 
The art was science aj^plicd to thought and 
langitiige and transfigured by that creative im- 
aginatiiin rm which the discf)\-erics of science, 
like the achievements of art, were ultimately 
based. In tiie' science of his art iMilton stood 
alone among the English iiocts, and it \yas this 
\\'liich made him, in the full sense of the word, 
.a cl.'is.sic and set him in the same circle with Yir- 
,gil and Sophocles, in lonely and splendid emi- 
nence. Thus in the dazlzling roll of Cambridge 
])oets. Christ's College took precedence of any 
other college, for the poet did what could only 
be dftne once in the pi ogrc.-s uf any literature — 
he attained jierfection. Perfection was what 
.Milton set before himself, lie held aloof from 
the liler.-iture of his own time, ;ind studied in 
silence, writin.g little, till the age of ,^0. "Co- 
mus" was written at six-aiid-twenty, and three 
more years passed be.fQre he allowed it to be 
iniblished and even then with a>ry of pain. It 
was not that he thon,glit lililc of it; self-depre- 
ciation was never a fea.tiire of his character,* 
but even of "I'ar.-ulise Lost" he seemed t(.) have 
felt that il was not good enough for Jcjhn Mil- 
ton to ha\^e written ; for his ])ride and self-con- 
fidence were like those of Ins own fallen arch- 
angel. After Comus came a gap of 20 years, 
and-thcn just as that long strenuous self-educa- 
tion was complete Uiid pcrfcciion wa.s 'on the 
point of attainment, -hcfell blind. W hen we; 
thouglit of "Paradise Lost" conqioscd in dark- 
ness, preserved in meinory, dictated in frag- 
ments, it might well seem to us the most as- 
tonishing of all the products of high genius 
guided by uncon(|nerable will. In the words of 
I.Jc yuiiicey, it was not a book amon.g books, 
not a poem {unongvpqenig,; b 
among^ forces. ,Millpiiimove^ on 'a higher' plane, 



poraries, who were en.gaged in civilizing En.g- 
lisli poetry. He had little effect upon them; he 
iouiided no school and gave so impulse of let- 
ters, except the iin]mlsc givento all true artists 
when they saw and recognized perfect to art. 
b'or iicrfection he discarded- -all else, tears 
and laughter, the common sweetness of earth, 
the power to move the heart and to bring heal- 
ing into the lives of men. He stood now as he 
stood then, awful, magnificent, alone.

■teachers, not to ask offensive questions, not to 
put preposterous tests, but simply to make 
themselves acqtiainted with the broad fact. 
Can this teacher teach that which we are em- 
ploying him to teach? (Cheers.) Mr. Balfour, 
after giving a resume of his previous points, 
said : — There only remains the fifth step to 
lake, wdiich is to ask who is to have the con- 
trol of the appointment of those teachers who 
are to give religious as well as secular educa- 
tion. 1 would venture to say that there must 
be some kind of veto by the' parents upon the 
selection of the teacher who is to teach their 
children religion.

But if the task is again undertaken 
by a responsible Government the'rV can,''I' 
think, be no doubt that the lines on which they 
ought to proceed are in the direction which I 
have ventured briefly to indicate.

I in confc)rmity, as Lord Salisbury told you just 
now, with the natural jurisprudence which is 
older even, than the- common law of' England.

It has in it, therefore, some 
basis of perpetuity, - and if the people of this 
country are indeed discontented with the his- 
toric foundation upon . whicli the religious 
system of the Act of 1902 was founded, let 
them by all means sweep it away. But do not 
let them attempt to substitute for one anomaly 
another anomaly, for one cause of scandal and 
offence. another and yet greater cause of scan- 
dal and offence. Let them . .boldly, take,.}3|the/ 
cleai-', rational, broadmirided course ''whtcli' t 
have ventured to lay before you tonight, and 
then, and then only, wc .shall have found the 
method by which the highest interests of reli- 
gion will be found. compatiWe with. State edu- 
cation. (Cheers.) 

The Dean of Canterbury moved .-—"That 
this meeting affirn-is the right of parents to de- 
termine the character of the religiouG teaching 
of their children in the schools of the countiy, 
and to have such teaching given in school 
hours by 'teachers who are qualified and be- 
lieve in what they teach." He said,that it was 
only within the la.st two years ifi'at in England, 
for the first time, an attempt had been made to 
override the elementary and primitive prini 
ciple of the right of the pprent to have his chil- 
dren educated according to his own religion. 
When elementary education was reorganized 
in 1870 under Mr. Forster and Air. Gladstone, 
there was not a shadow of an attempt or a sug- 
gestion to dictate to the parents of. England 
wh-dt should be ihe form of'i-'eligiolis'educatic)n 
-\yliich their children should receive. The' ques- 
tion really, even by the admission of their op- 
])onents, came to this— whether there were 
dee]) characteristics in the Church of England 
education which they valued as much a's the 
Roman ■Catholic, and the Jews valued theirs 
He asked.^ them— Were thet^e? (Loud cries of 
"Ves.") Then it was for them to .^tand firm 
and listen to no talk of compromise wliich 
would obliterate Church of England schools. 
(Cheers.) They might be a minority, but let 
them be a stiff-necked minority in this matter. 
(Cheers.) They had had signs m the last twci 
or three months that in some quarters where 
they should look.forvleadership:,there might be 
too great a disposition fc5r compromise; but the 
principle they were asserting that . night .was 
not one alone for the clergy and Bishops to'' 
maintain, but for the parents to fight for, and 
il, but so great a jjarl as to permate and in- 
havc like the Church parents of Lancashire, 
there need be no fear of ^the -result. (Cheers.)

(11 eai , heat . ) If we 
were to have a national system of education, 
religious education must not only be a part of 
it, but so great a part as to. permeate and in- 
fluence the whole of the instruction given to 
the children.

The' resolution was^ carried with acclama- 
tion. 

Votes of thanks to Air. Balfour and the 
chairman terminated the proceedings. 
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I HE Roman city of Herculaneum (the 
Heraclcia of the Greeks), which was 
injured by an earthquake in A.D. 63, 
and buried by an eruption, of Vesu- 
vius 16 years later/^ies'riciw from' 30. 
to 120 feet beneath the surface, at a 
'■(Uktancc of about 5 miles southeast from 
■Naples, with the town of Rcsina (population 
20,000). on top of it and tlic overlying space 
filled with volcanic material.. It is distant 
about five miles westward from the most re- 
cent crater of the volcano, about two-thirds of 
a mile from the Portici Station of the Naples- 
Pompeii Tiailrdad, and about half a mile from 
the seashore' and the continuation of the rail- 
road line, which here hugs the shore. 

The ancient city was not built upon a level, 
but upon a bluff descending to the sea, with the 
result that some of the buildings differ in the 
altitude of their foundations by lOO feet or 
more. Excluding scattered villas, the buried 
^'uins probably extend- over several hundred 
acres, of which less than 40 acres, constituting 
the higher and more easily accessible portion , 
' of the" city, have already been laid bare, or 
rudely excavated, bv means of tunnels. 

The origin of Herculaneum, its ancient his- 
tory, its tragic catastrophe, the various ajcca- 
S'ations of its ruins made in the reign of Con- 
stantine the Great, and again between 1709 and 
.the' present time; and the manuscripts, sculp- 
■ tiires, paintings and other objects of interest 
rescued from "its ruins in modern days, form 
the subjects of a very considerable literature, 
an epitome of which and a guide to the works 
themselves will be found in the current en-, 
cyclopedias and Other works of reference, and 
in. magaziiie 'articles. Among the latest of 
tKes^.is the brief' but interesting essay of Pro- 
fessor .Rodolpho Lanciani, in :\'lunsey's Alaga- 
zine for 1907. 

■' . .The. most valuable olijects thus far recover- 
ed from the ruins consist of statuary, paintings, 
vases, and coins ; and the most numerous ob- 
jects, several thousand manuscripts; but 
among them, so far has been disclosed by the 
excavators Avho had charge of the works under 
the Neapolitan princes of the' eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries, none of those productions 
'of the Augustan age of Rome, which, like the 
missing books of Livy or Tacitus, would have 
earned for the excavators the gratitude of an 
expectant world. These are among the prizes 
which await the future explorer ; for it is- con- 
fidently belieyed .that . Herculaneum, which 
Lanciani'-has. aptly termed, "the Newport of 
Rome/' '"still -hernjetically preserves in its tena- 
cious carei 'the fost -.literature of the classical 



A portion of the excavations of Herculan- 
eum thus far made are what a miner would 
call an "open-cut," where all tne superincum- 
bent- earth, or volcanic material, has been re- 
moved, and the buried remains laid bare to 
the dav as in the Roman Forum and m Pom- 
peii. Another portion has been excavated un- 
derground by means of shafts aiid galleries, 
•IS in a rock mine;. and still another portion, 
by means of short tunnels run in from the sea- 
side, as in a drift mine. A 1 of this work, ex- 
cept the open-cut (which though very expen- 
sive wa"; mechanically simple) was done, from 
a miner's point of view, unscientifically, and 
from the archaelogical point of view, as Lan- 
ciani observes, vandalically. 

Some vears ago. Prof. Charles Waldstein, 
of King's College, Cambridge, attempted to en- 
Hst thc'aid of a number of eminent and wealthy 
persons in England, Italy and the United 
States in raising a fund to purcha.se the lands 
of Rcsina and remove the entire mass of vol- 
canic material which covers the city of Hercul- 
Weum; but without success. The enterprise 
was deemed too vast and the plan too expen- 
sive. An .'\mcrican company now proposes a 
different plan— that of exploring Herculaneum 
as a rock mine and with all the mechanical ap- 
Vlianccs and devices which have elevated the 
art of mining in America to the dignity of a 
scientific industry. The outline of the plan pro- 
posed has already secured the approbation of 
Prof. Spinazzola of the San Martino museum 
of Naples, Prof. Dall'Osso, inspector of exca- 
vations at' Pompeii, Prof. Coscnlini of the Uni- 
versity of Nai)les, and Prof. I'anciani, Univer- 
sitv of Rome, and other eminent scientists in 
Italy, besides many distinguished persons in 
England, France, Germany and America. It 
is the details of this plan which we propose to 
lav before the reader; it being premised that 
as' vet, the writer, who has been nominated by 
the' -American company to superintend the min- 
ing works, knows the ground only by casual 
survey and description. Upon exploring it 
more minutely, some of the following details 
may undergo modification. 

The material to be dealt with consists for 
the most part of tufa, or a semi-hardened vol- 
canic mud. The theatre,^ already excavated, 
was found filled up .to me v.ery head of the 
, arches with tufa, and|nder' circuriistances 
which prove that the cpli version of mud into 
this stone takes place itia comparatively short 
time. Until exposed to the atmosphere it yields 
readily to the pick: afterwards it hardens into 
pozzoiana, or pudding stone, when it becomes 
refractory. .Other ppi|ions consist ,of sand, 



ashes, fragments of lava and whitish pumice, 
inclosing' grains of uncalcined lime, similar to 
the materials found in Pompeii. These were 
evidently transported by water, hot from the 
volcano; for they sometimes fill and choke up 
the most narrow, intricate and remote places, 
and .ip . a;,niannen;thatXno subsequent- s<?epage 
oif fain water, fi-din ' the surface could have ef-' 
cfected. In some places streams of hardened 
lava arc covered with soil and again by lava, 
and so on for six successive times, implying 
long ages between the various floods of vol- 
canic materials. Briefly, the engineer will 
have to deal with hard lava, pozzoiana, tufa, 
pumice, sand, and seepage water, to say 
nothing of other and as yet unknown materials, 
such as underground springs of water; struc- 
tures which have fallen into and choke vol- 
canic fissures ; old workings unskilfully con- 
structed,^ or defectively supported ; etc. 

It is proposed at the outset, and until the 
workings suggest different openings, to exca- 
vate Herculaneum by means of four principal 
openings, two vertical and two horizontal, of 
which only one pair will need to be described; 
the other pair being, for all engineering pur- 
poses, merely duplicates. One of the perpen- 
diculars, which will be called the main shaft, 
will tap the ancient city at a point between 
the theatre and the seashore; the correspond- 
ing horizontal entry will penetrate from the 
seashore until it connects with the main shaft. 
This plan will secure several important ad- 
vantages. It will afford a natilral drainage for 
the entire workings; it will afford an easy and 
economical exit for the material to be removed 
and transported by gravitation to a point 
where it can be utilized for other purposes ; 
and it will -afford an avenue of egress for the 
workmen and inspectors, in case of temporary 
interruption to the working of the main shaft. 

To facilitate and cheapen the work of ex- 
cavation, a compressed-air plant will be in- 
stalled wdiich will run sufficient air-hammer 
drills of the most approved type to hasten the 
work in any ground .that requires blasting. 
The exhaust air from the drills will iniprove 
the ventilation in r,etTiote .' places not easily- 
reached by natural .draft, . 

As, in conformity with the plarf of the un- 
.dertakers, Herculaneum will become a popular 
show place, to v/hich numbers of people, both 
natives and foreigners, will resort, to view its 
remains of antiquity in situ, it is proposed to 
construct the main shaft in an enduring man- 
ner, and both earthquake and fireproof. In-, 
stead of the usual tirabc:f frame and board 
'l^eeting,' ,the main shaft, ,\yMl.^ be, .constructed, 



throughout of steel. It will be sunk from the 
surface to a depth below which it will be use- 
less to search for antiquities. It will have at 
least four stations,, one at about the level of 
the roofs of Herculaneum, one. at.the -level of- 
the principal street, one at the level' of the 
cellar^floors otsuch street.-and another to con- 
hecf 'with' the Seashore tunnel. The main shaft 
will be divided into three compartments; two 
for workmen and freight and one for visitors. 
The former will be provided with safety cages, 
and the latter with a luxurious elevator, hand- 
somely fitted, and worked by an independent 
engine. After connection is .made with tl>e 
tunnel, one of the.workmen's cages will be dis- 
pensed with, and converted into a supplemen- 
tary passenger lift. The head of the main 
shaft will be enclosed in an edifice construct- 
ed to suit the purposes of the administration, 
includiiig a visitors' room, inspectors' room, 
sifting room, ticket office, etc. j 

In order to meet the necessary require- 
ments of the administration, the exit to the tlun- 
nel will also be enclosed. This tunnel will be 
2.2 metres, or about 7 feet high; and 1.4 me- 
tres, or about 4/2 feet wide. At the bottom of 
the tunnel, in the centre, w-ill be constructed 
a drainage channel ; and on each side of this 
channel will be laid a line of narrow-guage 
rails, upon which will run the dump cars em- 
ployed in transporting ihe excavated material 
to the sifting room, and eventually to the sea- 
side. ' The tunnel will form a more or ■ less 
direct line from its mouth to the main shaft; 
but cross-cuts will be driven wherever these 
can be made with advantage. As the line of 
the tunnel will form a continuous descent 
from the main shaft to. the sea, nearly all the 
excavated material will be removed by gravity 
and at small expense. At first the empty cars 
■'will be pushed by hand; eventually the entire 
system will be worked by machinery, and in 
a system by wdiich the momentum of the load- 
ed cars win be utilized to haul up the empties. 

One of the most. Important cares of the en- 
,gineers will be to s.uport the superincumbent 
(earth, and the edifices of Resina which sur- 
mount it. TJiis will be done ;in various ways,' 
one of which will be t'o„ leave untouched all 
those portions of the mine, or buried city, 
which contain no structures.' These portions 
comprise all the open spaces, such as the an- 
cient gardens, empty lots, and sections of tlie 
streets or roadways. In addition to the na- 
tural supporting p'illars thus to;.be{formed/.it 
may be necessary in some places to cSnst'ruct 
artificial, supports by devices familiar to the 
mtnen---WH'eh- it i^ remembered that the Com- 
StBQc^mine, six miles in length, containing the 



numerou.v huge chambers from which the 
"bonanzas" had been extracted, were excavat- 
ed, while 'Virginia City with its numerous 
heavy structures reposed in pe;rfect security on 
top of the mines;, there need be no fears that 
the difficulty Of suporting the smaller city of 
Resina will be overcome in an equally satisfac- 
tory manner. The bonanza cavities of the 
Comstock mines reach downward to a depth 
of over 3,500 feet; yet Virginia City remains 
and the workings continue. The horizontal 
area of cross, section ofjts .^bonanza cavities 
may be realized' from the fact 'that, upon a 
floor filling one of these, an opera was per- 
formed' before a iarigC' audience, with plenty of 
space for proscenium,; scenery, dressing-rooms 
and orchestra. 

The Herculaneum openings will be lighted 
throughout by electricity, and so vividly as to 
leave no part of the workings obscure. ^To pro- 
vide against accident to the electric works, an 
independent electric system of lighting will 
also be installed; and as ^additional security,, 
provision will be made for a third sy.stem, in- 
dependent of the other.s, the details of which 
the engineers do not desire to make public. 
The telephone will be installed throughout the 
workings, and telephone slot-box stations, open 
to the public upon deposit of a small fee, will 
be erected at convenient points. Refectories 
and other places of entertainment for visitors 
will be provided by the administration; so that 
an entire day may be spent in the Habitation 
of the Past, with both edification and pleasure. 

The subterranean workings, by embracing 
the numerous deta-ched villas of Herculaneum, 
will eventually cover so extensive an area that 
one of the most essential provisions of the en- 
gineering faculty will be the inslallaiion of a 
suitable and effective system of ventilation. 
Unless mcphitic vapors from continuing 
sources are encountered — a condition of af- 
fairs which there is no reason to apprehend— 
su^h a system of ventilation is expected to be 
atained "in a natural, andiinexpeu way. A 
cbntiniiouis.' df aft"6f fr|sii"arid invigorating air 
from the sea is expected to find its way to the 
shafts'-; arid this draft can be diverted at plea- 
sure to any desired part of the openings. Pro- 
vision is made in the working plan for a cheap 
and effective device to overcome any iiiterrup- 
tion that may occur to the-- natural- draft..- . .A' 
small fire department, with installation of run- 
ning water, -hose pipes, ladders, and hand im- 
plement's,' completes this interesting plan for 
the excavation and exjiibition of the buried 
city of Herculancum.T-Alex'iDei Mar, in The 
Enginering Magazine; . -J r ,/^ ' , 
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pF the Government of India have been 
slow to take effective measures to deal 
with incitements in the press and with 
revolutionary conspiracies, they were 
swift enough wdien once they set to 
work.

• The existence of a seditious press m India

in the early seventies .some of the Bengal pa- 
pers had already developed those tendencies to- 
wards disaffection which have since become so 
pronounced. 

In 1878 Lord Lytton passed a Press .-\ct less 
vigorous, on the whole, than the measure which 
ha's juft became law. The Act was only once 
])Ut into operation, the offcndin.i^- journal being 
.1 now extinct J.^engal newspaper. Four years 
later it was repealed by Lord Ripon, and ever 
since the native newspapers of India have en- 
joyed a freedom which many of them have flis- 
gracefully abused. 

There were of course, i'>thcr powers under 
which seditious iiewspai)ers might In- d.ea't 
with. Section 124.\ of the Indian Penal code 
jirovidcs that a i)erson who l)y words either 
si)oken or intended to bg read endeavors to ex- 
' cite disaffection against the Government may 
be i)unished. In 1892 the Government prose- 
cuted tbe Bangobasi, a Calcutta ncwsi)aper, im- 
der this section, but failed to secure a convic- 
tion. Then came, in 181;/, th.e murder,-; of .Mr. 
Rand and Lieutenant Ayerst, at Poona, which 
were the real beginning of that active opposi- 
tion to constituted authority which has since 
reached such large dimensions. Those mur- 
ders are a landinark in the historyof British 
India. Their' immediate cause was dislike of 
the plague policy of the Government; but from 
that date the apostles of revolution began orga- 
nized work. 

The authorities were convinced that mur- 
ders were due to inflammatory articles in the 
native press. They prosecuted Mr. Bal Gan- 
gadliar Tilak of Poona, the pioj'rictor of the 
Mahratta, a weekly printed in English and of 
the Kesari, another weekly i)rinle(l in Marathi. 
' for inciting to disaffection. -Mr. Tilak was con- 
victed and imprisoned, hut ^ the jiiosecutinn 
made his name and fortune. The. Kesari_ leaped 
up to a circulation of 20,000 a week, a high fi>;- 
ure for a vernacular paper. ^Vllereyer he went 
in India after his release Mr. Tilak' was receiv- 
ed .wdth intense enthusiasm. He founded tiie 
Extremist Party in the Congress, .which has 
since worked untold mischief ; and he inspired 




Mr. Bepin Chandrit Pal and other Ex- 
tremist leaders in Bcfi'gal, the Punjab and else- 
where, who have, done so much to develop the 
National movement in its wilder forms. 

After their experience with MB. Tilak, the 
Government became very loath to undertake 
further prosecutioni for sedition. In his case 
imprisonnu-nl had opened the pathway to fame, 
and influence and comparative wealth. His pa- 
pers remained almost as violent as ever and the 
purpose of the authbrities was really unfilled. 

For years afterwards very few prosecutions 
were instituted. Large numbers of Vernacular 
journals grew steadily more seditious in tone. 
Articles were constantly printed beside which 
that of Mr. Tilak seems ridiculously 
mild. Incitements to widespread rebellion^ and 
to assassination became open and undisguised. ' 
In the last eighteen months ])rosccutions under 
section 123.^- have been more frequent, but have 
proved largely ineffective. If one conductor of 
a revolutionary journal found his way to jail 
another was ready to Jake his place in his office. 
The dissemination of sedition remained un- 
checked. The need for further legislation on 
the lines now adopted was at last seen to be 
a])sohitcly imi)iTative. 

Peojile in iingland perhaps hardly realize 
how easy it is to start a vernacular newspaper 
in India.' Hardly any capital is required. Very 
few vernacular newspapers show a profit ex- 
ceeding £30 a month. Many are happy if 
they clear £6' a month. More than half the 
editors of vernacular papers in India arc prob- 
ably in receipt of an income of less than £3 
los a month. I" Lhe big.gest cities the rates arc 
liigher. 

Sometimes the vernacular paper has its 
own plant, consisting of a few cases pf batter- 
ed type and a hand press. The quality of pa- 

.per used is of tne roughest and cheapest kind. 
A room or two in a squalid tenement build- 
in"- often serves for offices, fn many instances 
the conductor of a paper w-ill contract with a 
printer to produce his journal, and in that 
event the fjijancial risk is generally even small- 
er. ' ^ 

The editors and contributors, are;- usually 
men of good education wlio have failed to' en- 
ter the coyetcd haven of ("Government employi- 
They are ^seditious from inclination, hut also 
because they find it ])ays. Until prosecutions 
became recently more numerous, an apj^ear- 
ancc in the Police Court on a charge of sedition 
was a certain prelude to prosnerity. It was the 
best advertisement an editor could desire. No- 
toriety s^i.t up , circulation and as sentences 
were alrift*^t invariably light they constituted 
np./greatf'hai-dship. The paper continued to 
appear'? as- beforeV an soon converted into 

•a good propert)'. Under the new law, this 
kind of profitable martyrdom will be at once 



extinguished. There will no longer be a pre- 
mium on sedition. 

Those wdio are not familiar with Indian 
conditions may wonder whether those wretch- 
ed publications are wortli.-: serious .considera- 
tion. No one who has,-^^ !,watclted the evil 
wrought by the reptile press of India will-have 
any doubt' as to the answer. , 

Few of the vernacular papers have a wide- 
spread circulation. It is their collective in- 
fluence that tells. Until today one might go 
into the bazaars of any great Indian city and 
buy copies of current publications containing 
articles cither ppenly or covertly inciting to 
rebellion and violence, urging the people to 
drive the English out of India. This is no ex- 
aggeration. Papers of this description are 
openly hawked' about. 

.\ot only the big cities, but most towns 
of any size,' and even important villages, Jiaye 
their own vernacular pajjcrs nowadays. Their 
price is usually extremely low, and though by 
no means all of them are seditious, die ten- 
dency of most is toward disloyalty/ The few 
Indian newspapiers which are of good repute 
and are moderate and sensible in tone, are us- 
ually printed in English. 

Circulation is by no means a fair test of the 
average number of readers of an Indian paper. 
Cojiles are passed from hand to hand. Even 
in the case of the great Anglo-Indian dailies 
' the number of their readers is cncjrmously in 
excess of the number of. copies printed. The 
same is true of the vernacular papers. Many 
organizatiohs exist in India for passing on 
newspapers from house to house. 

The Indian has an extraordinary veneration 
for the ])rinted word. If he reads in his paper 
tile wildest charges against the Government, it 
does not occur to him to doubt them. It is in 
]M-inl; therefore, it must be true. The effect 
upon such minds of daily incitements to the 
.shedding of b'lood may readily be imagined. 
Sometimes the schoolmaster is almost the only 
man in a village who can read. At sunset he 
may often be "'found seated beneath a banyan 
tree reading and cy.pounding''his favorite jour- 
nal to the village elders. The listeners marvel 
at the iniquities of the British Raj thus.reveal- 
. cd to them, but they believe them all the same. 
Need there be any w-onder that as a result 
o.f such an incessant and widespread p'rop'aga- 
tion of direct incitements to violence India has 
become honeycombed with disaffection? 
•The discovery of bomb factories and the peiv 
petration of 'nmrdcrous outrages came as no 
surprise to those who have? watched the viru- 
lent" animbsity\pf tile '' ■

.I-IERE is no little interest just now in 
the port of Prince Rupert, on; Hudson 
Bay, which is to be-the terminus of 
the Hudson Bay Railway. A recent 
blue book, containing the report of 
Mr. W. Thibaudeau, C.E., who sur- 
veyed the port for the Dominion Government, 
gives some. interesting facts. 

From this report, it apears that the harbor 
is a magnificent one. iMr. Thibeaudeau makes 
the important statement that there would be 
no difficulty in keping it open the year round 
with the aid of icerbreakers. The entrance to 
the harbor is about 2,000 feet wide, with a 
minimum depth of water of ten fathoms. Ves- 
sels drawing thirty-six feet of water could en- 
■ ter the harbor and anchor within 200 yards of 
the west shore to a point 250 feet south of Fort 
Prince of Wales. The bay outside the harbor 
also affords good anchorage; there is .aijiple 
depth of water. 

Mv. Thibeaudeau goes on to say that.a ves- 
sel drawing twenty-four feet of water can come 
within 150 yards of the east side of the harbor, 
from its mouth to a point 150 yards south of 
Battery Beacon. There is also good anchorage 
south of the point alluded to (150 yards south 
of Battery Beacon) for 2,000 feet in length 
by Soo feet in -width for vessels drawing 
twenty-four feet of water. Opposite Battery 
Beacon for a distance of 2,500 feet across the 
harbor there is a minimum depth of twenty- 
four feet of water. 

Fort Churchill is probably the oldest place 
w^est'of thie Great Lakes. It was ii^ i()88 the 
then newly-organized Hudson's Bay Company 
founded a post on this magnificent harbor. In 
1721 the post was rebuilt. On the west side of 
the entrance to the harbor is Fort Prince of 
Wales, a substantial old fortress, which was 
connnenced in 1733 and not completed imtil 
thirteen years later. It is no toy fortress, either.^ 
The length of each side is 312 feet, three of 
the sides being of dressed and dimension stone 
inside and out. The walls are 34 feet thick 
and 16 feet high. In the stormy days of the 
ei.ghtcenth century it was mounted witli a 
battery of forty cannon. During the exciting 
days of the final conflict between the French 
and the English the fort was captured and par- 
tially destroyed by the .Erench Admiral La 
PerpiiW »»\1782-, ' ' ' " 

.' • Churchill . consists of- two peninsulas, one 
on the 'west being' about ten miles by three 
miles wide at the fibuthern end, and one on 
the cast side, about five miles by two miles 
wide at the southern end. The western penin- 
sula on its western side has two rid.gcs, each 
from qo to 125 feet in height; the northern one 
extending 3>4 miles southerly :from . Fort 
Prince of Wales, and extending southerly a 
distance of II- miles. ■ 



Tlidse ridges cohsist'of (felspathic quartz- 
ite) sandstone of a green grey color, well 
adapted for building purposes. Fort Prince of 
Wales is built of this stone, and its durabiHty 
may be gauged by the fact that it has not suf- 
fered, although built in 1733. 

"On the southerly end of the northerly 
ridge there is a deposit of wljite quartzite, 
sirjiilar. in formation to -Marble Island; this 
stone' takes a fine finishr and is well adapted 
for oriiamental- building purposes; an area of 
about ten acres is exposed. 

"About three miles southerly of Battery 
beacon, and two-thirds of a mile from the river, 
are three or four fresh water lakes at an eleva- 
tion of fifteen feet above high water. The 
bottoms of these lakes consist of limestone; 
they cover an area of about, one square : mile, 
and would furnish a good water supplyl^f, 

"Although there is.no meVcharitable timber 
in the vicinity of ChurCliill, tVieire i's abuhdance 
of fine building stone and limestone to be 
found everywhere, and there is also an ample 
supply of timber for fuel purposes 'for many 
years along both banks of the Churchill river 
and around Button Bay. 

"In September, October and part of Novem- 
ber large shoals of white whales (I counted 
thirty-fu-c in one shoal) could be seen going 
up river at every tide. , Salmon , trout : and 
whitefish are taken in the'. river arid harbor , all ^ 
the year, but are more' aburidant in this spring; " 

"'At "Churchill potatoes, turnips and. other 
vegetables have been successfully raised at the 
Hudson Bay fort. For many years cattle and 
horses have been successfully kept and bred 
at the Hudson Bay post. Excellent pasture 
and hay meadows are found on both sides of 
the river above the harbor for a known distance 
of thirty-five miles. : . 

"At the head of Button Bay there is an 
area'of- 2,000 acres upon which good hay may 
be cut, which has been pronounced by Pro-" 
fessor Macoun as affording excellent forage. 
Wild black and red currants and gooseberries 
are found in great quantities, and are the equal, 
if not the superior, in flavor, of garden pro- 
duce. Barrels of black currants can be picked 
^ around Fort Prince of Wales ; cranberries exist 
in great abundance everywhere. Other berries 
which are indigenous to the climate abound." 

About one-third of the country from Fort 
Churchill to the Pas, the present terminus of 
the Canadian Northern Railway, is marsh. The 
higher lands are covered with spruce and 
tamarac, suitable only for fuel and pulpwood. 
No minerals were seen by Thibaudeau, but Mc- 
Laggan, in the district he , explored, reports 
gold, silver, iron'and limestone. Water power 
is to be found in abundance on all the rivers, 
and there is unlimited power in the Chiirchill, 
only about seventy miles from the. fort; . 1

Certain 
it is tlint the altruistic professions are being starved; 
certain .also that among the rank and file of Eng- 
land's young -men there is not now the same disin- 
terested love of their own country there once was. 
Numbers-'of them now prefer the role of critloi... to . 
that of performer, like looking on at the work. of "oth- 
ers betted than entftrlnfe: tho arena on their own«ao-i 
count, are content to bo irought for rather than light 
for them'delyes. This is not ho,WijEngI4nd'S''greatnea.s 
W&B acCbiripll^lied. 'Where Is tlJ*i!Jiatilt7.'Y'A-rQ^''P9J"ents 
really to.'Jjlamfe?. As regards, ^it^^lrig?^^'•'§!f^jl5^pnce. 
•has always shown that deadly failure Ik brought about 
in homes where parents lay down the la-w tob strictly, 
preach too much to their children, and ''try^too ear- 
nestly, to form .their characters. Some families are - 
absolutely mined in character by too, much '"bringing 
up." It Is the over-strict dLsclplinarlan (as wo all 
know) who has sons who turn out wild. 

In home life there Is but one lever that is strong: 
enough to mould and Infhiencc the characters of its 
cliildren. It is- example.-- ^xa/mplc Is SO slhcere, so 
iionest, good advice and homlllCB ala^I may miss Are, 
rules may.be detested and ■evaded! - bonds that are 
tied too tightly will -be broken away -.from -on tho flrat 
opportunity; but the Influonco-of the whole tone and 
atmosphere of any home will never fall of its effect, 
tho example of parents . never cea*s6s to ■'lie followed 
unconsciously but inevitably. 

There are fathers who have seldom given a re- 
proof to their sons or put the rules of life that guide 
them into words, but have nevertheless- passed on to 
their sons,. and daughters, ahd to tho^a around them 
thenmtiress of thfelr owfi goodness, truth ahd hbnor. 
Such sealing Is Indelible. The point seems to bo not 
so much, do modern parents train their ^jhlldroA'suf- 
llclently, as are modern fathers ahd mothfers capable 
of exerclBlfig the bast inClucntes? In hbhies "where 
selfishness and love of , -ease are rampknt It Is hopelcsy 
to look for high Ideals, and nowadays there are so 
many of these 'homes. 'What everybbdy wante,'' and 
expoots Is to be comfortable, .and'. to bo cortfortable 
only. Is not certainly a very high Ideal. Let. us hope 
wo aro passing through n phase merely — and ■ shall 
come out all right again on the other side. There are 
still iilenty of l.amilies where old fashioned stcmncsa 
is teiiii)ered by modern gentleness. There is nothing 
wrong In the disposition of our boys and young peo- 
ple, but as long as ease, comfort, lUxuryt ahd enjoy- 
ment aro made the flrst considerations in tho home 
life, BO long ''V/Ill the enervating Influences be re- 
fleeted by the rising generation, and' the ch'ora'cters 
rif our young girls and boys will suffer.

Those 
of you Who study history know that nations in the.^p 
days do not go to war for as slight causes as they 
did" even flft.v years ago; yet it looks as if the time 
when nations will not learn war any more was still 
very far a\vay.

Ish admirals. Lord Charles Beresford and Sir I'erc y 
Scott, 'While the naval manoeuvres In thi' -Voriii 
sea were going on, Lord Beresford gave a signal 
which Sir Percy Scott disobeyed because he thought 
It would bring tho Argyle and Good Hope iniij col- 
lision. There has been a trial, and the judges luive 
decided that there was no danger, but that Sir Percy 
Scott did right to refuse to obey the signal since he 
thought there was risk. During a battle, one wcniM 
think. It would be the duty of the inferior ollher 
to obey orders no matter what niiBlii happen. In 
time of peace lives should not be risked, ev<'n lo 
carry out a manoeuvro successfully.

greatest men," aiul the truth 
of a line famous for genera- 
tions was never more incis- 
ivel)^ proved than by the 
profound ignorance of tlie 
man in the street concerning 
the potent and original per- 
sonality \vlH)ye untiring gen- 
ius lias revolutionized naval administration. 
Lord Charles Hercsford you know. Since the 
signal of "Well done. Condor" was made, his 
winning, gallant, hot-headed personality has 
lived in the limelight. 

But who is Sir John Fisher? His name is 
in all mouths. A realistic image of him exists 
in very few minds. This is in it.seU' tlie best 
refutation of a common charge. 'IMic First Sea 
Lord is often described as an advertising ad- 
miral. ■ The suggestion has even more than the 
usual falsehood of half-truth. Sir John Fisher 
is, above all. tlie man of his age. 'i'he Day- 
ligiit Saving Hili would not help him to get \\\) 
earlier than lie does, lie is a ruthless realist 
in all things, and wlial he does not k-nt)\v ot 
human nalure is hardly worth knowing. Ik- 
knows very well thai in free countries jinbli- 
city is a power which no force can ever again 
suppress, and that it will be used for the wrong 
purposes if it is not used for the right. Sir 
John Fisher has beUevcd all his active life in 
awakening national interest in the navy, and 
in treating England upon matters affecting the 
fleet as though this country consisted of forty 
millions wdio are, after all, something other 
than fools, ile has advertised the navy. It is 
untrue that he has advertised himself. If he 
had he would be the best known instead of the 
least known of all the creative and prevailing 
personalities in the service of the empire. 

Who is Sir John I'isher? He is a shadow, 
a rumor, a name. To this day the average citi- 
zen is unable to "put a face" upon the name 
whenever this e.Ktraordinary personality is 
mentioned. One thing about him is, indeed, 
obvious. The nundjcr of his enemies is the 
tribute to ids greatness. Let us be certain of 
it that peoj)lc are never popular when they 
wrench persons and systems by main energy 
out of the accustomed gr<i()\-es. I'.eware when 
all men speak well of you : anil wh.cn you find 
that any man who has done great things is at 
tb.c same time greatly h;ite(l. the probability is 
that there is much good in him as well as much 
power. Every strong man in every branch of 
the public service and in every other sphere 
of human activity has, sooner or later, to fight 
for his life; hut it will be an ill day for iCng- 
laml when wc sec the triumph of those political 
and social influences which arc tending more 
and more to make the existence of strong men 
imi)ossiblc. 

The heads of the army are always familiar 
personages, just as the Horse Guard.s with its 
splendid sentinels seems always more promin- 
ent than the admiralty to the eye of the jja.sser- 
by in Whitehall. Vet the comandcr-iii-chief 
of the navy is an infinitely more im])ortant 
character than any leader in the huul ser-idce; 
and for the last four years the real eonnnander- 
in-chief of the navy — under the secretary of 
state — has been Sir John Arbuthnot Fisher. 
In that period he has stamped a deeper [icr- 
sonal impression upon the whole organization 
of the fleet than had been left upon it since 
Trafalgar l)y all pre\-ioiis h'irst Sea Lords put 
together. This ^eems a startling statenieiU, 
hilt it is liieialls' true. l,et us remember that 
just as elections are won in the committee- 
rooms, not in the ballot ho.xes, battles are 
settled before they arc fought; and they arc 
decided by the efforts which have created on 
one side or the other suix'ri(.)r efficiency in lime 
of ]ieace. In modern contests, as jaj^an show- 
ed during the late war. ii is the machine that 
wins; and the i m]iro\ising genius of ;i great 
iiuli\idual can no longer i-eiiiedy the \ices of 
bafl organization. \ on Room did not coiii- 
iiiand in the field, but he created the armies 
with which Molike marched to victory. 

]n the same way .Sir John Fisher, though it 
it probable that he will now never have the 
chance to show what he might have done in 
■war at sea. has reconstiucted from top to bot- 
tom the whole miglit\- machine which will 
fight our na\al battles in the future. Sooner 
or later our rlestiny will be decidetl by the re- 
sults of the reforming action of Whitehall dur- 
ing the last half decade. The spirit of the 
present professional head of the navy will work 
in the conflicts of the future ; and in that day 
of the dread decision, as terrible as .Armaged- 
don in its significance for this island, when we 
shall look back up'ui the obstruction and the 
obloquy with which Sir John h'ishcr has been 
met at every step of his reorganizing career, 
we may thank God we had him.

death in the future would be fought in the 
Xorth Sea and no other place.

He recognized 
that in the twentieth 
century, as in the sev- 
enteenth, the empire 
will be saved or lost, 
not in the Mediterran- 
ean but in the North 
Sea.

They know that 
battleships arc gun- 
platforms: and not only 
are the vessels now 
where we ought to have 
them, but the gunnery 
efficiency of our fleet 
has risen almost by 
leaps a.nd bounds, and 
ncN'cr has been so for- 
midable as today. 

.As for personal char- 
acteristics, it would 
la.x Air. Sargcant to 
paint him. His profile, 

like that of most born fighters, juts clean out 
from forehead to chin, like the bow of a battle- 
ship. There is a certain force of expression 
about it which recalls the "hammer and tongs" 
captain in Marryat's liallad. The eyes arc di- 
rect and alive, under brows showing extraor- 
dinar^■ powers of concentration. Abo\'e them, 
the forehead is a wrjnderful network of fine 
lines, and the mouth is full of humor and ruth- 
less will. His figure is of middle size and ac- 
ti\'e. ami if you passed him in the street with- 
out knowing him \iin \vould be compelled to 
look .at him twice, llis talk is full of the un- 
cx])('cte(l _\-et revealing jihrascs which light v.\} 
a subject with flashes of con\-ersatioiial liglii- 
iiing. He is as irresistible in anecdote as in 
energy. Once, when asked wdiat was his fa- 
vorite text he replied instantly: "And there 
shall be no more sea!" Mis motto throughout 
his career has been that "tHc frontiers of I'.ng- 
land arc the coasts of the enemy." When the 
Viennese courtiers were abusing liisniarck to 
the I'.mperor h'rancis Josejili, that monarch lis- 
tened in silence and then said: "1 only wish 1 
had him." In reply to Sir John iMsher's as- 
sailants the Kaiser might say the same. 
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minutes he fought unsupported at close quar- 
ters, and only then, when the crisis li.id passed, 
was help sent to him. The Condor, when she 
was recalled at the end of the attack, was 
cheered by the whole fleet, and the flagship 
made her the stirring signal, "Wei 
dor." 

It was for his conduct in the 
which adxaiiced through the dcsci 
lief of Cordon that Lord Cli;irles n' .xi came 
before the public e^'e. lie was tlie'v in front 
of the S(|uare with his naval brigiule and_ ma- 
chine gun at Abu Klea when the dervishes 
charged the troops.

They winged the Safieh in the boiler, and she 
had to lie to, disabled for twenty-three mortal 
hours, while Engineer Benbow worked below 
in the sweltering heat to make his name fa- 
mous as the "man who mended the boiler," 
and L.,ord Charles fought above to keep down 
the enemy's fire. .\'o deed in the Sudan cam- 
paign was more thrilling than this, and the 
glor_\' of it w;is eiili;inced by the f;ict tli;it l!ie 
rescue of Wilson w;is s;ifel\' aci-ompHsiied.

Practically, if vital spirits are any in- 
dex to a man's real age, he is the youngest ad- 
miral in this or any other service. His great 
opi)ortunit \' did not come until he was over 
sixt}-. Then came a da_\' when tliere was of- 
fered to him the highest prize of a sailor's am- 
bition in time of peace — the position of First 
Sea Lordl But even that honor he would only 
take on terms. He carried in his brain a full 
scheme of reorganization. He believed the 
training ami the distribution of the na\-y lo be 
jierilously out of date.

chinery. Y<t there had been no fundamental 
change since Nelson's time in our method of 
training officers for their profession.

Lord Charles next distinguislu'il hiinself in 
the office of juniiir s^-a loi'd (if ilu' ;iilmira]ly. 
llis irst act \v;is to pi'css lor the oig;niiz;it ion 
of the nav)' for war. He urged his sujjcriors 
to create a general staff and an intelligence de- 
jiartment. In 1886 a confidential memorandum 
written b^ him appeared in the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette, which shocked the careless complacency 
of the country. Hut lit; could iint obtain his 
way, and' he resigned oflice in coiiscipience. 
Some years later an intelligence department 
was created, though wc are ^till without a 
general staff. 

The stale of the na^•y in those days was 
miscr;dde. In force, accq-ding to the late .Ad- 
miral Colomb — no tdariiiist — it was not super- 
ior to that of h'rance alone. Lord Charles 
realized the peril, and in 1888 he insisted that 
an outlay of £20,000,000 on new ships was 
vital, unless iMiglaml was to lose the conimaiid 
of llic sea. lie. 'ivas .attacked with \'iolence, 
and tolfl liy the mandai-ins to mind Ids own 
business, obev lamely his supeiiois, and \o 
leave the iia\-}' to the tender int'rcies of the 
politicians and the "rcsiJimsible experts," who 
proved conclusively that England tlid not need 
another ship, artd was overwhelmingly strong.

Observe that Sir 
John l^isher did in 190 1 
exactly what Lord 
Charles Bercsford is 
censured for doing to- 
da\% which is only the 
same as sa3dng that he 
acted as a capalde com- 
mander is bound to act. 
]f a commander is giv- 
en an insufficient force, 
his plain duty is not, 
like a Cervera or Mac- 
Mahon, to march unre- 
sisting to unspeakable 
catastrophe, but to pro- 
test, protest, protest;

Charles' conduct in the 
days of the North Sea 
affair. His fleet was 
the only one readv and 
concentrated. 1 come to 
the date in 1906 when 
this officer, by the 
judgment of all in the 
service, including the 
present admiralty, was 
oficfi'd the Channe,' 
fleet, udiich watches over the safely of Eng- 
land, as the "iron corps" on the frontier of 
Lorraine stand between France and invasion. 
He declined the command because in his judg- 
ment it would have been in danger of defeat 
in the event o{ a sudden attack. 

lie was asked to name his conditions, and 
did so. 'i'lie .admiralty giaiUed the most im- 
portant re(piiremeiils, after a prolonged dis- 
cussion. It was not Lord Charles' personal 
position, but the safety of his country which 
was at stake, and there were hundreds of of- 
ficers in the "silent navy" who .shared his im- 
ea.siness. Yet the conditions have not been 
lullilled by the admiralty, though many of the 
ships icmoNrd from the Channel fleet have 
been put b.ack. 

.\s to ilu' personal issue, tlii.\\- arc of minor 
importance. The overshadowing (juestion is 
that of the safety of the country. No one can 
deplore more than the writer does the alleged 
friction between Lord Charles and Sir Percy 
.Scott, or between Lord Charles and the First 
Sea Lord. All three are great officers with 
s|)leiidid records, and surelv e\cii in this hour 
.'in .-ippeal to their patriotism will iiol be in 
•\-;iin. The wrongs are not all on one side. Let 
lis have such a Channel fleet as the conditions 
demand, and a shipbuilding programme such 
as Mr. Asquith has promised, and there will 
be no more trouble and bickerings.

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i\(jI the delights of the season ; not the sur- 
prises and possibilities of the Olympic games ; 
nor the splendid ch.uige for the better in the 
weather — not one of these or a score of others 
of the usual topics, has occupied so much of 
the .gossiji and discussion of the week as the 
figlit between the .Admirals. \'atiirally it is 
not ;i subject into the merits of which T have 
tlie least notion of entering here. 1 note, at 
Ihc same Lime that this quarrel seems to differ 
from other service quarrels in the fact ihat 
there is evidently, a very, well plannql and or- 
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ganized press campaign — I rather think on the 
one side as well as the other. The Times 
seems to have taken the jiart of Sir John 
h'isher; the Morning Post and the Standard, 
as well as the lixpress. ha\-e ranged themselves 
on the side of L^ord Charles Bercsford. It is 
evident that the feud, then, is very hot; and of 
course it must end in the disappearance of 
either the one or the other of the two prota- 

gO!listS. 

i\Ty humbler duty here is to attempt to give 
some idea of the personality of the two great 
officers. l,,or.l Charles l!i.'re.-:ford. naturally, 
1 can describe better than the other ; haying 
known him for many years as a mcmber of 
the Plouse of Commons. He is almost ridicu- 
lously like what cN'crvbody's natural impres- 
sion would be of ;l liritish Tar — es])ecially if 
the Tar were, in addition, of Irish birth. There 
is not a single delail \\'anting in the image — 
1 might say the eternal image — of the Tar as 
seen in a score of melodramas and as he ]n"e- 
sents himself to all our imaginations. The 
face is round and chubby, the complexion 
rough, ultra-ruddy, very like that of the typi- 
cal 'busman and for the same reason, namely, 
constant life in the o[)en air; the frame is ro- 
bust, taut, and alert, a little inclined to stout- 
ness ; he walk is somewhat bandy-legged, as 
is bound to be the case where a man has had 
to balance himself for years on the rolling 
deck ; the arms are held akimbo — also suggest- 
ing the breezy Tar life; and finally the yoice 
is loud, hearty, and as harmonious as . a' fog- 
horn. Add to all the ordinary characteristics 
the friendly and cordial manner of an Irish- 
man-— the love of fun, the keen sense of the 
humorous, and the desire to be friendly with 
everybody — and you get a fairly good idea of 
the impression Lord Charles ' Beresford makes 
upon people. He is not in the least the inar- 
ticulate creature the sailor is supposed to be; 
he can talk rapidly and almost volubly on any 
subject he understands ; and whenever the 
Navy Estimates came along in the House of 
Commons L.ord Charles Hercsford was cer- 
tain during his Parliamentary career to make 
his fair share of speeches. He spoke in such 
a way as you would expect a sailor to speak, 
loudly, peremptorily — though there, was al- 
ways a redeeming gleam of fun in his eye and 
a ready smile on his face, and Avith that fog- 
horn voice pitched to such a high note that 
3-ou could hear him down on the Terrace and 
even across the Thames in the wards of St. 
Thomas's Hospital. 

Lord Charles comes of a wild stock; 
wealthy, powerful, for some generations al- 
niost the leading family in the Anglo-Irish 
aristocracy. The head of the family is Mar- 
quis of Waterford, and owner of innumerable 
acres. Usually also another of them is en- 
throned in the Archicpiscopal Palace of the See 
of Armagh, and of course with a scat in the 
House of Lords in the old ^days before the 
Disestablishment of the Irish Protestant 
Church. I remember well an uncle df Lord 
Charles — Archbishop Beresford of Armagh 
— he took a prominent part in the Convention 
which settled the new constitution of the 
Church after Disestablishment. A courtlier or 
more aristocratic or distinguished-looking man 
1 never saw^ He had the aquiline features of 
the conquering race; his eyes — which, as in 
the case of all the Beresfords I have ever seen, 
were a beautiful blue — shone clear and ^hu- 
morous and perhaps a little frigid, alth'bugh'ii'e 
was a man of .something like seventy wdicn T 
saw him ; and his archicpiscopal dress seemed 
always like some splendid uniform wdtich got 
additional grace from the fine features and the 
stately bearing of the wearer. He intervened 
but rarely in the debates, but always perti|ir 
cntly, sensibly, and with a judicious combina^ 
tion of unpretentiousness and command, '"'arid 
managed to be a popular figure in an assembly 
where the majority of the lay delegates at 
least — being strong Evangelicals — were no 
friend of Bishops, were almost Presbyterian in 
liieir hatred of Prelacy, which, like the stout 
Protestants they were, they regarded as sav- 
oring of Popery. 

There was another famous Beresford, who 
disappeared before my time — a wdld, irrespon- 
sible creature who brought into the sober mid- 
A^ictorian epoch some of the jiranks and the 
orgies of the nineteenth century, when George 
HI. was still King. Some of his exploits made 
one think that he was just the kind of man 
Lord Byron would have liked to have a ca- 
rouse with — through an all-night sitting in 
Crockford's gambling rooms in St. James's 
Street, in one of the intervals in wdiich Byron 
gave up eating potatoes and vinegar, and took 
lo lobster aiul brandy. I remember as a boy 
he;iring all kinds of stories of this mad Mar- 
fpiis here in Londiui, where he ran the same 
kdud of career — except that being an Irishman 
he made it funny and not sombre — as the Mar- 
quis of Hastings, who was killed by the loss • 
of the Derby to Mr. Chaplin's Hermit; and 
Lord AVaterford wound up like the English 
niartpiis in an carL^ death. 

.Another Alarcpiis beloiigeil lo my own days, 
and 1 often saw him in the House of Lords. 
He also had his day of jiranks. (hie of my 
recollections is of the day when the ncws7 • 
papers came out with the portentous announce-; ' 
ment that he had run off with the wife of 
Colonel "Vivian, a well-known member of- the 
House of Commons, anrl, indeed, an under- 
secretary <at the moment in the ministry of 
Lord I'almerston or Lord Russell. The career 
thus begun ended more auspiciously than 
might have been expected, for the young \qvcv 
proved faithful to the woman who hacl given 
up so much for him — this docs not- always 
happen.

MAGAZINE writer, T. C. Bridges lias 
brought to light some interesting 
stories of abandoned rhines. He 
points out that alon^ the western 
coasf 'of • Canada and the United 
States, among the Iiurning foot-hills 
of Xew Mexico, in cragg}' gorges of the mighty 
Ancles, and along the liarc granite ranges 
\vliich fringe the spinilex desert of Central 
Anstralia wander the hunters of lost mines. 

There arc neiver very many of ' therti, and 
I'hcy- are scattered thinly over enormous 
Stretches of territory, but their numbers are 
fairly constant, for when one dies his precious, 
sfecret or blackened, well-thumbed plans arc 
bequeathed to a successor., and one more hu- 
man Jicing plunges into the wilderness, there 
to continue the endless search. The hardships 
arc terrific. It is amazing how men can be 
found to endure thera willingly. But it is 
faifh that sustains the secktf^ — faith in the 
existence of that which they seek, and in the 
incredible richness of the deposit of gold, sil- 
ver, or -precious stones which the lost mine 
.contains. 

There is not a mining district in the world, 
from .'\lasl\a to Australia, which has not its 
talcs of lost mines. Ophir, whence David and 
vSolomon drew over twenty-three million 
pounds' worth of virgin gold, has been lost for 
more than thirty centuries; the Phantom 
iliiiie of Routh County, Colorado, has been 
sought for less than thirty years. 

Though different in detail, there, is one 
point of sameness in most stories of lost mines. 
In almost every case the prospector, having 
located one of nature's treasure-houses and 
brought back glittering samples to civiliza- 
tion, was making a .second journey out to his 
bonanza when sudden death overtook him. 
Indians are responsible for many lost mines; 
grizzlies and panthers for some ; avalanche, 
stbrrii or.flood for others. 

For instance, there is the Marryat mine, 
which lies upon the eastern edge of California. 
Marryat was an old prospector who one da}' 
rode into the town of Clayton with his saddle- 
bags full of samples of gold ore so rich that 
they fairly sparkled. Having been assured by 
an analyst of the wealth of his specimens. 
Marryat rode avvay again on his . rough 
broncho. Somehow the, news leaked itit, and 
tivo men, Temple and Boyce by nariic/ioUow- 
ed on his trail.. They, camped next hi^ht a 



mile or two behind hini. In the morning they 
rode on.', A shocking- - sight . awaited; -..ths.m. 
There by thfe ashfcs df .Uis canip.;fii;Cv lay .Mar- 
ryat's body; scalped apd. terribly.'>^ triiitikttd. 
That was in 1867. The Marryat Mine has nev- 
er yet been rcfound. 

It must not be imagined that all lost mines 
are legends. Some years ago a long-lost El 
Dorado was re-discovefed. Its name is • the 
"Wonderful" Silver Mine, and it may be seen 
by anyone >vho cares to travel to the spot, in 
the Slocan District-of Southern British Colum- 
bia, just across the United States border. Its 
owner and worker is, or wns at a recent diite, 
Mr. W. W. Warner. More than thirty years 
ago AWirner was mining in Idaho, and a dying 
fcllow-mincr, to whom .he had been -kind, told 
of a mother lode of ehorinous. richness in the 
moi)htains to thfe north, t^oose silver Washed 
frotn' it was to be found at the base of the 
mountain in which the lost ledge wis said to 
exist. 

In the gravel at the bottom he found plenty 
of loose silver and he and his men -washed out 
several thousand pounds' worth in llic first 
two years. But, instead of satisfying him, this 
only made Warner the more eager to find the 
mother lod6. The placer ground cfcased to 
yield, the sluice roxes rotted, but Warnsr 
Avould not give up. He built a cabin and spent 
all day and every day prospecting. Nearly 
thirt}' years passed, and then one day, behind 
a thick clump of brushwood, Warner stumbled 
upon a hole in the rock evidently cut ^by hu- 
man hands. It was choked with debris, but he 
soon cleared it..^ few hours' work with pick 
and shovel, and there was the lode for which 
he had been searching for half a lifetime. 

The most famous of lost mines is the Peg- 
leg. So much is known of this vanished bon- 
anza that it seems incredible thai its position 
i<; still a rays5tery. Briefly, here is its story. 
In the year 1853 a^wooden-lcggcd tramp nam- 
ed i^mith on his way from Yuma to L '5 An- 
geles, took a short cut across the dcMrt. Not 
unnaturally he lost himself, and was fdrced to 
climb a toilsome hill in order tO-sec if he could 
get his bearings. The hill wis the highest of 
three which lay all tdgctlier in a little clump. 
Arrived at last on its bare rounded summit 
Smith succeeded in finding a landmark, and 
.was jtist going ,t6 descend again when he no- 
ticed that thi grpiiiid Was strewn with aum- 
oi .shiail, rouijded pebbles jpf .aij curious .^duU 
brona^y ^ilor. Smith had a litile collfcctioVof 



frontier curios, and he" picked up a. poGkctftil 
of the odd pebbles to add to it. 

Eventually he reached Los Angeles in saf- 
et}'- and placed the pebbles in his collection. 
Some three years later a friend who wa.s a 
prospector happened to see these specimens. 

He picked one up, weighed it in his hand, 
scrat.ched it. His eyes g.leamcd. '"Where did 
you get .these ?-" he demanded, in tones that 
shdok with excitement. 

Smith stared at hirii suspiciously. "Why do 
you ask?" 

"They're gold, man — pure gold!" roared 
^.thc other. 

Smith's eyes opened Avidc. His jaw 
, dropped. "Ciold;" he muttered, thickly. '".An' 
there was tons of it!" Then he slipped faint- 
ing to the groutid. 

Whfen he catrie t'd lie wis mad as a March 
hare. lie raved of gold, .'\fter weeks of ill- 
ness he got a little better, and. in semi-lucid 
intervals, told various people all he could re- 
member of liig marvellous find. 

Scores went out and searched high and \o\y. 
Eut they found nothing. .Some dictl oi thirst 
and hardships, some came home. But Smith 
was dead. 

Years pa.sscd. The Pcglcg Minte was al- 
most forgotten, when suddenly San Bernar- 
dino was thrown into a state of the maddest 
excitement b}' the arrival of a prospccor with 
a bagful of rusty-looking, i-biindcd nuggets. He 
had never heard of Peglcg, but he told of hi.s 
discovery of the gold on the top of a rounded 
hill, the highest of a clump of three. Two men 
got hold of him, plied him .with liquor; and be- 
fore dawn next mofhing the three had disap- 
peared from 'the town. * Others attempted to 
trail them, but a sand-storm obliterated their' 
footsteps. They never came back. What be- 
came of them no one know.s. Probablj' their 
skeletons bleach in some alkaline valley iu the 
lonely hills. 

But the story of the Pegleg. is not yet fin- 
ished. In th^ seventies,- when the Southcrii 
Pacific was pushing its way across the desert, 
two surveyors picked up an Indian squaw 
nfearly dead with thirst. In her handkerchief 
were knotted half a dozen of the familiar bronze 
nuggets. 

They gave the woman water, but not a 
word would she say about the locality of her 
find, the valiic of, which .she evidently knew 
full well. In' the nfjght she disappeared, went 
back, no doubt, to h6r own pcbiile, ilhd she 



ha."; never been seen again. But two nuggct.s 
which she left ^yith the railwaymcn were af- 
terwards compared with .some of Smith's or- 
iginal find, and that: they came from the same 
source could hardly be doubted. 

Since then scores of prospectors have tried 
to relocate the Pcglcg, but if any have ^ ever 
.succeeded they have never come back to tell 
the tale. Yet that the mine is there in a space 
no larger than the county of Berkshire, and 
that it 'is, perhaps the richest deposit of native 
gold in the whole world, there can be hardly 
any doubt. There arc no Indians there now 
and few wild beasts. Bui neither is there any 
water. That is, perhaps, the true cause why 
the Pcgleg yet remains a lost mine. 

The Phantom jMine, mentioned at the be- 
ginning oi this article, takes its name from 
the fact that, while it was found three times 
between 1880 and 1900, not one of its finders 
ever lived to return to it a second time. This 
wonderful goklcn ledge lies .somewhere near 
Little Rock Creek, amid a tan.gle of ragged 
hills, in the northwestern corner of Colorado. 

One evening in October. 18S1, an old pro.s- 
pcctor named John Boyle was crossing the 
head of a ravine among these hills wdien he 
slipped and went rolling down a steep slope, 
bringing with hiiii a .small avalanche of grav- 
el and earth. He fetched up, half dazed, on a 
ledge njany feet below, and sat there rubbing 
his eyes and feeling himself to make sure no 
bones Averc broken. Then his glance fell on 
the rock which he was sitting upon, and he 
started so violently that he nearly fell the rest 
of the way. The whole ledge was sea/iie^ with 
streaks and veins of virgin gold. .For fnany 
rnintites Boyle remained tli^re motionless, lost 
in that maze of happy wonder whicli conies to 
a man when chance raises him in a moment 
from poverty to the command of millions. 
Never had he seen such a find, never dreamed 
of one. 

The sun had set before he at last got-up 
ahd. begati chipping ^omc specimens frbni,. the 
w6nderfinl ledge. lit grew dark rapidly. Boyle 
hali a liard climb isefore him. He made lip his 
niiiid to go back to his camp and return iii the 
morning to stake out His claim. 

His camp was not more than a mile away. 
He reaflied it safely, cooked Ids supper, and 
exliausted with excitement, fell into a heavy 
sleep. When he a\yokfi next morning six inch- 
es, of .^how i^byered. eycirything, and the thick 
flakes Were 'sfctil falling. pPylc knew that de- 



la}' meant death. He would be cut off in the 
mountains without. . food. v . He mad.e straight i 
for .Denver, and succeeded in rcUdiihgf mat ' 
town in safety. ^ ., , 

Next spring, as soon as the snow melted, ■ 
he was off again. He found his old camping 
ground without difficulty, but search as he 
might he could not retacc his way to the gold;- . 
en l avine. All the sunnncr long lie toiled tUl 
winter drove him home again. But the 'd^^^^ 
appointment had been too great. Bef<^re';the 
second spring came poor Boyle was dead.'' '' 

Twelve years passed, and Boyle's story 
had become a camp-fire legend, Avhcn a man 
named Pollock, out on a shooting expedition 
in the .'^amc liilld wounded a wild cat and 
trailed it to a ledge at the head of a ravine. 
There the brute turned at bay, and Pollock 
climbed up and killed it. He was firecl'and oUt 
of breath, and sat down to rest. 

Cdanciug idly at the roclc on which he sat 
h seemed tn him of curious color. He knock- 
cil some pieces off with the heel of his boot 
ami put ihcni in his ])ockc(. Pollock- knew 
nothiiyg whatever about minerals, and it was 
only by chance that lie happened, weeks af- 
terwards, to show his specimens to a friend in 
Denver. This man declared that the yellow 
streaks were free gold. Pollock rushed off ao 
an. assayer, who at once confirmed the opihidji. 

.\'cxt morning found Pollock on his way 
back to Routh County. But, like poor Boyle, 
he could not for the life of him find again the 
mysterious ledge. 

Once more, since then has the Phantom 
Mine been seen by human eyes. Jts third find,-, 
er was what is .c.alie'd a "lunger," an invalid 
stricken with pii'thisis,/ who had come froni 
Ihc cast to Colorado in the hope of regaining- 
his health. He was a poor man, but friends in 
Denver helped liim to bu}' a waggon and sent 
him out into the hills to prospect. About three 
weeks later one of these friends received by 
Rost from a Routh County village a" cigar box 
full of specimens. They were'takfen to .aji .asr 
s'ayisr who Had teSted Pblloclc's find.' He de- 
clared theid to be from the same sd'n'ce — the 
Phantom I\Iine. 

The friend waited a week or two, then, as 
no more news came, he started in search of the 
invalid. He found the man's horse wandering 
in a A-alley, with sorijie. i"emnant§ df: harness 
clinging to it, bat,.the thiM finder otiUi'e. ^^^^ 
torn Mine had, vanished, , and^no Snt- haSHeyiir; 
found otlt whaf'isecamS of him. i 




OT without reason has the Em- 
peror William — no piean judge 
of the importance 'of contem- 
porary evci)ts — declared tljat 
Count Zeppelin's balloon voyage 
into Switzerlatid marks 'the be- 
ginning of a new national era,' " says the Daily 
Mail. "For this is the fir.si occasion upon 
which a military dirigible airship has crossed 
■an international frontier, sailed above the ter- 
ritory of a foreign state, hovered over its 
towns, exchanged messages with the inmates 
of hotels in those towns, rising and descending 
at will, and finally retui-ned at high speed 
whence it came. 

• "Such a voyage is a startling event, and the 
utmpst interest attaches . to the account of it 
which we print-from the peri of Hcrr Sandt, the 
""only unofficial passenger in the aerostat. It 
must call the attention of every governmnet 
and war office to the fast-developing poteitti- 
alities of airships and aeroplanes. 

"For supposing that war or strained rela- 
tions had existed between Switzerland and Ger- 
many, what opposition could the Swiss have 
offered to Count Zeppelin's craft? Only an 
equally powerful airship in Swiss bauds could 
have driven it away, and such an airship .Swit- 
zerland does not possess. The power without 
craft which can na\'igate the air will thus clearly 
be at a signal disadvaniago in war. and we may 
be very near indeed to the days when the cohi- 
mand of the air will be a matter to be seri- 
ously discussed and questioned. 

J "The advance effected in the last five years 
towards aerial navigation has been far greater 
than in any previous century. It is knowft that 
Count Zeppelin and his assistants place the 
most implicit confidence in their airship. One 
of these assistants, indeed, has pledged his repu- 
tation lo reach the .N'orth Pole from Stock- 
lidhn, and li) return iu safety with Zeppelin No. 
11 J. The vistas which tliis boast opens before 
llu; world are extraordinary in their fascina- 
tion. The gcneratiun which is witnessing the 
C(jnc|uest of that strange Avnrkl under the snr;.. 
face of the sea is also, it would seem, destined 
to.-. see the conquest of the air> with all its far- 
reaching conscqtierices. 

. "From the British standpoint the conquest 
of the air cannot be pronounced a desirable rc- 
s'iilt. AdiiiiraLLord St. Vincent, when Eitt de- 
cided td experiment with the first and most 
primitive form of torpedo, dcclafcd, 'Pitt is thd 
grcS|Lst fool thai ever existed to encotirage a 
modiMof warfare which those who conimand 
the sea do not want, and which, if successful, 
would deprive them of their connnand. For if, 
as' Professor I lcrgcscll, who shared Count Zep- 
pelin's voyage, has prophesied, we 'may live to 
see the dirigible the accepted means of locomo- 
tion that the motorcar is 'today,' then Eiigldnd 
)\viU.lci-al)i4ntcn.ts, aad gurgoscs^bavfi icease.ii .to. 



be an island. VVhat will avail the command of 
the sea if an enemy can arrive by another cle- 
ment? The 'silver streak' will have lost its pro- 
tective value, and there will be nothing to pre- 
vent the ajerial chariots of a foe fi-om descend- 
ing npoti British soil save only an overwhelming 
aerial navy in the hands, of the British nation, 
"This reflection has naturally occurred to the 
thoughtful German. Herr Martin, who at- 
tracted some attention in 1904 by predicting the 
financial collapse of Russia, in his latest book 
affirms that Germany's recent successes in 
aerial navigation have placed the Fatherland 
at an enormous advantage. He calls upon the 
German government to build a fleet of airships 
and aeroplanes at a cost of £200,000,000, raised 
by loan, and then to transport an army of 
350,000 across the Channel. England, he adds 
with fcheerful cdmplaceticy, could be made to 
pay fdr hei" conquest, as in indemnity of at 
lea^t £i,ooa,ooo,db6 could be WfUtig from hfcr. 

"It may be granted that Herr Martin's vi.sion 
is not capable of instant realization. The Zep- 
pelin airship is limited in its radius by petrol 
consumption, and its lifting power docs not at 
present exceed two tons. But Herr Sahdt tells 
us that no test has bccti evaded 'by itj and- in 
the words of another passenger who has voy- 
aged in it, it has averaged a speed of thirty 
miles per hour and fifty-five miles with the 
wind ; it has carried from eight to thirteen per- 
sons, with stability so well assured that 'we 
could walk about or sit down, or lie down to 
sleep if we pleased, and we landed in perfect 
safety when and where we cbosti.' Even if we 
made some allowance in tHeie roseate icedurtts 
for patriotic eiithtisiasm, who shall say what 
the future has in store? 

"The British Admiralty six years ago decid- 
ed to acquire submarines not because the craft 
which existed at that date were really danger- 
ous, but because it saw the latent possibilities 
of these vessels, and understood that only by 
continuous experiments with the then imperfect 
forms could a better type be evolved. Its si.K 
years of experiment have borne rich fruit, and 
today the submarine is a most formidable elc- 
mei\t in naval war. 

".As foreign powers are acquiring practical 
airships, it would appear that this country has 
no choice. Its War Office or its Adniiralty, or 
both combined, should pt'osecute experiments 
on a large .scale, and parljitiiSnt shotlld provide 
the heces^ary^ fijri^s.^. Tlie .fiBSi iplwtioh, of , the, , 
pfobteitti or Serial rtavigati^n will fife \M 
est advance recorded in the whole histor}' of 
the' human race, and, so far as can be seen, 
steady progres.s is being made by three forei|fn 
n.ntion-i towards that solution. However re- 
luctantly, England must contemplate the bridg- 
ing of Her moat, the opening oi new roads 
through the air, and the v^jst question of holfl- 
iiig he>: .o.wjiJ,a -that tinsubstaati*! eltttjent.''^,

THE CttURCH IN AFRICa. 

Among the most striking pcrsonalilics at 
the recent Pan-Anglican Congress were two 
colored Bishops, the Rev. Father James John- 
.-on, \vh6 is noted for his great personal charm, 
and the Right Rev. Dr. Isaac Oluwole. Both 
negroes act as Assistant Bishops to Bishop 
'I'ugwell, whose diocese is Western Equatorial 
Africa. Dr. Oluwole occupied the University 
pulpit at Oxford for the fir.st time, the occasion 
being the delivery of a Pan-.\nglican .sermon, to 
undergraduates, and for the past fifteen years 
has been Assistant Bishop of West/Equatorial 
AfricJi. Like the famous Bishop Crowther, he 
is a native African and was educated at Fourah 
Bay college. From 1879 to 189^^ he was prin- 
cipal of the CALS. Grammar school at Lagos. 
He holds the honorary degree of Doctor of Di- 
vinity from Din-ham University. 

Dr. Tngwell, as Bishop of Western Equator- 
ial Africa, presides over one of the largest dio- 
ceses in the Avorld. Its popyldtion is estimated 
at 31,000,000, the European i-eiidenfs humbcr- 
ing about 2,000. Naturally, to carry on such a 
huge mission successfully a large 'Staff is re- 
quired. Dr. Tugwcll is assisted by three assis- 
tant bishops, one native and two English arch- 
deacons, sixteen iMiglish and fortj'-fivc native 
clergy; thirt3'-four iMiglish la3'men and laywo- 
mcn, and 145 native lay readers. The Bishop 
went out to Lagos tuider the auspices of the 
Church Missionary Society in 1889, and, was a 
tower of strength to the Royal..Ni|;er .Company 
ih {he -v^dl-k 6f ^uiif)rcssiii|r the islaVfe' ifaffic 
and encouraging the natives to develop their 
tradc. Personally Bishop Tugwell is one of the 
most charming- and kind-hearted of men. At 
the same time he can conimand the attention 
anci respect of the most unruly members of a 
native audience. There is a squareness about 
his chin, a decisiveness in his voice and a 
gleam, in .h[s,„6yeiS,„wfi.6n the f ighting„...Spifit 
wifcliiii ia:liroU8<di .which quickly quell thS niost 
tti rbu larit ; for thpy ^odri read ift • tli«j:l;]^ig;iis , 
that h6 will siatid/rio hohseris^.

He Introduced Bananas 




APTAIN LORENZO D. B.^KER, 
■who died iu the Parker House, Bos- 
ton, on Sunday, was the man who 
brotight bananas to young America, 
says the New York, 'Sun. Captain 
Bak^r. klways^said diat tliic sale of 
bananas went tip iti school vacation tiniics, and 
Captain- Baker kridw, fdr he was head, df the 
only trust that caters, directly to the- country's 
little citizens. 

. Of course, bananas, were sold from the ap- 
ple woman'i stand ev6n While Captain Baker 
was a boy before the mast 6f his father's whaler, 
but that was only in the seaports, and httle 
folk who lived out ii^ Chicago or up in some 
of the little "VViscoiisin towns, off the railroads 
knew bananas as soine of the youngsters now 
know alligator pears— as sorriething golden 
and beautiful which cost loads of money. Once 
Captain Baker- used to carr}- cod-fish in the 
hold of his schooner, for he was froni New 
England; but from the day that he started to 
carry bananas up from Jamaica present day 
fathers and mother.'; -who were only tads then 
began to reap the benefits of a modern civiliza- 
tion. 

Lorenzo Dow Baker was born up in the 
Cape Cod country 68 years ago. His father 
was skipper and owner of a whaler, and at 16 
yeijirs of age the boy went out on his father's 
ship to learn the rough lesson of the seas. Like 
most of the old Cape Cod boys this youngster 
learned his lesson well, ami at 2t he was fit 
to be master of a vessel. His father gave him 
an old schooner and his blessing, and with this 
endowment Lorenzo Baker started out to win 
his way. 

He thought then that the best thing that 
could come to him, as he often told his friends 
later, was to be owner of "a good fine ship," 
and to sail where he wished for profit aiid, ex- 
citement. One of the earliest voyages he titidc 
was to the .triou.th 6f the Orinoijb. on coflitriact 
for ah English firm of traders. , 

On his rctuii-p from South America Captain , 
Bdker put his little 100-toh schooner in to Port 
IMorant, Jaiilaica. He bought a cargo of cocoa- 
nuts, coffee and pimento to take back home 
with him, and as an after-thought, and more 
or less of an experiment, he piled the forward 
deck high with bunches of green bananas pick- 
ed by the natives froni the trees that grew -wild 
about the port. The bananas had not been 
picked gre.eh . eilotigh^. and they .rotted before 
C^pt; B|^p|*si0o6ii^r^ the 
idci •sttJb)c/^wi htiii, hQWcVer, and back he 
•vVeht forV jfiidre of the Wild bahanas; 

At that time the fortunes 6f the English 
province on the southern island were at their 
lowest ebb. Because England had-^ut sugar^ 
the island's chief product, on the free list most 
6f the plantations had gofte to ruin, and the few 
,wliite men .wlio continued to livq there; had 



papered with mortgages all of the rich lands 
that had descended to them. Capt. Baker 
vfokk them up — this much even the Engli|h- 
men of the present day down in JamaicailaStcn' 
to admit. ■ '/i"-'-^^-. 

The second trip Captain Bakdr made ^6 Ihfe; 
island — and that was thirty-seven years ago — ..- 
he began to ask the plantation owners Avhy 
they did not bring the wild bananas in from 
the forests and plant them where the sugar 
cane had grown. He even went around among 
the small fruit pedlers of the native population 
urging that they clean up their few acres of 
ground and .start the banana trees to -gi-pwing.; 
Pie had codfish and herring and boots, besides, 
colored handkerchiefs and gewgaw^i, th^it he 
would always trade for baiianas, urged the 
Yankee skipper. 

He took back something more than t.ooo 
^tems on that trip, purchasing thcni from the 
natives at about 25 cents a stem. They went 
at wholesale in .\'ew York and Boston' at 
prices ranging from $2.50 to '$^,.2^. It needed 
no skipper from Cape Cod to di.scover that 
there was profit in that transaction. 

Thence on, for nine 3'ears, Captain Baker 
made four or five trips a- year to. aiid f i^ip--Pprt. 
Aritbnio and Bostofi. He took down -vvitli liiiiV 
enough codfish and boots to net the expenses 
of the voyage, and the cargoes of yellow fruit 
he brought back with him represented pure 
gain. Inside nine years he had the lethargic 
■vvhite plantation owners raising bananas on 
their sugai- lands, and the begihriihgs of iridid- 
crn Jamaica were laid. 

''The modern story of Jamaica catmot es- 
cape being the story of a thrifty- Yankee, Capt. 
Lorenzo D. :Bakcr," a writer about the island, 
said recently.- 

When the Atlas line was extended to take 
in Jamaican poi-tS. Cajit; 'Baker •succeeded in 
getting himself appointed Jamaican agent for 
the steamship coniiiany. Then, with his choice 
ol cargo space on each outgoing steamer undis- 
inited, the Yankee who had "discovered the 
banana for Jamaica began to fill America with 
more, batiatiasv.thl^n had ever been known be-:' 
fore. 'So stjcce.5Stul was he that in 18S5 he or- 
ganized the Boston Fruit Company, of which 
he was at first a vice-president and later pie- 
.'-idont, and in -which he owned half, thi. stock, 
In 1897, wdien competitors were in the^field, 
Capt. Baker brought about an amalgamation of 
all the companies in the tropical fruit trade 
under the present Ihiited Fruit Company. Plis 
lOb-tonc schooner expanded to eighty vessels, 
carrying bananas and other fruits of the tropics 
■ frotn Jamaica. Santo Domingo and Costa Rica. 

'The Englishmen of Jamaica have been so 
sensible of Capt, Baker's influence a upon the 
fortunes of the island thaff they- fiSi^^ at>^ 
paid. hinV sighai hoiipr. ^-il^ot^lopg^ 
monljiht^ia^sfelrvicei-the gi 
of Kitigstoiv, was f)rcs(snted to Capt. leaker by. 
the Governor of the colony. 
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• T is a long- ruia from Halifax to Van- 
couver — a long dislance from where 
the fisliermcii of Sambro on the At- 
lantic gathered the sixtWn hundred 
two-year-old lobsters, to the little 
sheltered cove in Nailer's Bay. at 
Sooke.on the Pacific const, where the lobs- 
ters were finally li1jL-r;Ued. 'JMicy came across 
the continent in a .si)ecial car attached to the 
C.P.R. transcontinental train. They were in 
cliart^e of tn-o experts of tiic Fishery Depart- 
ment of tile IJoniinion Government. The crus- 
taceans made the trip in good condition as the 
temperature of the car they were in was kept 
as near an even 40 degress as possible. There 
was some deiay at Vancouver, transhipping 
from the train to the fisher3'- crui.ser Kestrel. 

It was yet early morning- at vSooke when we 
were saluted with the l(.)ng siren call of the 
Kestrel. Soon we heard the waitin'g govern- 
menl fishery steamer Georgia answer from 
her berth at the Sooke wharf, so it was time 
Fritz and I were afloat. We saw the big grey 
hull of the Kestrel passing along the Sooke 
spit into the harbor, and the good old Rice 
Lake canoe flew alemg swiftly before willing 
■paddles. 

W e pulled in alongside of the two steam- 
ers. The active little Georgia seemed dwarfed 
beside the big hull of the Kestrel. Both of 
them were painted a dull grey— ^a good color 
if you do not want the fishing law breakers to 
sec yon too far off. Acting on Captain Ack- 
ernian's kind invitation, we were soon aboard 
the Georgia; following hini \vq clindjcd over 
tlie side of the Kestrel and were introduced 
to Mr. Sword of the department, i\Ir. Ta^'lor 
of the biological station at Nanaimo, and the 
two experts that brought the lobsters across, 
Stiperintendent Cunningham and Inspector 
Pinlayson. 

I'iftccn huge cases filled the aft deck of the 
Kestrel — big, strong cases filled with perfor- 
ated zinc trays, twelve trays to a case and each 
tray subdivided into three compartments. In 
each compartment, snuggled in a bed of wet 
"/Atlantic seaVveed, rested an active lobster. 
Above the top tray was the ice tray. All of 
the waste water from this ran off through a 
zinc trough. The thermometers on each big 
case indicated the even temjierature maintain- 
ed. Messrs. Cunningham and Finlayson were 
bus}' already giving the lobsters a bath of cold 
Pacific ocean water, spraying the open cases 
with a hose. All between the cases stood huge 
earthen\vare jars. I laughingly asked if tfiey 
need so many and ' such large jars, but the Sup- 



erintendent explaii]ed that they had been fill- 
ed with salt Atlantic sea- water- for use during 
the long overland trip — a trip that lasted from 
April the ninth until this morning of" the six- 
teeiith, deducting a few hours crossing /the 
Gulf of Georgia and steaming down ^he his- 
toric straits of Juan dc Fuca to Sooke, some 
twenty miles v/est of Victoria on Vancouver 
Island. 

Now the trays were hurriedly drawn out 
of the cases and jjiled on the stern of the Geor- 
gia, as the Kestrel drew too mucii water to go 
up into the inner bay at Sooke. As Fitz and 
I wanted to be present at the final transplant- 
ing operation we headed the canoe up the har- 
bor and paddled rapidly 'along with the tide. 
vSon-ietliing less than three miles away lay 
.\'ailer's Hay, yet though \vc paddled with all 
our might those willing workers had emptied 
those cases and transferred those trays to the 
Georgia and had caught us before we made the 
bay. • • • 

On entering we saw the big frame of one 
of the floating crates that will impound these 
lobsters for the time being constructed on the 
shore. Two finished (-mcs floated on either 
side of the tjcorgia and already — although w-e 
were not five minutes behind the arrival— the 
full force of department men and middies 
from the Kestrel were busily engaged i}lacing 
the lobsters in the big floating pounds. Tray 
after tray was carried to the rail and lobster 
after lobster was carefully laitl in the water. 
The lobsters had arrived in excellent shape at 
Vanciniver; they had stood the trip well to 
Sooke — but the last three miles away from 
their ice trays and cold cases had been more 
fatal to them than the entire transcontinental 
trip. 

The men worked rapidly, placing all of the 
live ones in the big crates. Great "regrL't was 
heard from all when a dead lobster was found 
in its tray. The heat fron-i the engine room, 
the generally high temperature of tiie air, liad 
killed many of the weaker ones; but I think 
almost two-thirds were in good, healthy, lively 
condition. Some darted down in the deep 
crate the morhent they were liberated ; others 
sank more slowly, some Avere weak and .sank 
in any manner that seemed easiest. From pile 
to pile of the cases the willing workers hur- 
riecl. .Soon one side of the steamer held only 
empty cases or eases containing a few dead 
snes; then the men working there joined the 
force on the other side and in an incredibly 
short time the whole sixteen hundred 'and 
twenty lobsters had beefi released or rfejectccl. 



A great box of food, the six to. eight inclu 
fish thafwe calFthc Oolican, was "scattered in- 
to the 'two big floating crates and the hungry 
lobsters"began td-feed at once. Within the- 
hour our cano? was headed back out of the 
beautiful sheltered bay, soon the Georgia stuck 
her nfise out and -steamed off for the outer

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harbor, and the long, an.xious trip was ended. 
The lobsters will final!}' l)e released from their 
confinement in the big crates and allowed to 
find their own food and spawning grounds. 
They spawn once in two years and then de- 
pd^it 15,000 to 100,000 ekgs front each mature 
female. ' • ^W' 



We all think the experiment is a success. 
Of course we cannot yet tell what effect tne ' 
vibration of the train may have had upon 
these big, delicate crustaceans, but even this 
was guarded against by lengths of rubber tub- 
ing that had been cut into proper lengths and 
laid so as to best prevent the vibration having 
ftiU effect on the lobsters. The big bunches 
of seaweed would neutralise the jarring to 
some extent, and the big 850-pound shipping 
cases were soUd- enough to withstand any 
common tremor. 

I think a meed of praise is deserved by the 
men that have so faithfully guarded these 
bulky cases with their precious freight from 
ocean to ocean. Certainly, if they worked at 
rdl times as I saw them work, they had no 
sinecure on this long trip. 

Three years ago the government sent out 
Captain Kemp with one' thousand young of 
th5 lobsters.' These ran from eight - to ten 
inches in length. Some of them seemed weak 
from the long trip across the continent. These 
lobsters were planted about Vancouver Isl- 
and, and last winter, or two years later, the 
Indians near Nanoose captured two |)retty- 
well-grown S[)ecimens. This seems to fore- 
tell the success of this latest venture. These 
lobsters were simply liberated in likely places 
— a ■ difference from the semi-cai)tivity of the 
last lot. These excellent eating crustaceans 
are needed on this_coast, for the thing called 
a lobster on the menu of many a hotel is simp- 
ly a big sjiriin[:), a coarse, almost uneatal)le 
animal. The shrimp is without the large claws 
of the true lobster and it has the crawfish hab- 
it of burying itself in the muddy bottoms of 
the inlets and harbors; this gives it a decidedly 
strong taste. In fact, the only dish I ever re- 
member ordering while a guest' and not eat- 
ing was one of the selfsame- Pacific ''coast 
shrimps. It was marked "lobster" on the 
menu, so I tried it a la Maryland. It was so 
full of lime and mud that it reminded me of 
one time I" ran "into a room where men were 
tearing off some 'ancient-smelling plaster and 
I got a mouthful of the' dtist. My host unfeel- 
ingly-remarked there was a lobster at the 
.table. ■ • • ' . ,-. • 

•■ At the sairie time that Captain ' Kemp 
brought but the lobsters, be also brought fifty 
barrels of Atlantic oysters. These were Irans- 
jdarit'ed in many jilaces. The Sooke harljDr, 
.scene of the present lobster transplanting, was 
one of the spots chosen. Many places on thp 
east , and west coast of Vancouver Island had 
these oysters' plg.ced in thij salt.,Syater ,bay^. 
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Most of them that were put out in deep water 
died. The main reasprii-has. :not. been found out 
yet, as the shell did not bear, to common eye 
research, any sign of the oyster borer's work. 
In the shallow lagoons, whei-e the lowest tide 
l,eft the oysters exposed, they did fairly well, 
some growing as large as eight inches in 
length, over twice their size when first trans- 
planted. In no case has any spat or spawn ' 
been reported. In all the work that I have 
heard of in the United States and in Canada 
the transplanted oysters have grown and fat- 
tened but they have not reproduced. Once 
we thought success had been attained, as 
shells were found with spat almost covering 
them — the spat of the oysrer floats around for 
several days before, it becomes attached to any 
shells. On iiu'estigation this spat ()roved to 
belong to the native oysters peculiar to this 
coast — a little, dark-colored, copper-tasting, 
muddy-flavored shellfish. 

Is all of this transplanting good work? It 
often seems to me in studying the ways of 
Nature that she ]irovides for the exact needs 
of the locality in her ever progressive growth 
of species and varieties,. For each and all of 
these she pro\ides food, readily obtainable, on 
a most liberal scale. Can man improve upon 
this? We have transplanted the spring sal- 
mon to far distant New Zealand. They tell us 
from there that these spring salmon returned 
in three years to their first known rivers ta 
spawn. The Sockeyes that were taken there 
at the same time took the full lifetime of that 
variety — four years — to return to spawn in.> 
the New Zealand rivers, but they were small- 
er than we know them here at maturity.. The 
Atlantic salmon taken to this antipodean reg- 
ion at the same time failed to return to the 
rivers at all. We have brought the eastern 
salmon out here and liberated them, I suppose, 
so that we may grow a gamier fish than oiir 
slow, dogged, fighting Pacific salmon. 

When I mentioned the lifetime of the Sock- . 
eye to be four years I meant its .i^atural life- 
time, as I have come across a case where two 
Sockeyes were kept in a fresh water tank and 
one lived for nine years, but it was a dAvarfed 
fish from its captivity in fresh water. We 
seem to be trying to move all the fauna 'to new- 
and untried grounds. AVhat we will yet do to 
the excellently-balanced order Mother Na- 
ture has maintained all these countless cen-: 
turies, when each and every order has had 
other species bred and reared for its food, re- 
mains to be seen.-;-Bonnycastle Da|e in Can-

JILjJliii dent had erected tents on a bench at 
timber-line beside the hut belonging 
to the C. 1'. R. company, thus dividing the 
ascent. .\nd it was the night of one's life to 
bivouac lip there with a full moon shining 
from heavens bare .or strewn with fleecy 
clouds. We love moonlight in the valley or 
on the plain, but until we h.ok out above 
climbing forests, over the dazzling snowfiehls 
and towarrls range upon range of mountains 
under a clear shiiiin,Lr moon, we have not 
known the greatest of its wonders and ni\s- 
lerics. It is .\;iture"s own magic light and the 
snow\' nioiHUains bear part. 

The only sign in the valley, of the campers 
by the hut, on clear moonlight evenings, was 
the friendly smoke ascending from their 
camp-lire in the twilight. The light of the 
iM-iglit moon hill ilu- lii'C just as the sun hides 
ilie stars ]>v d,'n'. I'.ut wlien the evening sky 
v,-as curtained with cloud from stimniit to sum- 
niit, ih;it b.igh bunfire shime out in the dark 
like (iiie <<i ihe stars above. They could .sec 
our fire, too; and while the greater company 
by Ihc huge fire on Rogers Pass wa.s singing 
the old songs of childhood and studciithood, 
the little company of climbers ahift ou the 
mountain's side were singing the same smigs. 

In fact the \vor>t part of the climb to 
Rogers or Swiss Peaks or ilerinit is jusl nvt-v 
th;il trail thai leads Irnin Rogers Pass tn ihe 
lint. The tr;iilMiiril-;ci- e\'i(lentl_\- knew nothing 
of the advaniages ul the winding road 
over the straight one, for a steep moun- 
tain forest. P>reakfast was ready at the 
hut by (layhght, and about nine or half- 
past we eiiuld see .a nund)er of black human 
specks nm\ing about in the blue of the morn- 
ing, (Ml the snow that lies on the suinniit dI 
Rogei-s Peak. Then tlie>- would disapfiear and 
we s;i\v- llieiu no niiM'c until Lhe\- inarched with 
alpenstock and ice-axe through tlie main por- 
tion of the camp straight up to the President's 
tent, singing the "Chorus of the Qualified." 
And thev would sing it, too, with a verve that 
contained no liir.t of the toil and peril and 
weariness of the way they had just travelled, 
p'or Rogers is a hard niouutain, the hardest 
yet eiimlied lor (pialification at any camp.

At camp fire one rainy night tw^o ,clcver 
young girls sang a to])ical song, the company 
joining in the chorus "Upidee." The Presi- 
dent is the leading figure in it: 

"When %ve first come, ho does us greet; 
He never sleeps, nor does ho eat." 

The second stanza introduces Mrs. 
Wheeler at afternopn tea, and the third, the 
Secretary : 

"And then, of course, there is his wire. 
Who for our needs wears out her life; 
For thirsty souls each day at three 
She rushes out hot pots of tea. 

And then you know our .Se<'rela ry.

leave theni for the gloomy tent when half past 
ten coines and the glow of the great red coals 
coaxes you to stay a little . longer and prevent 
all that waste of ^hospitable firelight. .1 hate 
to leave the campfire, and 'am always the last 
to do so, but the unwritten laws of the camp 
are not to be lightly esteemed. 

A large proportion of guests \\^re new 
members, and" they were all estimable campers 
enjoying every moment of the week, rain or 
shine. All the excursions and climbs were of 
distinct interest, ancf any one of them was 
worth a journey to the Rockies. There was 
the exctirsion up the Asulkan \"alley to the 
hospitable camp at the tongue of the Asulkan 
Glacier, where the night was spent and the 
following clay devoted to explcjration on the 
Asulkan sno\yfiel(.l : and if one wished it, the 
ascent of Castor and Pollux and the neighbor- 
ing peaks ea.sy of access. Another camp was 
established by the Caves at the head of the 
Cougar Valley, from whence parties could re- 
turn to camp via the llak:)o Pass and Bear 
Creek. The Coiu'^i'.r is one of the loveliest 
valle}-s in all the :',lkirks, its upper end being 
wliat is kiKiwn in .Alpine phrase as a "hanging 
valley.'' The trail winds and turns and there 
front-s you, as it seems in your confusion re- 
garding the compass, ever'some new mountain 
range with wide white snowfields sendng 
down great rivers of ice into .sonic unseen val- 
ley. Then there were daily excursions to the 
lllecillcwaet Glacier, where a Swiss guide was 
ready to rope pers(;)ns wishing to examine it or 
to climb over its immense neve. And there 
were various places of interest close by, as 
Glacier Crest, Marion Lake, Mount Abbot, 
and Cascade Summer House to be visited dur- 
ing the excursion if parties preferred it to the 
tramp over the snowfields. Two ascents were 
made on Sir Donald, and I believe the guide 
found a new way to the summit, tlins oln'iat- 
ing the perilous couloir which has always been 
one drawback on that ascent. ( )wing to the 
weather and the necessity of employing all 
available guides for. Moiint Rogers, Swiss 
Peaks and Mount ^iQ.rmit, on which new meiu- 
bers qualified, no a'scent was marie of the dif- 
ficult Mount Tupper, which forms the right 
of the Hermit range, on which the small rock- 
figure appears which gives the range its name. 
On tlie arete below the upi^cr ])art of the 
mountain there is a slender "needle" called 
the Hermit and below a smaller knob known 
as the HerJiiit's Dog. I believe Mount Tup- 
per was the original Mount. Hermit. A much 
more striking piece' of roCk-statuary is oiie on 
a shoulder of Mount Cheops, very like the 
"Uttle Corporal," and apparently I near th(5 
camp. It give."^ the name "Napoleon" to the 
shoulder against which it stands: ■ 
r , ;i f niust'.ilot • lieave Rogers' Pass -without a"'' 



word concerning the birds that sang there all 
through the week. I do not knjow anything 
about birds, but there were some at the camp 
who did, and I asked' questions. First there 
was a bird that sang in the night, a plaintive 
Init delicious little song. Awaken when you 
would, this songster had a serenade for you. 
It is called the vesjicr S])arrow, and is the 
source of a significant phrase which long agii 
(massed into the language. Two white feathers 
in its tail are visible only when it flies away. 
The song-sparrow was more in evidence than 
his brother of the vespers, and he sings a more 
joyous song. He is full to the beak of the 
wild joy of living, and be will let \'OU get close 
to him and never show "the white feather." 
The I\'e Wee, too, belongs to the clioii- now 
haunting Rogers Pass. Then there is the 
solitary thrush singing a song that rings out 
like a clear little bell; the yellow warbler, 
which is the wild'^^canary, whose song is pretty 
but monotonous — he sings the same song over 
and over again ; the yellow-breasted cliat, whe- 
ther whinchat or stoncchat I do not K-now ; the 
robin with a little song having a distinctixe 
finality of its own : the white-crowned sparrow, 
whose song I did not bear; the magpie with 
a Scotch burr; ami the junco, a little grey bird 
with white breast and black head. Th<iSB are 
all the birds I know of except the barn-swal- 
low nesting under the eaves at Glacier 1 louse. 
And I think it a very liberal choir, tether 
voices are there by day and niglit, as the 
mighty bass sound of the mountain torrent 
falling a thousand feet almost at the tent's 
door; and the winds of day and night, austere 
or soft, playing upon the closely herded pines 
that climb the mountains left and right. I am 
sorry to say that the harmony of Nature's 
chorus was ruflel}' broken now and then by a 
terrific noise from one of man's utilitarian 
tools down b\- the railwa}' a few }-ar(ls away, 
wdiere day and night the dvnamite was blast- 
ing rock. It came every now and then with 
a suddenness as if reminding us of the crack 
of doom. .Sometimes at night, too, there were 
loud commercial noises, as when a long freight- 
train rolled by, or engines and hand-cars. It 
was not as if the camp were miles remote, 
where the w(Hd<s and noises of commerce do 
not interrupt Creation's chorus. Nc\'ertbeless 
^ve are not unmindful of the blessings of that 
same commerce which has broken link by link 
those fetters that bound the m(.)untains and 
divided them from the pla ns below. Only we 
devoutly wished it would sleep at, night! . 

When the various parties had departed for' 
a day or t\yo days, a Sabbatical calm fell upon 
the cariip (except of course the interruptions 
above enumerated). The Sabbath itself was 
a good day, and the I^cv. A. ]\1. Gordon had a 
largt cong'-tgation. A number of clergymen 
assisted"' in - the 'service, arid ". the''-'- 'Psahn;'' read 



was apropos, as was the text and sermon; "He 
taketh no pleasure in the legs. of a' man.'' was 
for climbers especially vain. The text, \"I .will, 
lift up mine eyes unto the hills," g'ave subject 
matter for qiiite the best sermon I ha've yet 
heard in camp. Mr. Gordon made much of 
the ethical import of climbing mountains, not 
forgetting a notable lesson of the rope, namely 
the solidarity of the race, lie made a strong 
])oint of the distinction betv.'ccn the text and 
the clause which followed, "From whence 
cometh my help?" His introduction might 
have stirred the risibihties of the audience, , 
had it been less reverent and subdued. "Hie 
cur hie" cried the preacher, and he emphasized 
the cpiestion, "Why are we here? 'Why are 
we here?" Now it happened that every even- 
ing, when some j)0])ular guest bad made a 
striking little speech, the a])plause came in the 
form of an old college yell with a jolly intona- 
tion, "He's here because he's here." That 
morning, after the question, had been repeat- 
ed, the preacher had one moment's terror lest 
a chorus should shout, "We're here because . 
we're here." And every last man of them' 
thought of it. " 

' Mr. Gordon is a good mountaineer and a 

worthy, ready to help always and with an ad- 
mirahle forgetting of tlie "cloth" in tlie busi- 
ness of* a man. This does not mean that a 
clergyman newd ever forget bis high vocation. 
No more ought any layman. Mr. Gordon has 
several maiden summits to his credit. He 
made the only pun of the meet, but being such 
a good fellow and the temptation Ijeing so 
great, Ave forgave him on the spot. Somebody 
had en(piired for Dunn, one of the trio who 
conquered a virgin peak during the Yoho 
meet ; and another bad replied that he was in 
India teaching in Indore college. "H'ni," mur- 
mured Gordon, "Dunn is not givingv extra- 
mural lectures." Somebod);, not I, received a 
Pritish Weekly, and a mischievous young lady 
amused several groups of an evening by read- 
ing, "Problems of Conduct." 

I ought to make • mention of meal-time at 
camp. In the first place there were served 
some five hundred meals a day, they were al- 
ways on time and they were always hot and 
good. The five hundred, of course, include 
lunches for excursionists and the meals given 
in the Asulkan and Cougar camps, at each of 
which was a good cook.

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;HE guardian, in its issue of July 
8th, says: On Monday the fifth de- 
ceniiial conference of the Aui^lican 
Episcopate assenibled in Juxon's 
liistoric hall : at Lambeth Palace. 
Dull &nd unresponsive indeed must 
-•J>e the mind tliat is imjiervious to the ap|?cal of 
such' a place and sncli an occasion. 'The im- 
agination is lo inched by the splendid i)Ossi- 
hilities iidiereni in this t^atheriuL;- as nothing 
in the history of ihc Enijlish Church has toiich- 
^: . ed it before, with the exceptioij, perhapti of 
that Pan-Anglican Congress which promises 
to-result in so vast a revivification throuirhout 
the church, however distant the members may 
l)e from its centre. The very fact that the 
Conyress has just come to an end, invests the 
Lambeth Conference ■with a deL;ree of sit;"iiiii- 
cance wdiich, \'ahiable and ini()ortant as prc- 
vioLis conferences diave been, has hitherto been 
absent. The two hundred and fifty Bishops 
now in session under the presidency of the ten- 
ant of the M elropolitical See to which the 
whole- Eng'lish-sijcakini;' ciuirch turns for help 
in stress and guidance in difficult}', ha\-e l)e- 
fore them tasks which, despite their complex- 
ity, are in some respects rendered easier to 
dealwilh by the ])oi)nlar "mandate"' that lies 
Uchind them. In discussing such topics as the 
'influence of modern thought upon the Chris- 
tian faith, the possibilities of reunion, the sup- 
ply and training of clergy, ministers of healing, 
or the group of subjects compendiously includ- 
ed inider rubric c)f "Tlie Moral Witness of the 
Church" the lli^bops have the enormous ad- 
vantage of knowing fairly definitely the extent 
to which the public opinion of the Anglican 
Commm^lion is prepared to go. To legislate in 
advance of public opinion is often a more seri- 
ous mistake than to lag behind it — precipitancy 
has no part in statesmanship, and it is practi- 
cal statesmanship ^vith which the h'jjiscopate 
will l)e chief!)' concerned for the next four 
weeks. L/CSs than ever is this a gathering in 
which "pastors and masters" arc assembled to 
, make regulations for the guidance of \tbe 
clergy, or to Ipy down the law to an obedient 
laity. 

But if i.n some directions the impetus has 
come from below; there are others in which the 
Bishops have needed no promptings. The 
most obvious, the most important, and not the 
iea.sc hajjefui of these subjects is that whicii 
Avas so pointedly insisted uj^on by the Dean of 
,^Vestminster . in his sermon to the jireiates 
assenibled in the Abbe}' on Sunday morning. 
There was a touch jof piquancy in the circum- 
stancie that th6 Fathers df the Church Should 
be .adaressed_&t such a .Service by t!ie Prcsbj'- 
ter. Tlie'Circiimstance, Vve believe, stands alone, 
and its significance is not lessened b}' the use 
Avhich the Dean nunle of the oijportunity. lie 
exhorted the liishops to keep in the forefront 
of their deliberations the "\'ision of Unity" — 
tiiat "Reunion and Intercomnumion" which 
v/as discussed in Lambeth Library on Monday, 
and referred to the usual committee. But that 
which is iippermdst in the mind of the Dean of 
AVi'stminster is not that ])articular form of fus- 
ion or reconciliation wliich has hitherto been 
U'OsI usually connected by the wtird "l^eunion."' 
11c recognizes that the healing of di- 
visions lietweeu the separate churches of 
the west and cast can, for the time being, make 
no effective progress, and that our first duty 
is io'w. Ids the men of our own blooci, the men 
dwelHng side by side with us who believe in 
the same essentials of 'salvation whose relig- 
ious ideas and aspirations arc very similar to 
our own, who l)y the unhappy pressure of long- 
])ast hislor}- went out of the historic church 
and have not yet found tlieif- way back. This 
is not the time to discuss why they went; it is 
no less our privilege tlian our duty to consider 
the nature of- ihe existing barriers of separa- 
tion, and to do that which in us lies to throw 
them down. This duty and this |)rivilcge are 
not confined to the Church in l-'ngland — the 
need for their exercise exists almost as urgent- 
ly upon the nujst distant shores of the Empire 
as upon those wlych were known to Augus- 
tine and to Aidan, to Bcde and to Cuthbert. 
More than one Colonial Bishop has been able 
to tell his brethren at Lambeth of the striv- 
ings after I'eligions unity which have resulted 
from the stirrings of nationality in the Utmost 
ends of the earth — slri\ings of which a great 
deal more is likely to be lieard before loiig. 

We may sa}-, nideed, that unity is "in the 
air."' There is no irre\-erence in the collorpiial 
l)hrasc, and it represents the facts with pre- 
cise accuracy. Within the church itself the 
lessening of friction, the movement towards 
'the better understanding of opposing views, 
,the growth of .sympathy beiween ideals long- 
deemed to be incompatible, the lietter reali- 
zation of the loll}-, and worse, of wasted effort 
— ah these things ^Kive been proinineiUly be- 
fore our eyes of late. Into the moving causes 
of this happy change we need not stop to in- 
quire — they are familiar enough to tlio.se who 
have given, thought to them. We have begun 
to set our own house in order, and we believe 
that when this process has made more sub- 
Stailti''^ progress the need\for the restoration 
of some fneasure, at least, t>f the lost unity 
among religious men who speak the Fjiglish 
tongue will make itself felt with a keenness 
which is not to be expected at this moment, 
(ireat religion^, enterprises cannot be carried 
through withoiit' faith and j)atience, and es- 
pecially, patience ; and, as the Dean of AVest- 
minstenremiuds us', our first need is apostles, 
rather, tiian .schemes, of reconciliation, The 
English Church contains many such apostles, 
and their number will grow. \\\- would fain 
believe, tocf? that they are not unkiunvn among 
these Commanioni who use the same creeds, 



yet differ from us in discipline, and the words 
of the Moderator of the Scottish Establish- 
ment spoken in London on Sunday would in 
themselves justify such a belief. Great move- 
ments which touch the hearts and consciences 
of men are never one-sided for long, and we 
look with confidence for the' daAvn of the day 
when some wide measure of unity may be pos- 
sible. The ho]Dc may as yet be little more than 
a vision; but in the Church of God labor affd 
faith and liopc have brought many a vision to 
fulfilment. . . 



CONDITIONS IN THE NEAR EAST 

A diplomatic correspondent of the Pall 
Mall Gazette writes as follows: The report 
sent lo the "Xo\'oe \'reni}-a'' concerning the 
object of Colt/. Pasha's visit, v.-liicli we repro- 
tluced yesterday, cannot be regarded as wholly 
without foundation, if the opinion of 
the well-informed in London is to be acceptctl 
as important Indeed, it has been plain for 
some time (and the fact was emphasised two 
da}-s ago in our con-inient on Germany's recent 
paironage of Turkish subjects in China), that 
the role which J:<!igland assumed towards the 
Porte when the Convention of Cyprus became 
part of history would drift into other and, from 
our pomt of vi^w, less desirable hands. 

"Those who are not for. me are against me," 
summarises the very natural and reasonable 
(uUlook in which Abdul Ilamid has indulged 
himself in latter cla}-s. France and luiglaud 
ha\-e peree])tibly lost hold upon the Turkish 
mind, whilst Germany and, to some extent, 
Austria, have steadily gained in ascendancy. 

"Abdul Hamid," said no less an authority 
than Professor "V^ambery to the present writer 
two years ago, "is one of the astutest person- 
ages in lun-opc. Xo one, indeed, having any ac- 
(|uaintance w-ith diplomacy in the Near East 
(l(nd)ts the political ability of the Sultan; and 
1 find it generally believed in the bcst-infornied 
circles in London today that Turkey has prob- 
ably now found very definite champions for 
the preservation of her existence, and that she 
may be regarded not only as attached to those 
Powers now f(n-niing the 'i'riide .Vlliance, but 
that she has attrichcd herself on terms which, 
will mean an extension of Auslro-f lungarian, 
and more probably Italian, influence in the [Bal- 
kan Peninsula. All this is no great wonder, and 
the history of it was today delicately summar- 
ized to me (in a manner tentatively, of coursp) 
by one well qualified to express views of these 
questions. ' , 

The cojnpact between France and Engfand 
regarding Egypt and Morocco — known as the 
Anglo-I''rench Convention — naturally injured 
British credit with such a Mohan-inicdan flower 
as 'Pin-key — l.vngland's (piomlam ally. I'ut if 
Abdul Ilamid came to, dislike k'ngland (and 
it must be owned that his flislike was some wav 
advanced before the entente became a fait ac- 
comph), he hated and feared Russia more. 
Russia was, and is, reported with some reason 
to have entered into a secret arrangement with 
Bulgaria regarding the integrity of the Ott(j- 
man Empire, and thus, quite lately, she has be- 
come a veritable terror to the potentate of 



Yildiz. Imagine, then, the effect of the 
Anglo-Russian ' convention ' regarding his 
neighbor Persia. In short, the events of the 
last few months have been such as complete- 
ly to precipitate him "into the:arms of the two 
great German States, voiced, as have been 
their sympathies by .diplomats in themselves 
peculiarly well-received by the Sultan at all 
^ times. ■ • ■ 

■if-is now'believed that if England, Russia, 
and France accept with decent grace the 
nattiral result of their repudiation of Ottoman 

;i!ierrsts a .good (ie;d oi the l.'.alkan trouble 
may be automatically removed, although the 
process must necessarily, as things now stand, 
add very considerably to the commercial and 
military power of Austria and to the patron- 
age of her chief relative and ally.^ For it is 
plain that the Sultan has become more or le,r.s 
persuaded of the wLsdoni of withdrawing still 
further towards Turkey-in-Asia, leaving Aus- 
tro-Hungary to extend her administration of 
part of the Balkan, Peninsula from P.osnia 
eastward. Signor Tittoi.i may be relied upon 
to get soijiething for his country by way of 
counterpoise, and the general condition of the 
lialkans may show a tendency to improve. Of 
:ourse the Porte woud receive a fixed sum in 
lieu of the tribute now collected, and wohld 
be relieved of much European danger and 

No oflicial confirmation of a Turco-.Au.^- 
Irian understanding is yet to lie recorded; but 
few iieoplc in well-informed circles doubt its 
taking i)lace in the history of the inunediate 
future. The story of the Sultan's younger 
son and of Abdul Ilamid's alleged pronounce- 
ment against Sultanic polygamy d»es not re- 
ceive much credence in London. 





UNIQUE MEMORIAL FOR LINCOLN. 

One plan that is [jroposed for the con-i- 
mcmoration of the rooth anniversarv of the 
birthday of Abraham Lincoln is that' of liep- 
resentative D. F. Larcan, of the -^oth District 
of Pennsylvania. He advocates a great boule- 
vard from the White House in Wa.shington 
to the battlefield of Gettysburg, lo be called 
the f^incoln Memorial Highway. Afr. Larean 
says he will introduce at the next session of 
congress a hill ai)propriating .Sj.ooo.ooo to 
build the road. His ideajs that the bill should 
be passed in time to be signed and nuule law 
on February 12 hejct— Lincoln's birthday.

Japanese residents of the State <if Wash- 
ington, plan to erect a statute to the memory 
of Commodore .Perry, the .American officer 
wdio fifty years ago forced the opening of ja])- 
ancsc iiorts to foreign trade, on the grountls of 
the Alaska- Yukon-Pacific exposition. The 
idea was conceived some months ago by prom- 
inent Japanese residents of Seattle, and tjlc 
bankers and merchants ot the Floyvcry King- 
dom have agreed to give their support to the 
scheme. 



I-lE Persian soldier, in torn clothing 
and barefoot, is more like a beggar 
than a warrior, l-'or all this he killed 
the recent counter revolution when 
he. refused to fire upon the Parlia- 
^ ment. As to the size of Persia's 
fighting hosts, it is difficult to arrive at accur- 
acy; officially the Persian army numbers 105,-. 
500 men, but the actual "standing army" con- 
sists of only 24,500 men, who arc quartered-iu 
the Iru-ger towns and on the frontiers. 

The infantry nun-ibers seventy-eight to 
eighty battalions, each of 800 lo 1,000 men, but 
the full strength is i^ever maintained, for only 
half the battalion is called up, and then in a 
reduced number. The men called up often 
receive no pay for six months, and thus in 
every town the soldiers are forced to work at 
a trade or to become beggars. There are no 
l)roper liarracks in most of the towns, ancl the 
men li\-c with their families in pri\-ale houses. 

There is no systematfc drilling, and there 
is no practical instruction in rifle firing; in 
fact, many men cannot handle a rifle at all. 
The rifles used mainlv are the Werndt gun. 
which \\as rejected b\- .Austria in the 8o's and 
sold to Persia ; but there are also Peabody and 
M;irtini rifles. I lowcvcr, the men serving use 
nearl}- al\\-ays guns with [iercussion caps and 
ranirods. 

The ages of the soldiers vary much ; there 
are undeveloped boys and toothless men of 
sixty years, for the unfit are not weeded out at 
the right time. The lists of nien liable to 
ser\-e are iiadly kei)t, so that on a levy it is 
foumi that some of the men called up have been 
dead for several years. 

The arniy is a source of revenue to the .gov- 
ernors of the ])rovinces. On his aj-iijointmcnt 
a go\-ernor announces that he wishes to get 
rid of the older men and to have a younger 
i}-pe of soldier. The local people know what 
that means; a deputation waits upon the ener- 
getic new Governor, he is asked to-name a 
sum which shall induce him to let things go 
on as before. He does so, and everybody is 
content. 

More than l.wenty regiments arc .recruited 
from the A/.erb'ijan jM'ovincc in Northern" Per- 
sia, wliile forty reginients •c(^inie from the 
.\ralsehk-l',-.\njii-n province; the rest arc re- 
cruited in Khorassan and Kershan? ..The 
"blood tax" paid for evading military se^yice 
varies ; ill some provinces it is as much as...4£i6'' 
per niAn, in others it is duly about £4. ^> ' ■ 

The' town populations, certain khans' aiid 
the leasers of crown domains are free from 
service, as are also the Jews, the Arnienhans 
and the "I'ire worshippers," but the last namcd 
are made by the goveriiors of Kcrshan to con- 
tribu.le the maintenance of twenty foot soldiers. 
.\ few provinces, like Yedz and Kashan, fur- 
nish no men as soldiets,' as the people of tliese 
regions are distinguished by extraordinary 
cowardice. 

The artiller)' branch is similar to' the in- 
fantry, but the men are nntch* better traiiied 
and clothed, ■s\ hile they receive their pay more 
regularly. Although this force, on paper, con- 
sists of 6,000 men, yet only 2,000 men are on 
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service? and they arc in ■ battalions j'each pf^irbm.^.^ 
200 to 250 men. 'V"^ix 

The men, horses and guns arc all manfg|dv 
by independent officials; thus the horsc^ji^^i 
,in the care of a general who keeps theriljrjj^.^ 
near the guiis in the arsenal, but in some'^l'iticie^. 
where the forage is cheap. The horse's are ndt 
trained to gun "firing. The projectiles arc kept' . 
in the arsenals and generally they are not- 
charged. The jjowder is made in private' 
150wder mills, and is of very poor quality.". 
There are al>out fifty guns of the Uchapius 
type, and also nearly one thousand obso\ptc 
guns, of which scarcely a hundred can be used. 

The infantry possess .no properly organized 
system of transport. In case of need the people 
are "commandeered," especially the village folk , 
when they bring their garden stuff and pru- 
ducts into the towns. Thus when the word- 
goes round the countryside that a regiment- " 
has to be moved from a town, then the village 
folks stay at home until the soldiers have liecri 
moved. 

Even the animSls conveying caravans of 
goods' are seized, and the owners of beasts of 
burden will refuse to convey goods fclT the 
lime, as the}- dread losing their beasts. Every 
soldier receives a donkcv, ^vhilc camels are 
used for carrying the provisions. If a soldier ■ 
has an ass of excellent quality alloted' to him'- 
he often runs away with the animal at the'lAst' 
stopping place. 

The command of a battalion is sold, and- 
sometimes for as much as £2,200 or £3,200. . 
l',\-erybody wishes to become an officer, as an. 
officer's pay is continued after his death. Thus 
there are many detachments of ninety .rAeil ■ 
with twelve officers. •■ 

Persia's cavalry is regular and- irregulan 
The former comprises the - Ispahan ca-valry; • 
rcginient of 500 men, trained by German in--- ' 
structors, and the Teheran Cossack brigade, 
trained by Russian instructors. This Cossack' 
brigade nundjers 1,000 n-.cn and is equipped 
wdth the Russian cavalry type of the Bcrdan 
rifle. To the Teheran Cossack brigade belongs 
also the division of. artillery, with eight field 
guns of Russian make.. This brigade -is. well 
trained. There are alspNin Teheran more than 
1,000 Gulyami or horsemen, who are: the 
Shall 's permanent bodyguard. • ;•

vinces. 'I'he mounted militia is supplied by 
the Khans of the various provinces, but it has;.. 
"O-tfiPecial organization. Its equipment is.::-. 
varied, although it can be equipped for war .

arsenals. f:^'^'('M:'Vy ' ' 

According to the lists the mounted' niilitia 
numbers about 25,000. men, but not all of them f.v 
arc called up. Some of these irregular cavalry 
belong to ver}- brave races, especially to tribes " 
in north-east Persia, but as they have nothing ■■. 
at all in common --with the- P^sians and arc 
often at enmity with them the Persian authori-'' 
ties cannot rely upon them. In northeast, Pet;- 
sia the tribes incline toward the Afghahs;1aiid 
in north-west Persia toward the Turks. 

Persia's best irregular cavahy is fdfincd 
from the nomad tribes of the central region, 
for they can furnish nearly 100,000 ^vcU armed 
horsemen. However, they can be induced to 
take the field only whep their own interests are 
involved. At all other times they , prefer to . 
attack the peaceful caravans. -■ 




HE post office is now about three 
hundred years old. Although pack 
horses plied regularly at the period 
of the Wars of the Roses, it was not 
until the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century, says the London 
Daily Mail, that Government posts were firni- 
ly established. 

As late as the year 162 1 tnerc were only 
four posts in the kingdom, which started from 
wherever the court happened to be, and car- 
ried letters for the continent, and to the royal 
dockyard at Plvniouth. 

\'\'e are apt to thiid-; that they were hard 
riders in those tla}-s, hut as a matter of fact the 
])Osts boys were the scum of the people and 
their horses veritable crocks. Three to four 
miles an hour was the average si)eed. The 
post took fifty-seven hours to go from London 
to Plymouth, and three da}'? from York to Ed- 
inhurg. 

ISy the year 1640 the post became an estab- 
lished government institution, and in the year 
1685 it yielded a ])rofit of £65,000, which was 
settled on the King. 

l-'or a hundred year.-^ longer the san:ie mode 
of conve}'ance, by post boys on horseback, con- 
tinued, l)ut in 1784 John Palmer, a theatre 
manager, proposed to carry the mails in coach- 
es, with armed guards to protect them. "Quite 
impracticable," said the officials, "and a dang- 
er to conmierce and the revenue." P.almcr's 
plan w;is adopted, howt;ver, and the s[)eed rais- 
ed froni three and a half to six miles an hour 
and later on lo ten miles, and the revenue mul- 
tiplied man}' times. 

I\!ail coaches became so popular that they 
were established all over the kingdom. Twen- 
ty-eight of them, doing a total distance of 5,- 
500 miles, arrived in Lonflon every morning 
and left ever}'„ evening. 

And a picturesque sight it must have been — 
noblemen frequentl}' as drivers, guards dressed 
in royal liver}-, the cars decorated Avith ribbons 
and flowers on tlie occasion of great victories 
in the wans then .going on. 

Bid; on the whole business of the post of- 
fice remained in a woeful condition. The col- 
lection and delivery were so slow, the charges 



so exorbitant, that the business 6f the country 
was hampered. /

I'.ut this was ,1 
single letter, that is, one sheet, on which both 
communication and address were written. 

If two sheets, or any kind of co\-er, howe\'- 
cr small, were used the inistage became doubl- 
ed ; if three sheets, trebled. .And if rniy letter 
single or otherwise, weigbi'd more lh;ni one 
ounce a fourfold postage had to be ])aid, with 
an additional postage |or each suoeeding quar- 
ter ounce. 

We can understand what this meant by a 
^comparison with the present arrangement. One 

may now send a letter of fot;r otmccs anywhere 
inh'ind for a penny. Prior lo 1R.10 such a letter 
would ha\-c cost los Sd to i'lrighton, 1 is 
4d to CMasgow. 

Postage was S(ddom prepaid. The \\-riler 
left it to the recipient to accei-)t the lettei- ;ind 
])ay for it, or to reject it. The consequences 
were remarkable. Sir John Burgoyne com- 
plained that a weighty letter sent to him to 
Dublin was charged with" a postage of eleven 
pound.s. 

A l.,ondon resident recei\'cd a letter from 
Deal wcighii-ig- sixty ounces on Avliich he was 
asked to pay fifteen pounds, AN' hen i^coplc 
sent payment of debts 'by i)ost they liegged 
that no acknowledgement should be made, to 
save postage... 

By various wa'ys of writing the address c'or-^ 
res[)ondents arranged a code, r\nd communica- 
tion free of postage was carried on in this way.

When thc.po5tman had gone she explained that 
there was no letter. Iler brother, vh\o was 
away had sent a blank letter to inform her of 
his safe arrival.

In London t\\-opence carried a letter to any- 
where within three miles of the general post 
office, threepence to any place within a circle 
of .twePvc miles. Every traveler from towi\ to 
town had bis pockets stuffed with letters which 
he l'orw;irded b\' these cheap posts. 

ICvery parcel of goods when opened disclos- 
ed a bundle of letters which the recipient de- 
livered or sent by the cheap post as a matter of 
course. C.real nund)ers of carriers traveled 
from town to town ci)llecling and (kdi\'ering 
letters foi- a ])eini}- each in spite of the law. 

To p(](ir people the postal s}-stem in\-olvcd 
great suflering. ,Slf)ries are told nf mothers 
pawning their clothes to jiay for letters from 
absent children. The postmasters .sometimes 
gave the letters on credit, taking payment in 
installments. One woman offered her only sil- 
ver spoon for a letter from her j;q]i. 

And the post was as slow as dear. Only 
one delivery took place in London ari'd one des- 
patch daily. 

If one jiosted a letter at U.xbridgc late on 
iM-iday evening it did not reach Gravescnd, 
forty miles awav. until Tuesday morning. 

\\hen Rowland Hill, a schoolmaster from 
Kidderminster, aided by the Mr. Henniker 
Heaton of those days, Mr. Wallace, the mem- 
ber of Greenock, proposed .that letters should 
be sent any distance for a postage of one pen- 
ny for each half ounce and that prepayment? 
should be made by iheans of stamps, he met 
Avith the most determined opposition. Lord 
.r.,iclifiel(l, the i)ost!uaster-gcneral, said wdth re- 
spect to the ]ilan set forth by :\rr. Hill, of all 
the wild and visionary sehen'ics wdiich he had 
e-ver-heard or read of it was the most extraor- 
dinary. Correspondence would so increase, ar- 
gued Lord Litcbfielcl, .thatit could npt be dealt 
with; it woiikl burst' tlie walls of the post of- 
fice. 'VA'^hen the inevitable reform came there 
was of course a slight deficit at first, and then 
very quickly an abundant profit:

the London Times.. On tlie supposition that 
various germ.s' of disease probably col- 
lect in ih.e receiver and transnirtter of the in- 
strnmenl. at ai- events in ])iUiIic c:'dl offices, 
S(.ime medical and other ;darmists ha\-e thrown 
<.mt suggestiiins that antiseptics, both in a dry 
state an<l in solution, should be applied for the 
safety of the telei'hone-using public. The re- 
cent dictum goes one stej) further, inasmuch as 
it is now an established fact that, tubercle bac- 
illi, the causal micro-organisms of consump- 
tion, have been founrl — alive and in robust 
condition — -in the instrument, it is ((uite nat- 
ural, in view of such a find, that a feeling of 
alarm might seize hold of ihc more nervous 
element of the inhabitants of this city. 
glance at the registrar general's annual re- 
turns will reveal that the death rate from pul- 
monary tuberculosis or consumption in -Eng- 
land and Wales has steadily diminished from 
30 per 10.000 in 1853 to 1 1,5 in i()o6. li can be 
shown that this is <hu.- tn iniproAements in the 
sanitary conditions of both urban :;nd rural 
districts, to the better detection of the di.sease, 
which permits of large nund)ers ol thfise suf- 
fering from ])hthisis being taken care of. and 
to the increased percentage of curetl cases. In 
large cities, where the increase in the tele- 
phone traffic has been niost marked, the de- 
crease in the death rate is \'ery strilcing. 

There is no doubt that the best nv-thod of 
stamping out an infective disease is to destroy 
the infective ageiu, and thus to remove the 
|)f)ssibility of infection. An exanijile of this 
niay he cited in rabies or hydrophol)ia, Avhich. 
tliaidvs to the protective measures introduced 
and carried out with rigour, has n(jAV disaj)- 
peai-ed from k'ngland. Tuberculosis, howeser, 
is a \-ery different disease from r;d)ics, and the 
wide distribution of the germ offers great dif- 
ficulties to any measure aiming at the extinc- 
tion of the species. If it Avcre possible to seg- 
gregate all persons suffering from ascertain- 
able tuberculosis, riot only of the lungs, but al- 
so of all other organs and tissues, it might be 
feasible to control the bacilli which these per- 
sons scatter about them, and a wholesale des- 
truction of all tuberculous cattle might lead 'o 
a complete conquest of the ubiquitous tubercle 
bacillus. That this must remain, an idle dream 
is shown by the mere fact that close on 40,000 
persons die each year of i)hthisis and many 
(.if these suffer from the disease for several 
years. Mention should be made of the obser- 
vation of a famous pathologist, Naegeli, who 
found that 96 |)er cent of the persons dving be- 
tween the ages of j8 and 30 years showed some 
signs, liowever slight, of this disease, Avhile 100 
i;er cent of those,,dyinp:;after.attaining the age 
of 30 years revcaliid signs pointing to past or 
]>rescnt infection. 

These facts present the subject of consump- 
tion and its danger to the public in a special 
light. It will be seen that everyone has a 
chance to become infected at a conipat-ativelv 
larly age— hay more, must come into contact 
with this tiny devastating enemy of the human 
race. But in spite of the exposure lo infec- 
(i(:.n, not everyone becomes ill of tuberculosis. ' 



'JMie death rate from all causes fur Eoiulon may 
he placed at sonu-thing around 15 per j ,ooo, .so 
that (Hit of each ] jiersons dying, about 11 
die of ])lithisis and i]Ossi])ly 13 of all forms of 
tuberculosis, llesides this. ,i.t ,is :ni everyday 
exjierience ti:> come upon persons who are a])- 
parently (|uite healthy. What about the tiny 
eiiemyp This minute, monster, measuring 
frora 8-100,000 to i6-.jLpo,Qoo, of ^aui- iuch (at 
limes somewhat more) in --length, is 'present 
in odd corners of this city, in the dust on 
books and sheh-es. in the sli-eels, in trains, 
cabs, omnibuses, theatres, lialls, and churcti- 
es; in fact, practically everywhere. .As long as 
l>crsons affected with advanced stages of the 
disease cough and spit in thc^strcists and in clos- 
ed places, .so long Avilb the. causal micro- 
organism, with its extraordinary resistance 
against the harmful effects of the elements, 
s;ive light, continue to menace the iidiabi- 
tants of tin? metropolis. IhU why is it that 
persons e.sist, not in twos or threes, but in 
tlionsaiids. who are scarcely scatliL'd Ija- its 
ravages? In Dr. 11. Tind)rell IJulstrotle's c.k- 
ccUeut report to the local government board 
oil sanatoria for consumption and certain other 
aspects of the tuberculosis question (publish- 
ed this year and already commented 011 in the 
Timest, ample eviilence is adduced to show 
that the tid)ercle bacillus is but one f.'ictor in 
the causation of di.'^case. Tlicre appears to lie 
a something which renders a man cither sns- 
ce|)tible or resistant to the disease. The pre- 
valence of tubercular disease proves conclu- 
.sively that man is not highly imnnnie, at all 
e\-ciUs in the condition in winch he finds him- 
self in this country at the ])rcsent tiay. Natural 
immunity, if it exists at all, cannot he held to 
be a st:ible condition. Ivxperinients, lil<e the 
one carried out by .Mollcr. avIio attempted to 
iimnunize liimself against the effects of the 
germs, and then, in order to ascertain wheth- 
er he had succeeded or not, injected a cjuan- 
lity of liv ing bacilli under 'hi.';' OAvn skin, but 
without any effect, prove nothing. It has since 
been shown that .M oiler's method of immuni- 
zatifDu is insufficient lo ])rolect suscejUible ani- 
mals; and it nunst be regarded that his ;i])par- 
cnt immunity may have been due as much to 
his own innate power of resitsapcc as to the 
artifically acquired power. But the real reas- 
on of his escape from a rapid death is prob- 
ably to be sought in a nnich more gradual 
process. Years of dealings with tubercular 
persons would have harl the effect of raising 
this heroic experimenter's inborn resistance 
against the disease. 

However, facts Avhich can be observed ev- 
ery (lay ])r(n-e lli;il many i)ei\SGns, although not 
immune against a disease in the sense that, 
under the most unfavinn-able conditions, they 
are incapable of becoming infected avIicu in the 
enjoyment of a good standard of health, are 
able to resist the further action of an invading 
microbe. In other Avords, a per.son in good 
health, avcII fed, and not "out of sorts," can 
speak through the telephone nf a public-call 
office, can iidiale a few himdred tubercle bac- 
illi, and not ex])erience any inconv-enieuce. The 
bacilli try to gain an entrance into the body, 
be it through the lungs themselves, or through 
tile circulating blood. The astutest observ- 
ers of tuberculosis* and those who have stud- 
ied the' disease 'most dccpl}', hold varying 
•views as to wllich method of entrance i.s' the 
most common. Some would have the AvorUl 



believe that sAvallowing the bacilli is the usual 
method. From inside the bowel the germ, so 
to say, worms its way into the structures lying 
beneath the wall of the bowel, Avithout pro- 
ducing; any..chaflge„iin^^^^^ iV\?;hi|ieii it . i s 
stin uiiceftaiir\v1iicli is the most cbmmoii mode 
of infection, it' seems to be certain that; -all 
these points of entry are possible; and it aVouUI' 
be equally certain that the telephone user 
Avonld be hopelessly lost if no protective ar- 
rangements existed by means of which the litr 
tie invaders could be 'routed before 
time to multiply. "' 

First a small degree of protection is offered 
by the scavenger action of the tonsil, which 
tends to catch uj) straj' bacilli and hold them 
Avhile a more powerful agent sets to Avork. But 
even Ayhen these sentinels in the throiat iail - to 
catch tlie inti-'iider, other protective agients are 
on the look out, and eager for the fra}', jjouncc 
on the unwary bacillus and annihalate it. Dur- 
ing the past decade or two, much has been 
learned of the protective forces directed 
against the invading germs of disease. It has 
been long known that the small white blood 
globules have a neat little trick of eating bac- 
illi up. Metschnikoff, laid great, stress on* this 
means of - freeing the boiiy of such" invader.s, 
while wi'thih.morc recent times, Wright has at- 
lenipted to shoAv that the greater part of this' 
cating-up power of the Avhitc blood corpuscles, 
or leucocytes, as they are called, is due to a 
substance which exists in the scrum or fluid 
part oi the blood. This substance be called 
op.sonine. Again" it has been shoAvn that other 
dissolved substances, haviog a. peculiar fer- 
ment-like nature, can act' on ^liacilli,' killing 
them, or massing them together into clumps 
or dissolving them. Other substances have, 
by indirect biological means, been demonstrat- 
ed to exist, which have the function of des- 
troying the proclucts or poisonous substances 
manufactured by bacilli. It must, however, be 
pointed out that, Avhile these various effects 
on bacteria caii be observed and traced, defi- 
nitely to blood s^rUni or blood cofpuscIc!5; the 
cause of the phenomena cannot he separated 
and their existence as snbstiuiees has only 
been surmised. r>e this as it may, there is 
ample explanation for the I'act that the inhala- 
tion of die bacilli of tuberculosis from the 
transmitter , of the telephone underN ordinary 
conditions does not lead to illness. 

Germs, undoubtedl)-, cause disease, but 
those who work most constantly with thcni 
learn that these germs have to be present in 
considerable quantities, and that they liaA'c to 
gain an entrance by unusual meajis, if thcy;arc 
to constitute a source of real danger to a heal- 
thy ]icrson The mortalil}' of tnbereulosis has 
decreased steadily during the |)ast half of a 
century, although it is, indeed, doubtful 
Aviiether the chances of infection have dimin- 
ished at all during the same time. The siir-' 
rqtjndiligs of the populace have been rendered 
m6i*e healthy and sanitary, the ])eo.i)lc them- 
selves have there]))' beeji rcMidcrcd more resis- 
tant tcjward the dise;ise and the i)roportion of 
infectious which do not lead to a fatal termina- 
tion, has materially incrcaed. . 

To keep a':.i«,>I<hphonc clean must, fro^v*'-'''" 
thetic as well aft . -Sanitary reasons be reg''ded 
as desirable. h\\[ to he scared by the disci^'ery 
of a few hungry tubercle bacilli is neithci'^Pgf-

Mere incredulity, the cnnuiion attitude, lie- 
comos ciKiicult In the fiicc of the evidence; no theiu-y 
of fraud or collusion will ex|)lain tin- cross-correspon- 
dences between the automatic writings of Mrs. Ver- 
r.iU, Jlrs. Holland, and Mrs. Piper; nor can one pooh.- 
pooh the testimony of eminent men of sciencofllke'Afr'. 
A. R. Wallace, Sir -William Crookes. and Sir OUvec^ 
lyodgc. -When Sir -SVillityn; Crookcs says thai ho'saw:. 
Homo float up Into >thf^ jflr and passed' his"' handrf* all 
about him to make sure ' that there was no invisible' 
support, or when Professor Barrett relates how a loo- 
tnljle broke loose and chased him Into a corner, It is ti 
hard thing to believe; but wh;it are you to do? You 
lly with delight to the theory of hallucination. Un- 
doubtedly hallucination, or, at the hast, iilusion 
(which is hallucination founded on a sm.ill basis of 
fact) Is the explanation of many jugglers' tricks. A\'o 
kniuv friim ancient .^rexlcan i;isciip;ions tliat the eu- 
ti'rtainmt.'nts of the Toltee gentry were (■nlivened by 
the iiresence of "i\ve-rlecelvirs" of different guilds; 
those who made the house seem full of flaiiu^s; those 
who produced siirlngs of water with lislies In them; 
and others. Tlu'se things w<M-e pl.-iliily illusions or 
hallucinations, for they left no trace on the ni;iti'rial 
world; the houses were not burnt, nor were the lloors 
Hooded. The same Is true, no doubt, of the more mar- 
vellous of tlie Indian tricks. But this conil-r.rting hy- 
pothesis will not suit all tho f.acts of modern metapsy- 
chics; f(n-, In many cases wliore fraud seems alto- 
gether excluded, there is, p. visible and tangible, result 
when the thing Is over; ' Self -registering Instriiments 
tor instance, beyond-the. reach of hocus-pocus,, indu- 
bitably recording the;.:act,ion of a force which had no 
traceable normal origin Jt^ Theory is driven out pi! the 
sphere of the every-day, and po.^its the action of 
"psychic force," or some jiower in tlie medium iuid thi^ 
"sitters" acting on matter witliout tii^' liiti'r\-entlon of 
the body's clumsy mechanism, liul this is not alto- 
gether satl.sfying; for there is (hn-clion as w<'\\ as 
force. Tables are rejiorted If) pr.iner .ibout with un- 
niistaK-ahle signs of wilful indi-p. ndeiu-i ; idanchettes 
a.nd ouijas write things i|ulle unexpected by tliose 
whose "psycdiic force" !s sujiiiosed to control them. 
There seems to bi> some inteiligeiici- in tliin.gs, liesides 
the Intelllgenci' of those wlio sit aninng tliem; there 
Is somi^ iiersonallty then' not Identilliiljle with any of 
the iiersoUH present. Theory suggests "secondary ]ier- 
sonalitles," .and ti "colh'Ctive iiersonality." .a new in- 
dividuality constructed, like an artist's tylie of be.iuly, 
by a selection from the Indlvidiialities of the sillers; 
and the theory seems to work In nitiny cases; till you 
come to maniteslations of this outward personality 
altogether lieyond tho reach of tho sitters, COgnizanco 
of facis demonstrably unknown to the medium and 
the ri'st, ,-ind ciu'roljora ted with dllllcully :if terwards. 

In the end lln'nr.\-, .-ifter tortuous evasions and 
endeavors to stretch every hyiiotliesis a little further 
limn It will go, comes ronnil, in most cases, to tlu^ aii- 
(-■ient, world-wide ex|)Ianati(m, tliat this baffling pi'r- 
sonality is .-i spirit— a disemliodied soul. A siid eoii- 
(diislou to come to after .-ill. When we are bauislied 
from the earthly body, are' we to join the worily rab- 
ble' which speak-s by the in<)uth or tin; pen of the nie- 
dilims'.' These wild utler.inci s do not seem as a rnie 
like revelations of the secrets of tin' ]irison-h(nise, lint 
rather like glbberings frotn a lunatic asylum, peopled 
by inmates of vulgtir behavior and the lowest morals; 
cri'almes th.-it lie and cheat, give false names and un- 
visrlliablo addresses. But tho fact that things are un- 
pleasant Is no evidence that they are untrue; besides 
m some cases tho "pei'Sbhalitles" talk very good sense, 
<iuoto Plotinus dnd write, rpally charming poetry! 'So 
much depends on whdw'ghbsl' it Is; but,,«tlll inore, on 
whoso lips or hand iiVlp/bywIilch.; it- bommunicates; 
That Is tho main dlfflbiilty about tho spirit hypothe- 
sis! tho unmistakable color which the communlcatlou 
gets through tho niodluni; tho lato Jlr. li-rederlck 
Myers cites Homer and Plato In the original through 
' Mrs. A'-errall, who Is a. lecturer at (.'ambridge; through 
T\Irs. Holland, whoso culture Is not chisslcal, ho quotes 
nothing more abstrii.sc than Tennyson and Hossi-ttl; 
•ivhereas, through Mrs. l'l|ier, the postmaster's wii'e, 
he can onl.\- t'J.'ieul.-ite liluntly, "lir.nvniiig." Pnifessor 
Barrett has an I'xeelleiit story of n gliosi seen ' tely 
at n Belgian convent; a nian who bail committed sui- 
cide appeared to his young gnddaiiglitor ;ind related 
the circumstances before e\-er she had had any cliance 
of hearing Iheni by a normal channel. Jle seemed 
very imhapiiy, said he had dime a wicK-ed thin.g in 
lakin.g his own life and besoug-ht her to pra\- tiu- liini. 
Tliere.-n'ler la,' appeared I'o her daily In belter sjilrits, 
ami snid her r)rayers had beni'liti'd iilm. Xotliing 
could be mor(^ couvineing If wMat Is taught In J'e'I- 
fi-|an convents about tho al.n of suicido and the eill- 



cacy of prayers for the dead be real and literal fact. 
Otherwise, though the communication of the know- 
ledge of his death is an Inexjdicable miracle, tho vi- 
sion itself Is no more than a picture cliiborated on 
that tlienie with details from the \oiing lady'-s own 
imagination. On the whole, we m;i.y say that wo are 
not vi:ry much nearer to a dollnlto theory of the 
phenomena than we were before; we are perhap.s on 
the threshold of a new world of thought, ijcering 
across it, as it were, but wc are still very far from 
stepping over it.

CURIOUS MEXICAN INDIANS 

Burled in the heart of a civilized, powerful and 
progres.sive forcdgn people, a little handful of Indians 
have lived for .'!00 yc.irs, and have contrived to keep 
during all that time their national characteristics, 
their traditions, and their individuality. If you seek 
iliem you will find them in Amaton; de, los.;Beyes, a 
t illage in tlie Sttite of "Vera Cruz, Mexico." They are 
the Amatecas. 

'i'iie Amatecas are iierliaps the only jieople In the 
republic who luivo succeeded in r(!tainlng for them- 
selves what Is practically self-govcrnnieiit. It must 
not be understood for a moment that they make any 
pretenslons to being Independent of the control of tho 
federal authorities in :\Iexlco City. They long ago 
gave u|) as hopeless any stiai.ggle against tho power 
of the .Spaniard, and later on tho .Mexican nation, and 
this submission is responsible for the fact that tliey 
have lieen ;ible to retain their tuiclent customs, liablts, 
and modes of government. 

Amatlan Is a little piece of China in tho heart ot 
Mexico. U has built a Tatar wall around itself, and 
no man may pass that wall without tho iiormlsslou 
of the aiithorltios. lii AuKitlan str.angers are looked 
upon with suspicion ;ind mistrust to such an extcrtt 
that not oven traders ,ire allowed in the city without 
a siiecial permit from the authorities. All these things 
have contributed to keep Amatlan the ourious com- 
munity it is. It cannot be called a nation or even a 
tribe, for the estimate of the-sizo of tho population 
of the whole people is varlotislj^ put at from 5,000 to 
15,000. The town itself is:not over 3,000, but consid- 
erable territory around it is'lH a sense tributary to it. 

The. people of Amatlan, especially women, are very 
fond of dress, and they are skillful In needlework. 
Upon their holiday dresses thiiy lavish a great deal ot 
patience, time, and labor. Some of the Amateoft wo- 
men when young are very beautiful, and in general 
thoy have much better features than those of - most 
of tho other Indian tribes that surround them. Even 
the women when they get older .possess pleasing fea- 
tures. Their Industry, tho tranquil livies they lead and 
the better food tlK^" receive and have received 'for at 
least three gener.-itions are probably responsible in a 
great ili'gree I'or this. ' - ' 

When the .Simnlards landed In Jlexlco, noai< -Verg, 
Crai',, and l.iegan tlu' march to the Aztec capital, the 
lOmiieror .Montezuma sent several messengers and 
siile.s to liring him news of the uiystorlnus strangers. 
.\mfuig others sent was Ocelotl, or the Tiger Prince, 
;is he was known In hlstor>- and legend. Ocelotl was 
one of the best Aztec .artists, and the ICniperor com- 
mii'sloiied him to make sketches of the Invaders so 
that he might judge of them by llioir api)earance. 

Ocelotl brou.ght back a complete report to the Km- 
peror and g.-ive It as his opinion from what he had 
seen of the strtingers that It would requlie all tho 
strength and cunning of the Aztec empire to contend 
against them. .Montezuma was so angry ;it this un- 
f.ivoi-.'ibli^ re])ort th.-it he ordered Ocelotl "to be publicly 
burned ;is a coward wiio wished to frighten wllii 
childish titles the courage of his warriors, until tlien 
ever siu'cessful. 

There is a curious legend still told by the Amatecas 
to the effect that Ocelotl stopped at Amatlan on his 
way back from Vera Cruz and that the people flocked 
about him to hi'ur what he had t(j s.'iy. Ocelotl told 
thorn of the fair faces of the -strangers, their garments 
which shone tis bright as the sun Itself, the great 
be;ists th.e.v rode, and how they came arnii'd with 
weapons of the god of thunder and lightning. The 
j)eopIe of Amatliin held a meeting in the luibllc square 
au'l when tlu^ chiefs had heard the story of Ocelot! 
the.N' decliled that the newcomers were indeed the war- 
riors of the Emjieror of the .Sun iind that there ,was 
therefore, no use v.diatover in opposlnp; them. So they 
sent a message to Cortes saying that they had decided- 
to become his friends, 

\\'hatever truth tiiere may bo In this legend It- 
miglit well have lieen true, for It eir.bodled in it,tll(| ■ 
eharacterlstlcs of the Amatecas as a people^ They'' 
have ever been clever diploiuiitlsta. ' - , -5''',
